{ was a magical feeling, a feeling that took place on Jan, 2, 1984, in the moments follow. 
ing the University of Miami's slunning upset of Nebraska in the Orange Bowl to win its 
first national championship, 

Howard Schnellenberger was alone in predicting a national ttle back in 1979, when it seemed 
like the program was about to be scrapped, 

But recruiting from what he called the State of Miam, Schnellenberger not only built a team 
that would win a national itl, he created the foundation fora program that would begin a 10-year 
Tomp unprecedented in the annals of college football 

Schnellenberger had a fiveyear plan for prosperity when he came to coach the Hurricanes in 
1979, And it worked. By 1985, the Hurricanes were poised for their dramatic run to the ttle that 
culminated with their 51-30 win over the mighty Comhuskers, a team considered by many to be the 
greatest of alltime, 

Not even Schnellenberger, now the coach at Louisville, could have known how successful 
Miami would be, 

“Could anyone, | mean anyone, realy have imagined Miami would ever become such a domi- 
nant program?” Schnellen-berger asks today. “They thought | was crazy for saying that some day 
‘Soon Miami would challenge for the national title,” 

But challenge they di, and once the Hurricanes overcame Nebraska, the rest fell into place. 
“Maybe some people did have this dream in mind,’ Schnellenberger continued. “Maybe those 
early players did. They were the ones who worked so hard and kept on working when virtually no 
‘one else in the world seemed to care. What they set in motion has become truly special,” 

Bemie Kosar recall the feeling before the '83 season began. 

“That year,” said Kosar, picked by Schnellenberger as the Hunicanes’ starter after an intense 
duel with Vinny Testaverde, “even though it seemed kind of farfetched at the beginning, we talked 
about it quite a bit.” 

And the talk hasn't stopped. Not then and not now — 10 years after the greatest victory in 
Miami's football history, 

Kosar, now the Cleveland Browns quarterback, was the touchstone of a cast of players that was 
‘scarcely anyone's ideal of a national ttle contender. The lanky, cerebral kid from Ohio became a

“I knew we had something special,” recalled Alonzo Highsmith, a 
highly touted freshman then, who had just converted from linebacker to full 
back, “There was a bonding going on, from the leaders like Bernie and seniors 
Eddie Brown and Tony Fitepatrick, tothe freshmen like myself and Jerome Brown 
and Melvin Bratton, We had a closeness and the younger guys fet like we would be 
able to cary it on.” 

No less than seven starters from the ‘85 team played, or are still playing, pro ball, The 
roster, however, reads ike a who's who of the NFL. There are more than two dozen players Who 
dotted, or stil dot, pro rosters. Many of them excelled, The names range from Kosar, Testaverde, 
Highsmith and Jerome Brown to Kevin Fagan, brothers Bennie and Brian Blades to Joe Kohlbrand, 

Winston Moss, Gregg Rakoczy, Alffedo Roberts and Rick Tuten, 

Many of Schnellenberger’s ‘85 coaching staff can be found coaching in the pros — defensive 
coordinator Tom Olivadotti and quarterbacks coach Gary Stevens are with the Miami Dolphins, 
‘hile running backs coach Joe Brodsky and tight ends coach Hubbard Alexander just won a Super 
Bow! with the Dallas Cowboys, 

But most of the 95 players listed on the ‘83 roster are out of football, busy raising families and 
earning livings in other lines of work, There will always be a common fink, though, for everyone 
Who had a part in the Miracle of Miami, 

“IL was a phenomenal experience for a young person to go through,” said Fitzpatrick, now the 
efensive line coach with the University of Houston, who played middle quard for the Hurricanes, 
“Ten years later, people still come up to me and tell me that Orange Bow! was the best game ever 
played. I've been in contact with a bunch of the guys over the years, but not until recently have 1 
started to realize the magnitude of what we accomplished back then, It put Miami on the map. 
None of us will ever forget it.” 

Listen to Schnellenberger, who remains in contact with many of his former players: 

“There will always be a special place in our hearts for those players who won the fist title at 
Miami, They had to have great courage to come to Miami in the first place. it wasn't the popular 
thing to do back then. They were pioneers. They had something special.” 

Yes, there was triumph for that '85 team, but there also was tragedy. Jerome Brown, who did 
not play in '85, but went on to become an AllAmerican defensive linemen and AlH-Pro with the 
Philadelphia Eagles, was killed in June, 1992, when his car went out of control and crashed near 
his hometown of Brooksville, Fla, 

And there was the case of defensive back Lucious Delegal, who in 1989 shot and killed the 
mother of his son and then turned the gun on himself outside a Miami post office. 

After those tragedies, Miami players grew even closer, and a few dozen got together in March at 
atfurrcanes' banquet to induct Schnellenberger and Fred Marion into the schools Hall of Fame. 

“There was a special feeling inthe room on March 4,” recalled Ron Steiner, Miami’s sports infor- 
mation director from 1981-84 and currently Schnellenberger’s top assistant at Louisville. “The hugs 
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and handshakes of players and coaches who hadn't seen each 
ther since the frst championship. The fans who nodded when 
Coach Schnellenberger reminded them of the days that only a 
few thousand fans would show up for home games. Something 
good happened that night because something good happened 
10 years ago, All of them shared the moment.”

The Seminoles have ranked No. 1 in 
the preseason poll and No. | in midsea- 
son polls. But they have never ranked No. 
1 in the final poll. 

Bowden has built arguably the most 
powerful football program in the country, 
but he is still yearning for his first national 
title. It’s the only thing left for him to do. 

“No, we haven't been No. | yet,” 
Bowden said, as he prepared for another 
run at the title. “We've been all around it. 
It hasn't happened for us yet. We were 
three kicks away in the last two years from 
national championships.” 

No. I, of course, has belonged to 
archrival Miami in recent years — the 
Hurricanes have won or shared three 
national titles the past six seasons. They 
topped the Seminoles five times in the 
final Associated Press polls during that 
span. 

But Bowden isn’t discouraged. Once 
again, his Seminoles are loaded. Once

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again, they are taking aim on the national 
title. It’s time to get busy. 

“We'll have a chance to be No. | early 
in the year,” Bowden said, “and then we'll 
have to try to maintain it.” 

Florida State finished last season 11-1, 
handled Nebraska 27-14 in the Orange 
Bowl and finished No. 2 in the final AP poll. 
Not only do the Seminoles have great return- 
ing talent, but they enjoyed the nation’s top 
recruiting harvest as well - by a mile. 

“I feel like Santa Claus came to me,” 
Bowden said on national letter-of-intent day. 

Recruiting expert Forest Davis gasped 
at the list of prep All-Americans garnered 
by FSU. “I've been in it 15 years and I've 
never seen anything like it,” Davis said. 
“It's an assemblage of talent the world has 
never seen.” 

Bowden is especially pleased that he 
landed potentially dominant kicker Scott 
Bentley, and an army of players to replace 
seven key defenders who are gone. 

“This is a good class,” Bowden said. 


whelming pace? 

“I don’t lose assistant coaches,” 
Bowden said. “I've lost one in eight years. 
That gives you continuity. I've been very 
lucky to keep the coaching staff | have. 
That's a big factor.” 

So is Bowden's love of a challenge. He 
takes on monster schedules which, if con- 
quered, lead him to national title con- 
tention. He enjoys playing big games, He 
is very comfortable allowing his players to 
decide the championship. 

So what if his team has never actually 
won one? He figures his day will come if 
he can keep his program rolling. 

In 1991, FSU was cruising toward a 
national title until Miami nipped the 
Seminoles 17-16. In that game, Gerry 
Thomas kicked three field goals for FSU 
but missed wide right — by perhaps a foot 
— from 34 yards out with 25 seconds left 
to play. 

Miami ended up splitting the national 
title with Washington.

“Sometimes you recruit a lot of good play- 
ers, but they aren’t at the position where 
you need help.

In the 
past six seasons, FSU has finished second, 
third, third, fourth, fourth and second in 
the final AP poll. 

The Seminoles are 10-0-1 in its past 11 
bowl games and 12-3-1 overall under 
Bowden.

experience was eye-opening for 
Bowden. A natural extrovert, he feared that 
he stiffened up on stage. “It just shows how 
good Buddy Reynolds is,” Bowden said. "He 
pulls you right through i.” 

He marveled at how tough acting 
you step on the football field, fea es 
gome, there could be 70,000 people booing 
you,” he said, “For this, they have 100 peo- 
ale in the audience and they aren't booing 


you.” 
But this spotlight felt odd just the some. 


nobody in the country had them winning it.” 

Many experts think Florida State can 
win it this year, The Seminoles were a pre- 
season No. | even before the arrival of 
spring, thanks to the early Football Writers 
Association of America poll. The other 
major polls were expected to follow suit. 

This is old hat for Florida State. The 
Seminoles were the preseason No. | in 
1988 and again in 1991 in the wire ser- 
vice polls. “We've found if you get it early, 
it makes it more difficult,” Bowden said. 
“We've been there before, though, and 
that should help.” 

The first time FSU lasted one week on 
top; the second time it remained king for 
12 weeks. In both cases, dreaded Miami 
knocked the Seminoles off the top. 

“I's different,” Bowden said. “To me, the 
epitome of a great team is the one that opens 
the season No. | and keeps it all year. It’s 
nearly impossible, but it’s possible.” 

And what if a team actually does that 
one day? 

“That team should go down in history,” 
he said. “I think you would have to have a 
super football team or a soft schedule.” 

Florida State never has a soft schedule, 
so the Seminoles focus on building a mon- 
strous football team. 

“There's nobody in the country that 
plays an out-of-conference schedule like 
we do,” Bowden said. “Miami, Florida, 


Notre Dame, that's a heck of a challenge.” 
And don't tell him that moving to the 
Atlantic Coast Conference has made his bid 
for No. | any easier. “We almost got beat 
twice in our conference last year,” he said. 


Florida State also took on the Kickoff 
Classic this season, agreeing to play 
Kansas to open the college football sea- 
son, “You play another game and you're 
already No, 1,” he said. “A lot of people 
are wondering why we would play that 
game.’ Well, because it’s there. Bowden 
doesn’t duck matchups. But the early start 
and extra game don’t make carrying the 
banner of preseason favorite any easier. 

“It’s a minute-by-minute correspon- 
dence,” Bowden said. “Calls are pouring 
in. Writer after writer. From all over the 
country and out of the country. Other 
teams get so fired up. 

“I know if | look at my schedule and 
see a No. | on it, we'll be getting ready for 
it. If you're No. 1, you've got 11 teams 
right off the bat looking to put a big feath- 
erin their cap.” 

Bowden insists the passing years have 
not made him more desperate for his first 
national championship. 

“A lot of people ask me if it’s always on 
my mind,” he said. “Am I obsessed with it? 
I'm not obsessed with it. I'd like to win it. But 
what can | do with it? | can’t take it with me.” 

If Bowden ever does win his title, he 
won't automatically grab his golf bag, load 
up his cart and retire. Once he grabs that 
tung, he knows there will be one more 
rung above him. There will always be one 
more rung. 

“If we win it, then it would be just like it 
was for Dennis Erickson last year,” 
Bowden said, “You've won it once, but can 
you win it twice? It never stops.” 

And neither does Bowden. 0

The obvious answer is Wheatley, who 
has yet to win the Heisman Trophy. But by 
this time next year, Michigan could very 
well have its third Heisman. 

Wheatley ran for 1,357 yards last 
year, and his 235 yards and three touch- 
downs in the Rose Bowl victory over 
Washington was the exclamation point ona 
reat sophomore season. 

The Wolverines also have most of 
their strong defense back with inside line- 
backer Steve Morrison, outside linebacker 
Matt Dyson and defensive backs Alfie Burch 
and Shonte Peoples. And the explosive 
receiving corps of Derrick Alexander, 
Walter Smith, Amani Toomer, Mercury 
Hayes and Felman returns. 

Alexander caught 50 passes for 740 
yards (14.8 yards per reception) and 11 
touchdowns in 1992. Minnesota coach Jim 
Wacker calls him “Alexander the Great” and 
he could be Alexander the All-American this 


in. 

While few doubt that Todd Collins 
will be an able quarterback replacement for 
Elvis Grbac, the big concern is replacing 
five of the six offensive linemen. 

The Block M was very significant in 
setting school records for total offense 
(5,603 yards), average gain per play (6.4 
yards) and touchdowns (59). 

Wheatley will have to run behind an 
inexperienced, albeit talented, line for the 
first time. And he could be good enough to

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make big yards with holes that close an 
instant quicker. 

They called Wheatley “Superman” 
when he was rushing for 2,010 yards and 
winning three events in the state track and 
field championships as a senior at Dearborn 
Heights (Mich.) Robichaud, 

Superman. 

Now there’s a nickname to heighten 
expectations. He might just live up to 
them, though. Remember that Wheatley 
blew by the Huskies in Pasadena on a bad 
hamstring and aching back. He only car- 
ried the ball 15 times in the Rose Bowl. 

“Wheatley is a very rare runner,” said 
former Michigan All-American Ron 
Johnson, who set the school single-game 
record with 347 yards against Wisconsin in 
1968. “How many guys like to run with 
power and have world-class speed? He 


makes ’em pay for the tackle, but if he 
turns the corner nobody is going to catch 
him. He has all the tools.” 

He has size: 6-1, 225 pounds. 

He has speed: 10.35 seconds for 100 
meters. 

He has desire: “I'd like to get 300 
yards some day, if possible.” 

Coach Gary Moeller said he wants it 
badly, noting that 107 of his 224 yards 
against Iowa came after the first contact by 
defenders.

Two days into his 
sixth spring practice as 
Ohio State’s head foot- 
ball coach, John Cooper 
felt something he thought he had put 
ind him forever. 

Instead, the all-too-familiar pain in 
his lower back convinced Cooper that a 
third surgery in the past four years would 
be necessary to repair yet another ruptured 
disc in his lower back. 

“If knew how I kept doing this, I'd 
stop doing it,” said Cooper, who guided the 
Buckeyes to a second-place finish in the Big 
Ten last season and an 8-3-1 season, culmi- 
nating in a loss to Georgia in the Citrus 
Bowl. “This is a pain you wouldn't wish on 
your worst enemy.” 

Once back on the field, Cooper set 
about eliminating the possibility of the 
recurring pain in his neck the past two sea- 
sons, that being a controversy over his 
selection of starting quarterbacks for the 
1993 season. 

Having battled that divisive problem 
two seasons ago, when choosing between 
Kirk Herbstreit and Kent Graham, and 
again last season, when choosing between 
Herbstreit and Bob Hoying, Cooper began 
the spring by pronouncing Hoying as his 
starter well before Arizona State transfer 
Bret Powers could begin wowing observers 
with his mobility and rifle arm. 

“Our quarterback is Bob Hoying,” 
Cooper said of his 6-4, 223-pound sopho- 
more. “It may be that way all the time. If 
somebody beats him out, so be it. But it's 
Bob Hoying'’s job to lose.” 

Those words fell sweetly on the ears 
of Hoying, Ohio’s 1990 “Mr. Football”, and

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somewhat sourly on the ears of Powers, a 6- 
5, 216-pound senior who transferred to 
Ohio State last season after starting eight 
games and passing for 1,500 yards in 1991 
at Arizona State. 

“Hearing the coaches name me the 
starter before spring practice really gave me 
a lot of confidence,” said Hoying, who com- 
pleted eight of 14 passes for 58 yards in two 
brief backup appearances last season. 

If it does, Powers’ decision to expend 
his final season of eligibility at Ohio State 
will fall well short of his expectations. 

“T can’t say I expected them to name 
Bob the starter before we got the chance to 
0 head-to-head, but I understand where 
the coaches are coming from,” Powers said. 
“I have a lot to prove to the team, the 
coaching staff and the fans. Playing quar- 
terback at Ohio State is a high-profile posi- 


tion. I’m willing to accept that and do what 
Tcan to please everyone.” 

Powers left Arizona State before last 
season when Bruce Snyder arrived from | 
California and made it clear he would go 
with the Sun Devils’ younger quarterbacks. 

During the week Powers enrolled at 
Ohio State, ASU lost its starting quarter- ' 
back to a scrape with the law, its backup to 
a one-game suspension and its third- 
stringer to an injury. 

Powers, even though he could have 
returned to Arizona State and started, stuck 
with his decision to remain at Ohio State; 

Hoying fought the tedium of being a 
backup last season after bidding for the job 
ina spirited battle with Herbstreit. 

“At the time, I wasn’t too wild about 
the decision to make me the backup,” 
Hoying said. “But playing behind Kirk did 
me wonders, He was in my situation for ' 
three years. I learned a lot from him last 
year about how to accept that role and 
about what's expected from the quarterback 
at Ohio State. I think those things will 
make me a better player.” 

Other than last-series mop-up duty, 
Hoying saw action in only two games where 
he was permitted to run the full range of 
the Ohio State offense. 

His debut was rocky, coming in week 
two against Bowling Green when an ankle 
sprain sidelined Herbstreit during the first 

quarter. | 

Hoying failed to move the Buckeyes 
in three series, throwing an interception: 
that set up Bowling Green’s lone touch- | 
down in a 16-7 loss. 

Five weeks later, Hoying relieved an 
injured Herbstreit in the second quarter of 
a 10-7 struggle with Northwestern. i 

This time, Hoying took the Buckeyes 
‘on scoring drives of 41, 76 and 69 yards i in a

Harris’ 463 rushing yards last season 
give him more than 1,200 yards for his 
career. He was the starter entering last sea- 
son until a severe ankle sprain in August 
opened the door for Smith. 

By’not’e’s rushing output dropped 
from 648 yards as a sophomore to 266 yards 
as a junior, but with Smith gone, he could 
see considerably more time this season. 

Like Harris, By'not’e has three years 


experience in the lineup and more than 
1,000 career rushing yards as a Buckeye. 

“Raymont and Butler have both been 
effective backs for us at times,” Cooper said, 
“We need both of them to have their best 
years,” 

George offers both the power of 
Harris and the speed of By'not’e in a 6-3, 
225-pound package. 

He was OSU's designated scorer early 
last season, slamming for four short-

Misfortune struck George the sea- 
son’s fifth week, however, when two mas- 
sive hits ed him to fumble twice at the 
ard line, setting up the Illini’s 
18-16 upset victory. 

George carried only 12 times in Ohio 
State's last seven games, but showed no 
signs of a carryover from his 1992 misfor- 
tune in an impressive spring practice per- 
formance. 

Whether the tailback is Harris, By'not'e, 
George or a combination of the three, there 
should be no shortage of blocking. 

Fullbacks Jeff Cothran and William 
Houston both return, as do four starters on 
the offensive line, including Big Ten 
Freshman-of-the-Year Korey Stringer at 
right tackle. 

The 310-pound Stringer split time 
there with Jason Winrow last season, but 
should have the position all to himself this 
year, with Winrow moving into the left 
guard job vacated by three-year starter Len 
Hartman's graduation. 

Elsewhere on the line, Jack Thrush, 
who played as many as four positions in one 
game last year, figures to take over at cen- 
ter for the departed Paul Long. 

Seniors Dave Monnot and Alan Kline 
give OSU proven veterans at right guard 
and left tackle, respectively. 

Where the Buckeyes lack experience 
is wide receiver. 

Flanker Joey Galloway was begin- 
ning to deliver on the big-play aspirations 
coaches have long harbored for him when 
knee surgery interrupted his sophomore 
season in the second game. 

Surgery repaired Galloway's torn 
anterior cruciate ligament, but he partici- 
pated in no contact drills during spring 
practice. 

Junior Chris Sanders, who filled in 
ably after Galloway's injury, may be moved 
to split end to get both threats in the game 
at once. 

“We'd like to go downtown more 
often this year, but we have to find some- 
one to go downtown to,” said Cooper, 
whose offense was heavy on the short and 
mid-range pattern last season in improving 
its passing yardage by more than 1,000 
yards from 1991 to 1992.

It means just one thing to football 
fanatics of the Big Ten — a titanic battle of 
great traditions, and the images are as 
clear and bright as the day they occurred, 

Ohio State coach Woody Hayes tearing 
up the downsmarker and hurling it like a 
javelin onto the field. 

Heisman Trophy-winning Archie Griffin 
churning up the turf and fighting off the 
gang-tackling Wolverines. 

A howling blizzard, 45 punts, only 
three first downs, and roses that bloomed 
in the snow, 

John Kolesar leaping for the end zone 
catch at the end of a two-play, 100-yard 
Michigan advance as time ran out. 

Barry Pierson’s zigzag punt retum, set- 


ting up Michigan's first touchdown in the 
upset-of-the-century. 

Heisman Trophy-winning Howard 
“Hopalong’ Cassady slicing out gains of 
three, four and five yards as the Buckeye’s 
“three yards and a cloud of dust” buries 
the Wolverines. 

No college football series has a history 
of more rough, tough, emotional plays. 

It's always the last game of the regular 
season and the stakes are usually the Big 
Ten championship, the Rose Bowl, and 
sometimes holding on to a No. | rank in 
the polls. 

On 32 occasions, the Michigan-Ohio 
State game decided the Big Ten champi- 
onship and on 18 of those occasions, it

was strictly between the Wolverines and 
Buckeyes, 

Probably the greatest drama of all was 
created in the 1970s when, for seven 
straight seasons, Hayes and his former 
assistant, Michigan Coach Bo 
Schembechler, battled for “all the mar- 
bles.” Every other game on the schedule 
seemed little more than a tuneup for the 
Woody-Bo showdown. During part of that 
span, Michigan came into the "Big Game” 
with a combined 57-0-2 record, 

In addition to Hayes, Griffin and 
Cassady, the names for Ohio State have 
been all-time greats such as Randy 
Gradishar, Vic Janowicz, Jim Parker, Paul 
Brown, while Michigan has featured

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Heisman Trophy-winners Desmond 
Howard and Tom Harmon, plus Jim 
Harbaugh, Rick Leach, Rob Lytle, Fritz 
Seyferth, and of course, those most dis- 
tinctive coaches, Schembechler and Fritz 
Crisler. 

But, let’s face it, all ye football mad citi- 
zens of Michigan and Ohio. 

In recent years, the Michigan-Ohio State 
rivalry isn’t quite what it used to be. 

You couldn't necessarily convince the 
players following a bloody November after- 
noon, but the thing is: 

More and more, Michigan is the Big Ten 
championship team and Ohio State is 
struggling, just hoping for an upset to res- 
cue the season. 

In a nutshell, Michigan is starting to 
dominate and that takes something from 
the drama. 

While the Wolverines haven't skipped a 
beat since Gary Moeller took over for 
Schembechler, Michigan's all-time win- 
ningest coach, Ohio State has struggled 
and even fired good-ole “9-5 Earl” Bruce, 
even though he coached surprisingly well 
as successor to a legend. 

But John Cooper's won-loss record 
hasn't measured up and his job seems 
always to be hanging by a thread. 

What rankles the Columbus faithful is 
that Cooper has yet to beat the 
Wolverines, and he’s had five shots at it. 

He did, however, save his job last 
November when his underdog Buckeyes 
battled magnificently to a 13-13 tie with 
their Rose Bowl-bound and highly-favored 
opponents. 

Anybody remember the last time 
Michigan and Ohio State tied? 

It was a milestone game in the series, a 
10-10 standoff exactly 20 years ago when 
each team entered “The Big One” unbeal- 
en and untied and with average scores of 
40-4 for OSU and 32-6 for Michigan. 

The Big Ten was never the same after 
that, because when athletic directors 
voted the next day to send Ohio State to 
Pasadena for the second straight time, 
Schembechler erupted. 

Just about everyone expected Michigan 
to get the vote because the Wolverines 
had a substantial statistical edge and 
because Ohio State had been to the Rose 
Bowl the year before. Even Hayes, in the 
postgame press conference, was 
depressed and acted as if there would be 
no bowl for Ohio State. Schembechler was 
in a jovial mood. 

When athletic directors’ votes were 
counted, it was 6-4 for Ohio State and

sportswriters speculated that Purdue, 
Wisconsin, Michigan State, Illinois, and 
Northwestern had joined OSU in voting for 
the Buckeyes while Michigan had its own 
vote, plus Minnesota, lowa and Indiana, 

Schembechler had to explain to his 
unbeaten players that they still weren’t 
good enough to play in a bow! game. 
Everybody agreed it wasn’t right — the 
Wolverines staying home while others with 
two, three, four and even five losses, 
played in bowl games, 

Schembechler certainly had a point and 
the Big Ten soon relaxed its “Rose Bowl 
only” provision, 

Each time during those 10 years it was 
billed as the game-of-the-century, It all 
started in 1969 when, in Schembechler’s 
first year, Michigan shocked the unbeaten 
and top-ranked Buckeyes, 24-12. 

It was a case of the student getting the 
best of the old teacher and the fans in 
Michigan Stadium went bonkers. It was 
Pierson who started it all with a punt 
return to the three-yard line, 

Hayes was as stunned as his Buckeyes, 
and he never forgot. 

He had the Buckeyes primed for every 
‘one of those '70s showdowns and at one 
point was 4-1-1 over Bo over six seasons. 

But by the time a frustrated Hayes was 
fired after punching an opposing player in a 
bowl game, Schembechler had won three in 
a row and had a final 5-4-1 record against 
Woody. In the last three battles, Michigan 


kept the Buckeyes out of the end zone, 

During those years of Woody and Bo 
dominance sportswriters came up with a 
new description of the conference. They 
called it “The Big Two and Little Eight.” 

Since those years, Illinois, lowa, and 
Michigan State have broken the two team 
stranglehold, but now Michigan is on 
another run and has appeared in four of 
the last five Rose Bowls. Ohio State's last 
visit was in 1985, 

While Michigan-Ohio State football is 
noted for high intensity and great physical 
violence, it also was the occasion for per- 
haps the most bizarre game in college 
football history, 

That was on Nov. 25, 1950, the very 
day the headline in the Columbus morning 
paper screamed in the largest type avail- 
able: “OHIO PARALYZED BY BLIZZARD.” 

While snow swirled and the tempera- 
ture dropped to zero, the two athletic 
directors met on Saturday morning to 
determine whether to play the game, 

The conditions were miserable, almost 
unbearable, but Michigan‘s Crisler and 
Ohio State's Richard Larkins decided to go 
ahead anyway, figuring a postponement 
might set a precedent and more and more 
games would be postponed. 

Plus, more than 80,000 tickets had 
been sold and the athletic directors said 
those fans were entitled to a game. 

For this game, the Rose Bow! was hard- 
ly in the picture. Ilinois was in the driver's 


seat for the championship and only had to 
defeat Northwestern in the final game of 
the season, 

But roses bloomed in the snow for 
Michigan. Northwestern upset Illinois, 14- 
7, while the Wolverines claimed the cham- 
pionship with a 9-3 victory in snow drifts 
and on frozen turf where lines were oblit- 
erated, 

The game became a punting duel 
between another Ohio State Heisman 
Trophy winner, Janowicz, and Michigan's 
Chuck Ortmann, 

Ortmann punted 24 times and Janowicz 
21 and the Wolverines won without making 
a single first down. The Wolverines’ total 
yardage was 27 versus 47 for Ohio State. 

There have been many other memo- 
rable games in the series. 

It was two years after the big upset in ‘69 
that Hayes went into an uncontrollable rage 
toward the end of Michigan’s 10-7 triumph. 

Michigan had scored the go-ahead 
touchdown with just a few minutes to 
play. Hayes ordered his quarterback to 
throw deep and when Wolverine Tom 
Darden went over the back of Dick 
Wakefield for an interception, Hayes 
screamed interference. 

The referees said Darden made a 
clean pick. 

Hayes charged onto the field screaming 
at the top of his lungs. He bumped an offi- 
cial and drew a 15-yard unsportsmanlike 
conduct penalty before assistants dragged 
him off to the delight of Michigan's cele- 
brating fans, 

Griffin — tough, resilient, and possess- 
ing the heart of a lion — led the Buckeyes 
to four Big Ten championships. 

The football game of 1988 was far differ- 
ent from the usual close-to-the-vest battles, 

Michigan grabbed a big lead, but Ohio 
State stormed back to take the lead with 
time running out, But Michigan wasn’t done. 

Kolesar grabbed the kickoff, carried the 
ball past midfield, and then snared the 
game-winning touchdown pass in the end 
zone — 100 yards in two plays for a 34-31 
Michigan triumph. 

In 1955, Michigan figured to be strong 
enough to end its frustrations of trying to 
stop Cassady and entered the game with a 
7-1 record while OSU had two losses. But it 
wasn't to be. Cassady, behind great block- 
ing, crunched out a huge yardage total in 
bite-sized amounts and OSU claimed a 17- 
0 victory and another Big Ten title, 

The stories go on and on. Mark your 
calendar for still another chapter on Nov. 
20, 19953, in Michigan Stadium. O

Whatever it is, lowa coach Hayden 
Fry hopes it works. 

Fry and his assistants recruited 10 
junior college players for this season’s team 
—a large number by Hawkeye and Big Ten 

tandards.

Four of them — offensive tackle 
Brian McCullouch, fullback Reggie 
Williams, defensive back Jason Henton and 
tight end Derek Price — were among the 
players in camp for spring practice. 

“The other six will be with us in the 
fall,” Fry said. “They'll be starting from 
ground-zero, but by the third or fourth 
game of the year a majority of them will 
work their way into the two-deep.” 

Towa will be trying to bounce back 
from a 5-7 record. It was only the 
Hawkeyes’ second losing season in the last 
12 years. 

“We're still mad, upset and embar- 
rassed about last year,” Fry commented. 

“We're playing a tough schedule, but 
certainly not as demanding as last year, 
when we lost to five Top 20 teams.” 

The Hawkeyes lost four of their first 
five games while playing their heavyweight 
1992 schedule, 

‘They were beaten by North Carolina 
State in the Kickoff Classic, Miami, 
Colorado and Michigan. The only early-sea- 
son victory was over Iowa State. 

This season’s non-conference oppo- 
nents are Tulsa, Jowa State and Northern 
Illinois, although the Northern Illinois 
game won't be played until Nov. 6.

Fry said the junior college players 
have helped make this the fastest group of 
recruits he's had. 

‘The most junior college players he’d 
ever recruited in one year was four, ant 
two or three a season was a normal total for 


Towa. 

He dipped deep into the junior col- 
lege talent pool so that he could replace the 
29 players Iowa lost from last season. 

“We got wiped out at certain posi- 
tions,” Fry said. “A junior college player is 
two or three years older than a freshman. 
and can help us quicker.” 

Pry said a relaxation in Big Ten regu- 
lations was another reason he decided to hit 
the junior colleges so hard. 

“The Big Ten got its head out of the 
sand after evaluating bowl results over the 
last six years,” he said. 
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“A junior college recruit had to 
spend one year in school before he could 
participate. That’s no longer the case.” ' 

Fry said he’s had success with most 
junior college recruits in the past. . 

Asked if there was a stigma attached 
to junior college players by some recruiters, 
Fry said, “We're extremely careful in 
screening the players in terms of character, 
ability and academics. 

“You always have to ask yourself, ‘If 
that guy is so good, why didn’t he go toa 
four-year school to begin with?’ We do an 
in-depth investigation. ' 

“Ina lot of instances, the player has 
grown a lot (in junior college). Price is an 
excellent student, but was so small. His 
mother told me he grew four inches in one 
year. 

“He went to Mesa (Ariz.) Junior 
College outside of Phoenix, became the 
most valuable player and led the conference 
in pass receiving,” 

Fry said Price, who caught 31 passes 
for 469 yards and four touchdowns last sea- 
son, gained 10 or 12 pounds after enrolling 
at Iowa for the spring semester. , 

Price said there’s a big difference | 
between junior college and major college 
competition. i 

“The biggest thing I’ve noticed is the 
speed with which the players move,” he 
explained. “It’s an incredible difference. | 

“In junior college, we had a couple 
athletes who were great, and a couple who 
were pretty good. Everybody here is great. 

“On the first day of practice in the 
spring, I felt like a headless chicken run- 
ning all around, not knowing what was 
going on. I was overwhelmed.” 

Price said he could have had his ; 
choice of schools in the Pac-10 or Western 
Athletic Conference out of junior college. 

“Penn State called me the day after 
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I signed with Iowa,” he said. “Iowa was my 
first trip, and I canceled other visits to 
Washington State and Southern 
California.” 

Price, a 6-3, 228-pounder, said tight 
ends coach Carl Hargrave had the biggest 
influence on him when he was being 
recruited, 

He also enjoyed watching the way 
Towa utilizes its tight ends. 

“| visited the campus the weekend 
Towa beat Northwestern 56-14,” he said. 
“Tight end Alan Cross caught nine passes 
for 154 yards, 

“I just sat there with my jaw on the 
floor going w-o-w-w-w!" 

Price said that when he came to Iowa 
from Arizona, he was wearing 10 layers of 
clothing, a hat and snow boots. 

“I don’t think there was an inch of 
snow on the ground, but I was still cold,” 
he said. 

Fry said the junior college players 
who will join Iowa’s practices in the fall are 
Scott Hosier, Toney Bates, Lawan Young 
and Hausia Fuahala, all defensive linemen; 
defensive back Marcus Montgomery, and 
linebacker John Peaua. 

Fuahala, a 230-pounder from 
Inglewood, Calif., was born in Tonga, a 
group of islands in the south Pacific. 

Taking the biggest hit from gradua- 
tion was Iowa's offense. 

“We have the equivalent of 1 1/4 
starters returning,” he said. “At split end, 
with Harold Jasper and Jeff Antilla splitting 
time, that’s the only solid returning posi- 
tion we have.” 

However, Antilla missed half of 
spring practice because of a back injury. 

No. 1 quarterback Paul Burmeister 
started only three games last season. Pushing 
him will be Matt Eyde, who started twice. 

“Burmeister will get strong competi- 
tion from Eyde,” Fry said. “Hopefully, Mike 
Duprey, Ryan Driscoll and Jefferson Bates 
will also be in the picture. 

“Bates has been given medical clear- 
ance to play. He was injured while rolling 
his pickup truck five or six times going 
back home to South Carolina last year.” 

Burmeister completed 54 of 104 
passes for 758 yards and five touchdowns 
last season. Eyde, whose two starts resulted 
in two losses, completed 47 of 83 passes for 
381 yards and no touchdowns. He was 
intercepted three times. 

“Matt had a tough time when he was

Valley of the Unknown as Penn State gears 
up for its entrance into the Big Ten. 

The Lions go into the conference 
long on tradition but short on background 
knowledge of the eight new opponents who 
dot their schedule, 

They also are a team with more 
questions than Jeopardy. 

Who will be the quarterback? 

That’s the most important question 
begging to be answered. 

Throughout the spring it was a two- 
way duel between John Sacca and Wally 
Richardson, each of whom was a starter at 
one time during the 1992 season. Both 
moved up to No. 1 by attrition, Sacca when 
Kerry Collins was hurt, Richardson when 
Sacca went down. 

And both moved aside when Collins 
returned against West Virginia. 

But the broken finger Collins suf- 
fered in a mid-summer volleyball game 
nagged him throughout the rest of the sea- 
son and he had surgery a week after State's 
disappointing 24-3 loss to Stanford in the 
Blockbuster Bowl. 

That surgery kept him out of the 
quarterback derby during the spring, but 
Collins is expected to be fully recovered by 
the time preseason drills get under way. 

“We've got to get our quarterback 
situation firmed up,” said Coach Joe 
Paterno. “It’s a big concern. Richardson 
played last year without the benefit of a 
spring practice so we don’t know how good 
he can get. And I was pleased with the way 
Sacca played. He’s a fine prospect. 

“Not having Collins is a real setback, 
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not only to him but to the team.” 

So who's No. 1? Sacca, but with an 
asterisk. Collins will cast a long shadow 
over the quarterback picture come August 
when he launches his bid to reclaim the job 
that was his before that volleyball game a 


ago. 

‘The numbers favor Sacca, who com- 
pleted 81 of 155 passes for 1,118 yards, nine 
touchdowns and only three interceptions 
last fall when he started six games and went 
5-1. Collins was 64 of 137 for 925 yards, 
four scores and two interceptions in his 
four regular season starts. Richardson, who 
started and won against Eastern Michigan 
when Sacca was out with a shoulder injury, 
hit on 24 of 45 passes for two touchdowns 
and did not throw an interception. 

Question No. 2 is who will take over 
at tailback now that Richard Anderson

Three of them 
were tailbacks — Mike Archie, Ki-Jana 
Carter and Stephen Pitts. 

One of them will have to shoulder 
the load. 

“We have three good ones,” Paterno 
decided. “Archie played a little more last 
year because we asked him to do more. But 
they have all grown up, matured, gotten 
stronger. It's hard to tell which one has 
made the most progress. One of them has 
to take the bull by the horns. All three have 
talent.” 

Carter wound up as the third-leading 
rusher last fall, gaining 264 yards and scor- 
ing four times on 42 attempts. Pitts was 
two spots behind him, carrying 23 times for 
148 yards and scoring twice. Archie had 113 
yards on 24 attempts and also scored twice. 
He also caught nine passes for 67 yards and 
ascore. 

So who's No. 1? Ifit was a horse race, 
it would be too close to call. 

Question No. 3. Who's No. 1 at full- 
back? Don’t know. 

If Brian O'Neal is healthy, it's a no- 
brainer. He was the starter last year when 
he gained 458 yards and scored seven times 
on 81 carries. But off-season back surgery 
to repair a compressed disc kept him out of 
spring drills. Until he proves he’s fully 
recovered, the situation is uncertain. 

In the spring, O'Neal’s absence, cou- 
pled with the transfer of backup J.T. Morris,

Spring UPDATE 


The one thing certain at the end of Penn State's spring drills 
was that there was a lot of uncertainty. As a result, preseason 
drills will be much more interesting than usual as a number of key 
Positions will be unsettled, 

Kerry Collins, who finished last season as the starter, re- 
turned to practice late in the spring after recovering from surgery 
to repair his broken index finger. But while he was finally able to 
grip the ball and throw it, his arm strength had fallen off. By 
August he is expected to be fully recovered, giving the Lions three 
quarterbacks who had started at least one game. But it will be im- 
perative that one of them assumes the starting role quickly. In 
years when the quarterback situation has been unsettled going 
into the season, Penn State has lost at least two games. 

The tailback spot was also in limbo, although Stephen Pitts 
and Mike Archie were sharing the starting job at the end of spring. 

“In our minds we all fee! we're still fighting for it,” said 
Archie of the battle which also includes Ki-Jana Carter. “We all fee! 
that any one of us could move up at any moment.” 

Since all three are redshirt juniors with great credentials, 
this area could be a strength with a fresh set of legs always 
available off the bench. 

The fullback spot was no more settled at the end of the 
Spring than it was at the beginning. Jon Wittman, who moved 
from linebacker, had a good showing, but a broken wrist ham- 
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pered him for much of the spring. If returning starter Brian O'Neal 
isn’t completely recovered from back surgery, the Lions will lack a 
proven performer at this critical spot. 

The offensive line came together as a unit and should wind up 
being a strength, although the depth took a hit when tackle Scott 
Stratton, who had returned after sitting out last year, suffered a se- 
vere ankle injury early in the drills and missed the bulk of the spring. 

The coaching staff also had a different look as the spring drills 
began. Dick Anderson, who had been an offensive line coach most 
of his career, was shifted into the backfield where he coached the 
quarterbacks. That position opened when Jim Caldwell lett in 
January to become the head coach at Wake Forest. And former All- 
American and No. 1 draft choice Kenny Jackson returned to his 
alma mater to take over coaching the wide receivers. 

Jackson's hiring paid a quick dividend as Penn State received 
4 verbal commitment from all-state wide receiver Joe Nastasi of 
Northern Bedford High School. Nastasi, who also earned all-state 
honors in basketball, said Jackson’s presence was a big selling 
point in his commitment at the end of his junior year. 

Despite the fact that coach Joe Paterno declared that he 
would emphasize a return to physical toughness for his squad 
this spring, he eased up on his squad from time to time. 

“Joe seemed a little looser this spring,” said Wittman. “I like 
him this way.”

yards last fall but did not score, Williams had 
seven receptions for 179 yards and one TD. 

The interior offensive line is fairly 
settled, as Bucky Greely takes over at center 
after sharing time there last year and Mike 
Malinoski returns after starting every game 
at one guard spot. Derrick Pickett also is 
back after starting six games at tackle. 
Marco Rivera moves up at the other tackle 
spot and Jeff Hartings, who backed up 
Malinoski, moves into the other guard posi- 
tion. Look for Keith Conlin to make a 
strong push for Rivera's job. 

“On paper it will be Rivera, Hartings, 
Greely, Malinosky and Pickett,” Paterno 
said. “Then we have to plug in kids who 
haven't seen a lot of action, (Keith) Conlin 
has got to get in there some place.” 

The picture is much clearer on 
defense where nine of 11 starters from the 
Blockbuster Bowl return. 

The biggest question will be who will 
replace Reggie Givens, a four-year starter at 
outside linebacker. Expect it to be Terry 
Killens, provided a nagging foot injury 
doesn't sit him down. If that happens, it 
could be converted wide receiver Rob 
Holmberg, who began his career at Navy 
before transferring. 

“Holmberg was a big wideout so we 
moved him to outside linebacker,” said 
Paterno. “And we're hoping Killens will be 
OK. He's an outstanding prospect.” 

The only other job opening is at nose 
tackle where Todd Burger departed but Vin 
Stewart has already made a bid for that 
spot. But he will be pushed by Eric Clair, 
who was moved inside after starting at out- 
side linebacker down the stretch in 1992. 

“Clair is a natural inside,” Paterno 
said, “He'll battle it out with Stewart, who 
is bigger and bulkier, but Eric is very quick 
and athletic. He'll make an outstanding 
nose tackle.’ 

The other two tackle spots in the 3-4 
alignment belong to Tyoka Jackson and 
Lou Benfatti, a pair of seasoned fifth-year 
seniors. 

‘The inside linebacker positions will 
be manned by fiery Brian Gelzheiser, who 
came on strong in November, and Brian 
Monaghan. Gelzheiser has two years of eli- 
gibility left. Monagh 

Eric Ravotti, a starter two years ago, 
redshirted last fall and is back for his final 
season at outside linebacker opposite either 
Killens or Holmberg. 

The starting secondary from the 
Blockbuster Bowl returns intact, with 
Derek Bochna at the Hero (strong safety) 
spot, Marlon Forbes and Shelly Hammonds 
at the corners and Lee Rubin at safety.

Bochna led the team with three intercep- 
tions while Rubin and Hammonds had two 
apiece. 

One area where the Lions need to 
improve is rising to the occasion on 
defense. Too many times last fall they came 
up empty in critical situations, such as 
against Boston College where they gave up 
three touchdowns in the final four minutes 
of the first half. They lost that game, 

“We have to get tougher, physically, 
on defense,” Paterno declared, “We have to 
get to be a tough, hard-nosed defense. We 
were at times last year, but we were not 
tough enough long enough.” 

The kicking game, which cost the 
Lions enormously in the 17-14 lo: 
Miami (missed field goal) and the 1 
to Notre Dame (blocked extra point), is also 
in question. 

Craig Fayak missed the second half 
of the season due to a back injury and the 
Lions are hopeful he'll be recovered by the 
time preseason drills open. He sat out the 
spring. V.J. Muscillo, his backup last year, 
also returns, but a lot of eyes will be on 


incoming freshman, Brett Conway, a 
Parade All-American from Lilburn, Ga. 

“Not having Fayak available in the 
spring was not a big problem,” noted 
Paterno. “It’s more important that he be 
healthy in the fall.” 

Muscillo also looms as the probable 
punter unless a challenger emerges in pre- 
season. He averaged 35.8 yards on 24 kicks, 
most of them in situations which called for 
him to try to drop the ball inside the 20. 

Paterno also will be looking for lead- 
ers to emerge from this group. He knows 
that if leadership doesn’t surface from with- 
in the squad a repeat of 1992 might be in 
the cards, 

“If we want to have the kind of sea- 
son we had last year, where we were good at 
times but weren't able to win the big 
games, I think we have the talent to do 
that,” he said. “But leadership is vital if we 
want to get to the next level. To do that we 
have to have people who know how to get 
there, who know how to make the big play 
in the clutch and who know what it takes to 
win. Talent will only take you so far.” Q

Fresno State - California’s Best Kept Secret

tun — Jim Sweeney has no regrets about sticking 

with Fresno State University, 

After two years at Fresno, he left to tinker as an 
NFL assistant in 1978 with the Oakland Raiders and 
in 1979 with the St. Louis Cardinals, 

Both of those teams ended up moving, disap- 
pointing their loyal fans, 

Sweeney ended up back in the San Joaquin 
Valley, turning Fresno State into a Top 25 gate-crash- 
er and himself into the most popular California 
Raisin of them all. 

He almost left again, Cardinals owner Bill Bidwill 
twice made him a finalist as head coach, when Gene 
Stallings was hired in St. Louis and again when 
Stallings was fired in Phoenix, 

“To be a head football coach in the NFL would 
have been the icing on the cake,’ said Sweeney, who 
will be 64 when he begins his 16th year at Fresno 
this fall “It’s not something | think daily about.” 

He came about as close as a dreamer can to liv: 
ing his dream with the Cardinals, 

“The first time, in 1987, Bidwill told me to have

Enter Stallings, who exited after eleven games in 
1989, 

“Lhad my interview,” Sweeney recalled, ‘and (gen- 
eral manager) Lany Wilson said, ‘We're gonna inter- 
view one more guy.’ They hired that guy, Joe Bugel.” 

Sweeney has had other chances to leave Fresno, 

“I've been contacted many times by other 
Division One schools,” he said. “My first dream was 
to coach at Notre Dame, like all good Catholic kids 
Growing up. But Fresno State has been extremely 
good to me — and good for me. 

“And | love the community. And that has been 
retumed,” 

Talk about a win-win situation. 

Under Sweeney, Fresno is 124-47-2. The low-pro- 
file Bulldogs managed to bull their way into the Top 
25 rankings four times, including this past season. 

Through 1992, he had sent 25 players to the NFL. 
The list includes Henry Ellard and Michael Stewart of 
the Rams, Stephone Paige of the Chiefs, Stephen

Baker of the Giants, James Williams of the Bills, Ron 
Cox of the Beats, Aaron Craver of the Dolphins and 
David Grayson and Marquez Pope of the Chargers, 

Sweeney has had an unbeaten team (11-0-1) in 
1985, and since then, Fresno is the winningest team 
in the West (PAC:10, WAC or Big West) with a 74-18-2 
record. 

His past wo teams have led the nation in scoring 
offense. Last year's squad was also second in total 
offense and the only team in the country to rank in 
the Top 20 in both rushing (16th) and passing (16th). 

Last year marked another milestone. The 
Bulldogs upgraded from the Pacific Coast Athletic 
Association to the Westem Athletic Conference. They 
went 9-4, winning one-third of the conference title 
and ranking No. 24 in the AP poll and No. 22 in the 
CNN/USA Today poll. 

The icing on this cake, though, was the Freedom 
Bowl. Fresno laid a 24-7 whipping on Southem Cal, 
the big kid from the big city of Los Angeles. 

“The Freedom Bowl helped us to no end,” 
Sweeney said, “There was Fresno State, playing USC 
with little or no chance given to 'em.” 

For years Sweeney, his teams and his fans have 
been ignored by the national media, The Bulldogs 
made some noise in Anaheim by letting Freedom ring, 

Calling it the school's biggest game ever, an esti- 
mated 28,000 Fresno fans — billing themselves as 
the Red Wave — happily made the 4-1/2 hour com: 
mute south, Every charter bus in the San Joaquin 
Valley was spoken for, with more than 75 being com- 
mandeered for the trek, 

On the sidelines with Sweeney were several of his 
proteges In the NFL, including Ellard and Stewart of 
the Los Angeles Rams, 

“They said, ‘Coach, we have never ever heard the 
consistent roar of the crowd like this playing for the 
Rams',” Sweeney said. “The decibels were tumed up 
high, And the Red Wave is growing,” 

It was a wonderful party for the coach and the 
fans who grew together, along with the program. 

When Sweeney arrived in 1977, an average crowd 
was under 10,000. Attendance jumped to 21,000 per 
game in 1981, the team’s second season in Bulldog 
Stadium. Average attendance jumped to 26,000 in 
1984 and 53,000 by the end of the decade. 
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That Red Wave surge, powered by 25,000 season 
tickets, caused Bulldog Stadium to be enlarged to 
41,000 seats. 

In one of Sweeney's many classic lines, he called 
his '77 team “stadium builders,” his ‘82 team “stadi- 
um fillers’ and his ‘88 Big West championship team 
“stadium expanders.” 

With the sixth-best record among active Division 
One coaches, one might think Sweeney is bored with 
being a big frog in a small pond. 

And he might have been, if the pond hadn't sud- 
denly enlarged. 

“What renewed my enthusiasm was the move to 
the WAC," Sweeney said. “That was a tremendous 
source of energy to me, Our good efforts would be 
rewarded.” 

The little program that could had chugged up 
another hill. 

Past landmarks seem almost quaint now. In 
1987, UCLA condescended to let Fresno come to 
town for a non-league game. 

The Bulldogs were uncharacteristically short on 
offense, Kevin Sweeney, the coach's record-setting 
quarterback, had graduated, 

“We didn’t have a quarterback who had played,” 
Sweeney said, “but we had a great defensive team. 
We had probably 10,000 people at that game (out of 
49,000 total), 

"Troy Aikman was a senior at UCLA then, and we 
sacked him 11 times. We got beat 17-0, but the kids 
played great and the crowd was great. And it was a 
big thing for us to be playing in the Rose Bowl. 

“After the game, | take the players and run over 
to the fans to say thanks. And everybody's cheering. 

“Terry Donohue, the UCLA coach, said later, ‘This 
is a benchmark for UCLA. Our opponent gets beat 
and still has a rally in our stadium’.” 

Sweeney laughed at the memory and said, “I felt 
like writing Tery a note: ‘You didn’t see where this 
was, when we had 6,000 people at a game’.” 

Sweeney laughed again and said, “Also, to bring 
10,000 people at $20 a head, that's $200,000 to 
UCLA's coffers. If | was Terry, I'd have run over and 
thanked them, too.” 

Sweeney & Co. are knocking on the door of the 
big time. They have a bonafide Heisman Trophy can- 
didate in junior quarterback Trent Dilfer. 

“He's a stallion,” Sweeney said. “You get ahold of 
his wrist, and it’s like getting ahold of my leg.” But 
Sweeney isn’t pulling anybody's leg when he talks 
about the program he came back to, and stuck with. 

“When we went down to the Freedom Bowl, it was 
not as though we were bringing baby-faced cadets,” 
he sald, “Three quarters of our players are from the 
Los Angeles area, They're all quality football players. 
Too bad we couldn't keep them all. 

“But we finished up with a couple of highly-touted 
recruits this year. We got a couple that Colorado 
wanted, and a couple that Arizona State wanted.” 

And it looks like the coach who a lot of people 
should have wanted will be finishing up atop the 
Red Wave.

“STUDENT” Back 


Into STUDENT-ATHLETE 


Stanford, Rice and Northwestern Winning On and Off the Field 


he most resilient cliche in college 
sports may be the image of the 
dumb jock football player. 
You know the type. Big. Strong, Fast. 
Mean. Unable to leap a 400 combined 
score on the SAT college board exam, 
reportedly the point total awarded for cor- 
rectly filling in the “NAME” blank at the top 
of the test. 

Conventional wisdom holds that a coach 
can dress real students as football players, 
but not if he wants to win games and keep 
his job. 

Notre Dame has been the exception to 
this not-so-golden rule. The Fighting Irish 
graduate nearly all their players, don’t red- 
shirt for non-medical reasons 
and are a perennial powerhouse. 

Notre Dame is also Notre 
Dame, with a tradition steeped 
in legend that sets it apart — 
along with its personal televi- 
sion contract — from all other 
college football teams. 

For the rest of the Division A 
college world, is it possible to 
excel at both books and blocks? 

The correct answer appears 
to be yes, based on a multiple- 
choice look at three top private 
schools that have taken their 
football lumps but conquered 
different hurdles in 1992: 

+ Stanford, which rediscov- 
ered past glory to become a Top 
10 power. 

+ Rice, the tiniest school 
playing major-college football, 
which produced its first winner 
in three decades. 

+ Northwestern, a loser on the 
move after winning three confer- 
ence games for the first time in

two decades. All three schools play in rugged 
football conferences. All three have been 
helped by recent changes in NCAA rules. All 
three have dynamic coaches. 

Without lowering academic standards, all 
three have managed to win games while 
putting the student back into student-athlete, 


|: 10-2, ranked No. 9 by AP and UPI. 
Leaque: 6-2, tied for first in PAC-10. 

Last Bow! Game: 1992 season, Block- 
buster Bowl (beat Penn State, 24-3). 
Trends: First 10-win season since 1940...

but only third since 1980... Last major 
bow! was Rose after 1976 season. 

Bill Walsh, the thinking man’s coach, 
was inducted last summer into the Pro 
Football Hall of Fame. A few weeks later, he 
was re-initiated as head coach at Stanford, 
a job he held from 1977-78. He left for a 
10-year run as coach of the San Francisco 
49ers, winning three Super Bowls and the 
tag of genius, 

But if Walsh is so smart, why did he 
retum to a school where academics don’t 
genuflect before the god of football? 

Because he believes he can find enough 
smart, good players — or good, smart play- 
ers, if you prefer — to be competitive. 
Recruiting competition is fierce 
for such double threats, and the 
pool of such talent is limited. 

“But it is sustaining itself,” 
Walsh said, “There is more 
attention being paid to academ- 
ic achievement for the student- 
athlete. Because of that, more 
young men are doing better in 
class.” 

Walsh, not surprisingly, backs 
the NCAA push to raise academ- 
ic standards for incoming fresh- 
men. As he put it, “One of the 
very, very negative aspects of 
NCAA minimums in recent years 
is that they have been so low 
that your typically intelligent 
young man almost slows down 
his academic efforts. 

“He's already qualified for vir-

tually every school in the country by just 
getting the minimums. The minute they get 
700 on the SAT and whatever the grade 
point average is — 2.0 or something — 
they're coasting. 

“This just works totally antagonistic to 
what the philosophy of education — and 
the student-athlete — would be.” 

Walsh has an answer to critics of higher 
academic minimums. 

“| know there's been a backlash in the 
area of, ‘Well, you're not giving some an 
opportunity.’ But we're finding that more 
and more are simply meeting the higher 
standards,” he said. “As they keep raising 
those standards, those young men will work 
harder and harder in the classroom." 

They better, if they want to play football 
for Stanford. The school has 12,000 under- 
grads on campus in Palo Alto, Calif. 

Athletic director Ted Leland said, “Our 
normal athletes have a 3.6 GPA and 1250 
on college boards. | think our graduation 
rate is 92 to 93 percent. But we're more 
proud that our football players go on to 
graduate school at the same rate as our stu- 
dent body.” 

The latest recruiting class should contin- 
ue that legacy. 

“Our recruits had a 3.49 average and 
well over 1,000 on the SAT,” Walsh said. 
“And those are their core courses in high 
school. Our grade point average and our 
SATs are higher now than they have been 
in the last five years. 

“But in our case, it’s certainly going to be 
no less than a 3,0 in academic work and 
rarely less than 1,000 on the SATs. And we 
attracted 22 young men that were among 
the best in the country this past year.” 

Why did they choose Stanford? 

The school has linked itself to the high- 
est profile jobs in pro football — quarter- 
backs and coaches. 

NFL head coaches John Ralston, Paul 
Wiggin, Rod Dowhower, George Seifert and 
Dennis Green — who got the program win- 
ning again before Walsh retumed — worked 
at Stanford as head or assistant coach. 

As Leland said, “We've never had a 
coach who did a lot of screaming and curs- 
ing, or who tried to make a ‘man’ out of 
players. 

“That relates to the dignity with which we 
try to treat all of our students here. That's 
one reason Bill Walsh fits in so well.” 

As for quarterbacks, the honor roll 
includes John Elway, John Brodie and 
Heisman Trophy winner Jim Plunkett, plus 
fellow NFL veterans Guy Benjamin, Mike 
Boryla, Don Bunce, Steve Dils and Turk

Leland said, “We have a 
long tradition here with 
connection to professional 
football because of the 
passing game. And we've 
also stressed the more 
mental approach to the 
game. Professional players 
play so many games for so 
many years, they have to 
be cerebral. We're capable 
of playing a very compli- 
cated type of game.” 

Having Walsh at the 
helm doesn’t hurt there, 
either. His 49ers teams 
were built on heady play 
and heady players. 

“No question about it, 
there’s a premium on 
intelligence in the NFL,” 
Walsh said. “Typically, the 
brighter athlete is going to 
be more willing to sacri- 
fice and be less needful of 
getting attention attracted 
to himself. So as a team, 
they might be able to play 
better. 

“At Stanford, our ath- 
letes are going to be right 
at the forefront of the 
ones that can think the 
best, and function the 
best, and play as intensely 
as the opposition.” 

Brains alone don’t beat brawn. 

“Obviously, you need athletes of similar 
athletic abilities to do that,” Walsh said. 
“And there have been years when Stanford 
has not been able to field a team with 
enough depth or enough ability to compete 
with the best week in and week out. 

“But in recent years, we've begun to. It 
demonstrates that you can have a legiti- 
mate student and a legitimate athlete com- 
bined in one person, 

“A person can work just as hard in the 
classroom as he does on the athletic field 
— and reap all of the gains and rewards 
from doing so.”

“I felt the hope for success was based on 
all the new rules that were taking place,” 
Goldsmith said. “They were making it a 
more level playing field.” 

Suddenly, good students are not seen as 
quaint throwbacks on a gridiron. They are 
becoming required elements of every team. 
In competing for them, Rice has some 
advantages. 

“We've got a lot of people in the state of 
Texas who are great football players, who 
are great students as well,” Goldsmith said, 
“Even though there are eight (Division I-A) 
schools in the state dividing that up, if a guy 
wants this type of Ivy League education in a 
major football conference, we are the only 
institution like ourselves in this area.” 

When Goldsmith arrived, he had the good 
sense to make some immediate noise on 
the field. 

“When we came in 1989, there had been 
18 straight losses," he said. “Well, we won 
the very first game, and we also made some 
good showings in some other games where 
people had a lot of recruits there. 

“The next year, we came within one play of a 
winning season and went 5-6, We went for two 
points on the last play of the season against 
Baylor and missed it, and lost by a point. 

“So we got a lot of good attention and 
good press. Then the third year, we only 
won four games, but we beat Baylor when 
they were the number seven team in the 
country. 

“So every year there were things happen- 
ing that would enhance the recruiting. And 
of course this year, our recruiting was the 
best ever because of the winning season.” 

The only thing Goldsmith fears is further 
NCAA cuts in the number of scholarships. 

“Somewhat of a reduction helped us,” he 
said. “It made more talent to go around. But 
if there's too much of a reduction, it’s going 
to hurt the private academic schools more 
than the state schools. 

“They all get more walk-ons than we do, 
That depth affects the kind of practice orga- 
nization you have.” 

Meanwhile, Goldsmith said, “The program 
is kind of building on itself. | hope we never 
have a 20-year period like we had previous- 
ly, And | don’t think we will.”

Northwestem went 3-8 last year under 
rookie head coach Gary Barnett. That's not 
quite over the hump. . . yet. 

But as athletic director Bruce Corrie put 
it, “We think the mountain has just been 
chopped down a bit, with those three Big 
10 victories.” 

The victims were Illinois, Purdue and 
Wisconsin. 

“We finished tied for sixth place,” Corrie 
said. “And if our disputed field goal with 
Michigan State is called good, and if 
Michigan beats Illinois instead of tying, we 
end up tied for third.” 

That may be a reach. But then, this gung- 
ho coach spends every day merrily straining 
to exceed his grasp. 

Northwestern, located in the Chicago 
suburb of Evanston, is the smallest Big 10 
school with just 7,400 undergraduates. 

But Barnett does not believe the 


school's football destiny is to be a perpetu- 
al whipping boy. 

“Getting the three Big 10 victories was 
just a matter of changing expectations,” 
Bamett said. “And a matter of the kids get- 
ting used to us, and us getting used to the 
kids. And of setting a little higher expecta- 
tions than what | felt had been there 
before.” 

He too, gives the NCAA a huge assist. 

“The combination of fewer scholarships 
and academics becoming the buzzword 
helped us,” Barnett said. “As that grade 
point goes up, more students see them- 
selves as students, and the more apprecia- 
tion there is for institutions like ours. 

“Many times students have a higher 
appreciation for the quality schools. It's a 
mindset. They see themselves as being bet- 
ter students who now fit into higher acade- 
mic programs.” 

Concentrating in Illinois, Bamett assem- 
bled a top class of recruits in ‘93. 

“It’s just hard work to get ‘em here,” 
Barnett said. “Then | think our kids really 
did a great job of selling our recruits once 
we got ‘em here. Our kids are so confident 
and goal-oriented right now.” 


Corrie said, “We're probably three or 
four years ahead of where we would be in 
recruiting, The kids we brought in, the top 
schools in the country were after. 

“We've got a great institution, a great con- 
ference and a great location. We never did a 
good job of selling that before. You've got 
to outwork and outsell these other people. 

“We tell kids: ‘If you want to compete 
with the best on the playing field and have 
the drive to compete against the best in the 
classroom, Northwestern will give you the 
chance to have the best of both worlds’.’ 

The Big 10 turnaround, such as it is, has 
not been done with mirrors. 

“We weren't as far behind everybody as 
I had feared we might be,” said Barnett. 
“Secondly, the leaque’s in transition a little.” 

Barnett, who makes Norman Vincent 
Peale look depressive, is uncautiously 
optimistic. 

“Oh, | don’t think there’s any question 
we can get in the first division,” he said. 
“It’s obtainable sooner than | thought it 
was going to be.” 

Realistically, how far can he take it? 

“Really,” Barnett said, “the sky's the 
limit."

Notre Dame To RELY on DEFENSE In 93

Day after day, practice after practice, 
restless night after restless night, the Irish 
defense reminded Holtz of a time not so 


long ago. 

It forced Holtz to recall the days 
when he savored first downs, when pass 
plays resembled adventures instead of art, 
when running lanes appeared more 
obstructed than open. 

“This reminds me of before Rick 
Mirer came along and we didn’t score ina 
scrimmage,” Holtz said in mid-April, after 
another day of batted down passes and 
botched plays. The offense had taken nearly 
100 snaps against its defensive teammates 
on that chilly afternoon. 

It scored on none of them. 

None. Nada. Zero. Zilch. 

“Missed assignments hurt the 
offense,” Holtz continued. “Poor checkoffs, 
lack of execution. ....” 

The Irish coach rattled off at least 
one mistake for every bad memory. The list 
rambled on and on like Tony Rice in a col- 
lapsing pocket. But for this time, for this 
season, for this team, maybe Dr. Holtz’s 
dour diagnosis matched the symptoms. 

When Notre Dame buckled its hel- 
mets for the first time last spring, 81.6 per- 
cent of its 1992 offensive production braced 
themselves for a new tax bracket in a new 


league. The Irish bid “Cheerio” to quarter-

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back Rick Mirer, tailback Reggie Brooks, 
fullback Jerome Bettis, tight end Irv Smith 
and receiver Ray Griggs. Throw in bookend 
offensive tackles Lindsay Knapp and Justin 
Hall and Holtz may have good reason to 
feign memory loss and take a year off to 
recover while his Irish rebuild. 

“We've got a lot of guys who we don’t 
know if they can play,” Holtz said. “But 
they think they can play.” 

Two guys with such confidence play 
quarterback, Senior Kevin McDougal and 
junior Paul Failla each spent the past few 
seasons writing on a clipboard while Mirer 
wrote his name all over the Irish record 
books. But now, the writing on the wall 
says one of them will take the first snap 
when Notre Dame takes on Northwestern 
on Sept. 4 in South Bend.

“We know the best guy is going to 
play,” said Failla, also the best shortstop on 
campus. He boasted a .361 batting average 
on the day he started spring football prac- 
tice. If he keeps his completion percentage 
higher than his batting average, he will be 
able to challenge McDougal, who probably 
holds a slight edge because of experience. 

The quarterbacks share similar skills 
—anda mutual respect. McDougal dances 
in the pocket like Bobby Brown and may 
possess a stronger arm. Failla possibly runs 
the ball — and the team — more effective- 
ly, leaving the flash and flamboyance to his 
runners and receivers. 

Holtz prefers substance to style any- 
way. His favorite statistic? The final score. 
His favorite highlight? The guys in striped 
shirts moving the first-down chains. 

“I'm more interested in how the 
team functions,” Holtz said, “rather than 
how they function individually.” 

To many of the more rabid Irish 
football followers, the quarterback battle 
last spring between McDougal and Failla 
was moot anyway. For this season is the 
first for Ron Powlus, the prep hotshot. 
hyped to step right into Mirer’s Reeboks. 
Powlus shattered every Pennsylvania prep 
record at Berwick High and expectations 
for him at Notre Dame already scrape the 
chin of Touchdown Jesus. 

Even Holtz, hard as he may try, can’ 't 
hide his excitement. 

“] feel as good about him as any 
quarterback who's come in as a freshman,” 
Holtz said. “But he’s not a starter and he's 
never been promised anything but an 
opportunity. ... Am I opposed to starting a 
freshman quarterback? It isn’t really what 
I'd like to do, but if they give you the best 
chance to win, then that’s certainly what 
you do.”

“if we were to play tomorrow,” Notre Dame coach Lou Holtz said at the 
conclusion of spring practice, “we would have a No. 1 and a No. 1-A quarter- 
back. Kevin McDougal would probably start and Paul Failla would play. 

“We don't have the quarterback situation resolved. They both do some 
good things, but...” 

But Holtz didn’t find the clear-cut starter he sought when spring drils started. 
‘McDougal and Failla mirrored each other during Notre Dane's four scrimmages. 

Both played with more poise than precision. Both eamed their teammates’ 


‘Uniike past. 
Stone as a starting quarterback. We will take a good, solid look at all the freshmen. 

“That's possible (that Powtus could start the season opener).” 

Holtz found more answers along his makeshift offensive line. The ex- 
periment of moving starting guards Aaron Taylor and Todd Norman one 
hole wider to tackle worked. Taylor and Norman helped aid the progress of 
untested starting guards Mark Zataveski and Will Lyell, among others. 

“Younger players listen to them,” Holtz explained. “We had a guard, 
Dusty Ziegler, who pulled the wrong way in one scrimmage. We said, 
‘Dusty, why did you do that?’ He said, ‘Because the tackle told me to.’ 

“it you have good tackles, you really have a chance.” 

Which was more than Holtz was willing to give his new-look offense 
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after evaluating the spring sessions. When Notre Dame lines up for its first 
play against Northwestern on Sept. 4, 10 of the 11 positions will be manned 
by a player new to the role. 

Only center Tim Ruddy will feel familiar. 

“We may be pathetic on offense, | don't know,” Holtz said. “The con- 
sistency of knowing what to expect bothers me the most.” 

Holtz knows what to expect from his defense. If it plays with the aban- 
don and intelligence itustrated in 15 practices last spring, even a pathetic 
offense will be able to score enough to stay close. 

“1 think overall the defense dominated,” Holtz said. “We can’t even 
tackle (defensive tackle) Bryant Young.” 

Yo made Notre Dame's offensive linemen look like paper dolls, tearing 


ive yardage. 

To fit the pieces together before the season starts, Holtz plans to move 
his team off campus. He wants to avoid distractions and build a closeness in 
the two weeks that Notre Dame practices before classes start Aug. 31. 

Though he never has conducted two-a-day practices away from his 
home turt, Holtz always has toyed with the idea. 

“It's something I've always wanted to do,” he said. 

And this season, perhaps more than others, seemed like the 
opportune time. 

“This,” Holtz predicted, “is going to be a weird year.” 
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Good question. 

Unlike past years, when N.D. could have 
stood for No Defense, the answer is simple. 

Why not? 

All but one projected starter on this 
year’s team helped pull the Irish defense 
through some growing pains last season. 
Though it took nearly seven weeks for the 
Irish to adapt to Minter’s elaborate scheme, 
by Jan. 1, N.D. could have stood for 
Nothing Doing. 

The metamorphosis started up front, 
where all three interior starters return. 
Senior linemen Bryant Young, 6-3, 277, 
and Jim Flanigan, 6-2, 276, can spar with 
the strongest and smartest of offensive line- 
men. Young, especially, has been called by 
Holtz one of his best linemen ever. And junior 
Brian Hamilton, 6-3, 275, expects to continue 
his late-season surge from last fall. 

“People haven't counted on the Notre 
Dame defense for quite a while around here,” 
defensive line coach Mike Trgovac said. 
“Those three are thriving on that.” 

The Three Muscleteers will be joined 
on the defensive line by end Germaine 
Holden, a 6-foot 4-inch, 252-pound junior 
who started six games before a chronic 
headache problem sidelined him. 


Missing from the Irish lineup will be 
the familiar forearms of linebacker 
Demetrius DuBose, now shedding blockers 
in the NFL. Senior Pete Bercich calls the 
Notre Dame huddles these days, and the 6- 
foot 1-inch, 237-pounder knows his way 
around and through a pulling guard. 

“Fortunately, I've been there before,” 
said Bercich, who has started nine games in 
his career. “I know what to expect. And this. 
season, it’s more of a group of guys’ 
defense, rather than one guy’s.” 

Another one of those guys is returning 
starter Anthony Peterson, who will crouch 
next to Bercich at the other linebacker spot. 

If the heft up front can hog-tie run- 
ning backs, Notre Dame's shuffled sec- 
ondary will benefit. When Tom Carter 
decided to skip his senior year so he could 
chase NFL receivers, the tinkering began in 
the Irish defensive backfield, 

Senior Jeff Burris, a starter at safety 
last season, moved to cornerback. Senior 
Greg Lane, the starter at shortside corner- 
back, assumed Carter's job of covering the 
enemy's most dangerous receiver. Senior 
John Covington, a part-time starter, took 
over full-time at strong safety. And silky 
Bobby Taylor, a budding star sophomore, 


returns at free safety. 

All the experience should aid the 
development of sophomore outside line- 
backer Renaldo Wynn, the only newcomer 
to the defense. Wynn, a 6-foot 3-inch, 252- 
pounder, awed the coaching staff with his 
athleticism. Minter expects Wynn to learn 
quickly on the job. 

Cramming at a similar pace — and no 
less important to the Irish defense — will be 
freshman punter Brian Ford. Ford, who reneged 
ona verbal commitment to Vanderbilt to attend 
Notre Dame, immediately will be given the 
chance to unleash his lethal left foot in lieu of 
the departed Craig Hentrich. 

Good punters improve field position, 
Good field position improves defenses. And 
good defenses improve offenses struggling 
to find an identity. 

“The first thing we want to do is 
establish the attitude that we can be count- 
ed on defensively,” Minter said. “We have 
the confidence going in that we have all 
been to the war before and now we know 
more about our arsenal. We have too strong 
of a desire to be great. 

“Our defense can still get so much better.” 

If it does, Notre Dame will have a 
season Holtz wants to remember.

If Michigan State 
ta was looking for redemp- 
& tion last year, the 
r Spartans are looking for 
much simpler things 
this season. 

Like a winning 
season or maybe a bow! game, both of 
which have eluded MSU the last two sea- 
sons. The Spartans deviated from school 
tradition, putting together a 3-8 season in 
199] and a 5-6 year in 1992 (5-3 in the Big 
Ten Conference). 

“Last year was the beginning of a 
couple of good years of Michigan State foot- 
ball,” MSU Coach George Perles said. “And 
the year before, we graduated too many 
people from the starting unit.” 

Those days have long been forgotten 
by Perles and his players. Remember, this is 
George Julius Perles, the eternal optimist, 
the guy who professes if you keep your 
mouth shut and work hard, good things 
will happen. 

And so far, his team has worked hard 
and kept quiet. We shall see if good things 
do indeed happen. 

Perles believes that the 1993 MSU 
football team is ready for a successful and 
bowl-ending season. 

“Our goal this year is the same goal 
we have every year, and that’s to win the 
Big Ten championship and go to the Rose 
Bowl,” said Perles, who is entering his 11th 
season as MSU's head coach. “I’m really 
pleased with the hard work the players gave 
this spring. We accomplished a lot and we 
feel good about most positions.” 

‘The Spartans return 16 starters, 
eight on offense and eight on defense. 

In that group is quarterback Jim Miller, 
flanker Mill Coleman, fullback Brice 
Abrams and four offensive linemen. 
On defense, cornerbacks Myron Bell and 
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Damian Manson are back, as are outside 
linebackers Matt Christensen and Rob 
Fredrickson, and defensive linemen Juan 
Hammonds and Aaron Jackson. 

But if the Spartans plan on having a 
winning season and going to a bowl game, 
they must perform during the non-confer- 
ence portion of their schedule. MSU has 
botched its non-conference games in the 
last two years, going 0-6, with Notre Dame 
and Central Michigan responsible for four 
of those losses. 

Notre Dame and Central Michigan 
are once again on the schedule, and the 
Spartans open the season Sept. 1] against 
an improving Kansas team, which will have 
already played two games. 

MSU’s schedule doesn't get any easi- 
er after the first three games. It plays 
Michigan in the Big Ten opener, followed

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by Ohio State and Iowa. The Spartans also 
play Penn State, which is embarking on it’s 
first football season in the Big Ten. 

“They're going to make ita lot 
tougher for every school, including them- 
selves,” Perles said, 

Offensively, the Spartans are solid 
from center to quarterback. Miller, a fifth- 
year senior, completed 122 of 191 passes for 
1,400 yards in 1992, but missed all or part 
of six games because of a shoulder injury. 
In the second half of the season, MSU had 
to use four different quarterbacks in the 
midst of trying to get a bowl bid. 

Ahealthy Miller for a full season defi- 
nitely puts MSU in the running for a bowl 


e. 

“We expect Jim to be a leader of this 
team by example,” Perles said. “He can be 
as good as any quarterback in the confer- 
ence. We expect him to be one of the top 
ones.” 

Miller is a dropback passer with a 
strong arm, but he is not extremely mobile 
and is learning to look at more than one 
receiver on pass routes. That is where 
MSU's mammoth offensive line comes in. 
With experience and size, the line should 
give Miller time to sit back and find the 
open receiver. 

Four out of five starters return on 
the O-line and that doesn’t include Brett 
Lorius, a starter at right guard until he was 
injured for the season in the second game 
of the year. Center Mark Birchmeier is 
flanked by left guard Colin Cronin, and 
right guard Bob Denton. Junior left tackle 
Shane Hannah and junior right tackle 
Brian DeMarco complete the starting line.

and with Denton and Lorius at right guard, 
we'll be pretty solid,” said offensive line 
coach Pat Morris. “They've played together 
for two years now and they're going to keep 
getting better.” 

Last season the offensive line was a 


major reason why Tico Duckett, now 
departed, gained more than 1,000 yards and 
the reason why Craig Thomas rushed for 
more than 800 yards. 

MSU's offense is based on establish- 
ing a ground game, and with the line and 


running backs it has coming back, oppo- 
nents will once again focus on stopping a 
potent rushing attack, 

The Spartans are four-deep at the 
tailback spot and Thomas leads the impres- 
sive and diverse group. Two years ago, 
Thomas’ future went no further than the 
scout team. But an impressive spring 
before his junior season earned him the 
backup spot behind Duckett. Now that 
Duckett is running in the NFL, Thomas is 
the No, 1 man. 

‘Thomas, an honorable mention All- 
Big Ten selection a year ago, finished with 


| 887 yards rushing on 155 carries and 


scored a team-high 15 touchdowns. He'll be 
motivated by sophomores Stephen Holman, 
Duane Goulbourne and Hickey Thompson. 
All three are a close second behind Thomas 
and all three have dazzled players and 
coaches in spring drills, but have had little 
real playing time. 

“We need a lot of running backs, 
especially when we run the ball as much as 
we do,” Perles said. 

For the Spartans’ running game to 
work, the passing game needs to be effec- 
tive. That effectiveness depends on Miller 
and MSU's crew of receivers. 

Miller's favorite target — honorable 
mention All-Big Ten junior flanker Mill 
Coleman — is back and headed for star- 
dom. Coleman caught 37 passes for 586 
yards and three touchdowns last season. A 
quarterback out of high school, Coleman 
made the transition to flanker with no 
problem. He has proven he can take a hit 
and displayed the ability to pull down what 
seem to be uncatchable passes. 

“He has a great understanding of the 
offense and he knows what we're trying to 
do out there,” said first-year receivers coach 
Skip Peete, the brother of Detroit Lions 
quarterback Rodney Peete. “I'm going to be 
looking to him for a lot of leadership this 
year. 

‘The starting split end job has not 
been determined, but sophomores 
Napoleon Outlaw and Muhsin Muhammad 
are the top two contenders. Outlaw grabbed 
seven passes for 107 yards and Muhammad 
caught six passes for 80 yards. 

Junior Bob Organ takes over the 
tight end duties and will be backed up by 
junior Jay Greene and redshirt freshman. 
Delrico Simons. 

The place-kicking chore belongs to 
senior Bill Stoyanovich, the brother of 
Miami Dolphins kicker Pete Stoyanovich, 
Halfway into last season, Stoyanovich won

Let the run for the roses begin. The entries are senior Craig Thomas, 
running in the No. 1 slot, and sophomores Stephen Holman, Duane 
Goulbourne and Hickey Thompson, ail running in the 

“We need a lot of running backs, especially when you run the ball as 
much as we do,” MSU coach George Perles said. “They take a tremendous 
amount of punishment and they motivate each other. And we like to go to 
each one when he's hot.” 

/f the spring contest would've been an actual game, then Thompson's 
fAumber would've been called more than once or twice. 

He walked off, er, ran off with the offensive MVP award. Thompson 
Carried 21 times for 133 yards, including a 15-yard touchdown. He also 
caught three swing passes for 44 yards. 

Thompson, who was highly recruited out of Althoff Catholic High 
School in Bellville, IL, is just now getting to showcase his talent after two 
years on the sidelines, in 1991, he sat out because of Prop 42 and he was 
redshirted last season. For not playing a single down in two seasons, 
Thompson has surprised almost everyone but himself. 

“After being out for two years, in just toe te pt back in the flow,” 
Thompson said. “t felt kind of nervous when | first went out there. But after 
the first hil, | was ready. Then} was just playing my game and having fun.” 

Isn't that the way it's supposed to be? 


“When 1 first came in last fall, | felt a little rusty,” Thompson said. 
“The game is a fot faster and quicker when you get to college. In high 
‘School you can make more moves. But | fee! comfortable running now.” 

Holman and Goulbourne also had their share of work in the spring 

game. Holman rushed seven times for 61 yards, including a 21-yard touch- 
foun where he flattened a defensive back on his way to the end zone. 
Goulbourne didn’t score, but he carried the ball seven times for 41 yards. 

Thomas, listed as the starter heading into the fall, sat out the spring 
scrimmage. In 1992, as Tico Duckett's backup, Thomas asserted himself 
as the No. 1 man, rushing for 887 yards and a team-high 15 touchdowns. 

“Craig is the elder statesman in the backtield and we're counting on 
him to be a leader,” running back coach Bobby Williams said. “We need 
him to perform if we're going to have a good season. It's time for him to 
really step up his game.” 

MSU's biggest problem will be finding time for all four backs. The 
‘Spartans often have gone with the two-back system, but never a four-back 
system, which seems more disruptive than helpful, 

Perles, however, plans on using all of them somehow. 

“We'll Keep four ready to go, and some games we'll use all four, but 
some games we might only use two,” said Peries. 

Thomas isn't worried at all in fact, he sees all four backs coming 
Hrowgiia at different times. 

“We always have two guys who can play and this year we have four,”

As we glance into

Absent from the current set are the 
miniature quarterback, the confusing and 
controversial offense, the stack of first-year 
hurdles that typically challenge and change 
anew head coach. Those were the props for 
Lou: Part I. 

But standing there in the middle of 
the commotion, megaphone held to mouth, 
is Coach Lou Tepper, ready to direct his 
second season the only way he knows how 
—with a head-long rush of optimistic 
enthusiasm. 

Lights, action... 

And who can blame Illinois’ bespec- 
tacled leader if he’s itching to get the cam- 
eras rolling? He heads a program that has 
produced five consecutive bowl teams, has 
landed a strong recruiting class (in part 
because the high school coaches in this tal- 
ent-rich state believe so strongly in him) 
and has signed up a guy who will instantly 
become the best-recognized offensive coor- 
dinator in the Big Ten. 

“This is a very exciting time for our 
football program,” Tepper said. 

Asa lifelong defensive guru, it makes 
sense for Tepper to view the season with 
excitement. Ten of his defensive starters 
return and the lineup is spiced with uncanny 
depth at linebacker, hungry young hitters in 
the secondary and the defensive line looks 
good if not glitzy. In the Big Ten, the record 
shows that defense wins championships.

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But the real excitement is taking 
place on the other side of the ball, where 
coordinator Greg Landry has left the 
Chicago Bears to shape Tepper’s offense. 
Landry has his hands full, needing to select 
a new quarterback, new tailback, new full- 
back, new wide receiver and two new offen- 
sive linemen. That is where this team’s 
most competitive auditions were taking 
place in spring drills. 

Now that’s excitement. 

Plainly put, the decisions Landry and 
Tepper reach regarding offensive personnel 
will go a long way toward determining this 
team’s fate, No matter how talented the 
defense is, Illinois’ bowl string will not con- 
tinue without a quarterback who shows the 
smarts to make Landry's offense purr. If 
such a signal-caller can be found, there’s a 
feeling this team’s offense will have an easy 
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time surpassing last season’s offensive 
effort, ranked ninth in the Big Ten, just two 
yards per game ahead of last-place 
Northwestern. And that offense was good, 
enough to land Illinois in the Holiday Bowl 
against Hawaii. 

“This is going to be a fun team to 
coach and watch develop,” Tepper said. 

Particularly if the offensive pieces fall 
into place. Tepper and Landy originally 
said they hoped to conclude spring practice 
having narrowed a three-player quarter 
derby down to two as they seek to replace 5- 
9 Jason Verduzco, who had a knack for late- 
game heroics and has since departed for the 
Canadian Football League. Following the 
annual spring game, however, they agreed 
to extend the competition into the fall, giv- 
ing hopefuls Johnny Johnson, Scott Weaver 
and J.J. O'Laughlin more time to absorb 
Landry's pro-style attack. 

“We're not shy of talent at quarter- 
back,” Tepper said. “We just have to wait 
and see who overcomes inexperience and 
steps up in the fall.” 

None of the three has ever taken a 
snap ina college game. The trio combined 
for 31 completions in 49 pass attempts in 
the spring game, each looking relatively | 
solid. Though the coaches wouldn't say so, 
it was Johnson, a sophomore, who.seemed 
to have a slight edge emerging from spring 


drills, 
“The physical part is not a probl 
the 6-1, 205-pound Johnson said, “It’s the 
mental stuff. There’s so much to learn, ; 
when to pick up blitzes, which receiver to 
look to, hanging in the pocket. I’m just 
going to study and do my best.”_- 
Johnson's best makes him the most 
versatile of the three.

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He has the strongest arm. And in spring prac- 
tice, he continually made the most big plays. 

Weaver is a redshirt freshman from 
Beaver Falls, Pa., who has decent arm 
strength and some mobility. O'Laughlin, a 
sophomore from California, has the least 
mobility, but threw for the most yardage 
(11 for 18, 134 yards) in the spring game. A 
fourth candidate, heralded incoming fresh- 
man Jeff Hecklinski of Palatine, IIL., will be 
given a look, but the mental mountain of 
material Landry has handed out seems too 
high to scale in a few weeks. 

And while the battle at quarterback 
could come down to the wire, the coaching 
staff has helped to sort out the confusion at 
tailback and fullback. 

In analyzing the situation following 
spring practice, coaches concluded the team’s 
three best running backs were all lining up at 
tailback — Ty Douthard, Clinton Lynch and 
Kevin Jackson. So they decided to make 
Douthard, a 6-1, 195-pound redshirt fresh- 
man, the starting fullback. 

“We want our best 11 players on the 
field and our best two running backs,” said 
backfield coach Len Willis. “Ty is our single 
best back, the one with the complete package. 
Moving him breaks the logjam at tailback.” 

And it will allow the Illini to keep two 
of its three best backs on the field at all times. 

Bobby Sanders, Rodney Byrd and 
Steve Mattison will back up Douthard at 
fullback, with Marvell Scott and senior 
Wagner Lester filling in behind Lynch and 
Jackson at tailback. 

At times, utilizing Landry's wide- 
ranging offensive looks, the Illini will line 
up ina single-back set with three wide 
receivers. At other times, there will be two 
tight ends. Landry will mix it up and won't 
shy away from sending players in motion, 

“It's very much like the Dallas 
Cowboys’ offense, not unlike the offense 
that John Mackovic ran here when he was 
the coach,” Landry said. 

The players have embraced the sys- 
tem heartily. 

“The offense is great, just great,” said 
Weaver. “We'll be attacking downfield 
much more than we did last year. It really 
emphasizes the pass again. I think everyone 
loves it.” 

That includes the receivers, who are 
center stage again after last season's abort- 
ed attempt at balancing the attack with 
more running plays. 

Gone is leading receiver John

On the one hand, Scott Weaver wanted to know where he stood 
in the Illinois quarterback derby. 

Was he No. 1? No. 2? Or No. 3? 

He wondered. “I guess I'd like to know if I'm No. 1,” the redshirt 
freshman from Beaver Falls, Pa., said. “On the other hand, if I'm No. 
3, maybe I'd rather not know. 

The mystery will persist. The checkered flag won't fall on the 
Illinois quarterback derby until some time this fall. 

Weaver's crisis of curiosity came following the annual spring 
game, where three quarterback candidates performed somewhat 
equally as the Illini staff searches to replace departed Jason Verduzco. 
If Weaver had hoped for a pronouncement following the game, none 
would be forthcoming. 

Originally, Coach Lou Tepper and offensive coordinator Greg 
Landry said they hoped one or two of the candidates would pull away 
by the end of spring practice. Instead, they concluded all three were 
close enough to remain in the hunt. 

In the spring game, Weaver completed 10 of 16 passes for 126 
yards and did not throw an interception. J.J. O'Laughlin hit on 11 of 
18 for 134 yards and one interception. And Johnny Johnson clicked 
on 10 of 15 passes for 94 yards and two interceptions. Johnson also 
threw the only touchdown pass. 

“Lou and | were hoping we could get down to two,” Landry 
explained. “But in reality you had three quarterbacks who had no 
playing experience and we were putting in a new system. So we 
were probably a little unrealistic in saying two guys would jump out 
of the crowd. 
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“All three quarterbacks performed well. | see progress from all 
three. | told them it's a matter of which one comes back in the fall 
with the best understanding of our system. The job won't necessarily 
go to the best athlete. It will go to the person with the best mental 
grasp of the system.” 

There was also a three-player bottleneck at tailback, which was 
solved by moving redshirt freshman Ty Douthard to fullback. That will 
allow Clinton Lynch and Kevin Jackson to rotate at tailback while 
keeping Douthard, the team’s best all-around runner, on the field at 
the same time.

The 98th season of Big Ten football in 1995 is a quaranteed 
history-maker, 

Penn State, the traditional Beast of the East, with legendary 
coach Joe Paterno, will give up its independent status to 
make its Big Ten football debut this year. 

It will mark the first change in the Big Ten lineup since 
Michigan State’s admittance to the league in 1949, 

And the Big Ten is hoping the Nittany Lions, even though 
they're coming off a so-so, for them, 7-5 season, can add 
some much-needed power to the leaque, 

But while the Big Ten is adding a traditional national power- 
house 11th team, it most likely will be one of its own tradi- 
tional national powerhouses that will once again rules.

The Wolverines won outright crowns in 1988, ‘89, ‘91 and 
‘92, and shared it in 90. Ohio State won or shared six titles in

Since Coach Gary Moeller took over for Bo Schembechler in 
1990, he’s never finished out of first place.

Quarterback situa- 
tions have been common- 
place during Bill Mallory's 
nine seasons at Indiana. 
The latest one puts junior 
John Paci under center, but 
has redshirt freshman Chris 

Dittoe only slightly offstage. 

Paci spent most of last season backing 
up Trent Green, who completed 55 percent 
of his passes as a senior. Yet, victimized by 
an injured and inexperienced offensive line, 
the badly bruised Green had to sit out a late- 
season game at Minnesota, and Paci directed 
acome-from-behind 24-17 victory. 

While Mallory gives the 6-3, 210-pound 
Paci full support, the 6-6, 210-pound Dittoe is 
being groomed as the Hoosiers’ quarterback 
of the future. Paci’s performance will deter- 
mine when Dittoe's future arrives, 

“Paci’s got the inside track. The 
other kid will have to show he's better,” 
Mallory insisted. 

Mallory has been forced to waffle 
among quarterbacks since arriving in 
Bloomington. He inherited Steve Bradley, 
the school’s leader in passing yardage, but 
still started Dave Kramme in a few games. 
Later Dave Schnell wrestled the quarter- 
back job from Kramme and Brian Dewitz. 

Green was heir apparent to the posi- 
tion in 1990, but was beaten out in the 
spring by a walk-on, redshirt freshman Chris 
Dyer. Green won back the position before 
the opening game, but fell flat after a fast 
start and Dyer was reinstated for four games. 

So, Paci, who completed 33 of 60 
passes in 1992, will be aware of competition. 
Dittoe led Fort Wayne Bishop Dwenger High 
School to Indiana’s Division 3A champi- 
onship and was a three-sport star. 

Floyd Keith, who had nurtured quar- 
terbacks under Mallory, took the head job 
at Rhode Island, so former Butler head 
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coach Bill Lynch will coach Indiana’s quar- 
terbacks. Mallory claims the transition has 
been smooth. 

The Hoosiers’ most talented offen- 
sive threat is receiver Thomas Lewis, an 
exceptional deep threat who caught 54 
passes last season. Green frequently lacked 
time to throw long, and Lewis’ success 
probably will ride on how much protection 
Paci gets and whether the new quarterback 
reaches Mallory's expectations. 

Lewis’ redshirt freshman season saw 
him drop several passes, frequently in the 
end zone. But some tests revealed he had a 
problem with depth perception, and after 
entering a program to improve that failing, 
the 6-2 Ohioan became much more 
dependable. Now a junior, Lewis is one of 
Indiana's fastest receivers in years. 

Ross Hales, a 6-7, 265-pound senior 
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tight end, will be the perfect complement to 
Lewis and junior wide receiver Eddie Baety. 
Hales saw little service until last season 
because of injuries, but caught 34 passes. 
Mallory believes he will become his best tight 
end at Indiana, and recent standouts at the 
position include Tim Jorden and Rod Coleman. 

“He has the best hands I've ever 
coached. Outstanding hands,” Mallory said 
of Hales, a star high school quarterback 
who was recruited by several large schools 
as a basketball player. 

Besides catching 39 passes, the 175- 
pound Baety is an outstanding downfield 
blocker. 

“He comes to play football. He is one 
tough hombre,” Mallory said. “He'll cold- 
cock you. The little guy's a banty rooster.” 

The Hoosiers can’t hope to improve 
their 5-6 record without better play in the 
offensive line. Injuries struck down most of 
an already inexperienced unit, resulting in 
44 sacks of Indiana quarterbacks. The line 
also was a significant reason the Hoosiers 
averaged only 122 yards a game rushing. 

The decline in rushing was especially 
hard for Mallory to swallow because Indiana 
had established one of the Big Ten’s pre- 
dominant ground attacks over the past six 
years. Anthony Thompson carried the bur- 
den for four seasons and Vaughn Dunbar 
followed him for two more years. 

The Hoosiers didn’t come close to 
replacing Dunbar, largely because of 
injuries in the line. Even before the season, 
Indiana lost standout center Jason Mack for 
a violation of NCAA rules. Rod Carey’s early 
games indicated minimal falloff at the posi- 
tion, but Carey suffered a torn ligament in 
his knee and missed the rest of the season.

Chris 
Smith and Tom McKinnon, who both 
missed games with injuries, are back at 
tackle, and Todd Smith and Andrew Greene 
are experienced guards. Greene's knee injury 
late in the season required the Hoosiers to 
play totally inexperienced Frank Ambrose, 
Mike Stumph and Jason Boyd at guard. Boyd 
will be a tackle this season. 

While depth in the line could continue 
to bea problem, Indiana will prosper from 
the addition of redshirt freshmen Jay Seib 
and Tom Lukawski. Capable of playing both 
guard and center, they marked the crown 
Jewels of last season’s recruiting class and 
Mallory doggedly kept them on the bench 
despite the injuries to the other linemen. 

“It’s really key that our line come on 
and become physical Big Ten line,” 
Mallory said. “We've been fortunate to have | 
some good lines, and when we have, we've | 
moved the football.” | 

Indiana’s best line under Mallory 
included standout guards Don Shrader and 
Tim Radtke, tackles Jeff Fryar and Chris 
Simons and center Ron Vargo. With that 
line largely intact, Indiana beat Ohio State 
and Michigan in 1984 and won the 1988 
Liberty Bowl with an 8-3-1 record. Since 
that group left, the Hoosiers have been 
inconsistent up front. 

Only in Indiana's winless 1984 sea- 
son has Mallory experimented with more 
tailbacks than he did last year. 
Unfortunately for the Hoosiers, every step 
forward by a tailback usually was followed 
by a period of injuries or inconsistencies. 

The heir apparent to Dunbar was 
Brett Law, a 195-pound sophomore who 
ran for 6,863 yards in high school. Law 
began the season injured, but returned to 
run for 240 yards against Missouri. 
Unfortunately, he had but 301 yards in his 
other 10 games. 

Jermaine Chaney showed a blend of 
speed and power, but also was inconsistent. 
Sean Glover looked like the best tailback 
entering the season. But he was injured, 
became heavy-legged and carried only four 
times, Freshman Michael Batts wasn't used 
until midseason, but had 111 yards against 
Wisconsin. Other backs who will be given 
opportunities are Shane Thomas, Kenyetta 
Williams and James Olverson.

SPRING UPDATE 


Defensive ends will represent one of Indiana's strengths this sea- 
son, but when Bill Mallory called the Hoosiers together for spring prac- 
tice, it was as if all his ends were AWOL. 

Charles Beauchamp, who tore a knee ligament against Kentucky 
early last season, sat out spring practice to further its healing. Lamar 
Mills, who aptly filled Beauchamp’s shoes, missed part of spring 
practice with a pulled hamstring. Bernard Whittington, the other 
starting defensive end, then injured his back twice in separate auto- 
mobile accidents, 

The first accident occurred during early January in Whittington’s 
hometown of St. Louis. While he was sitting at an intersection a 
speeding car rammed him from behind. The other driver fled the 
scene, but Whittington got his license number, notified police and the 
offender was arrested. 

Whittington suffered ligament damage in his back, and about the 
time it was cured, he was hit by a slower moving driver in Bloomington. 
That kept him out most of spring practice. 

While Mallory believes his defense is solid, he worried more about 
the offense during spring workouts. He especially liked the play of new 
quarterback John Paci. 

“L was pleased with the passing game. The kids are getting a good feel, 
and John’s coming along. Paci has made good decisions and he can run with 
it,” Mallory said. 

The one-back offense the Hoosiers used the past two seasons will 


be used much less this year. A lack of fullbacks in 1991, plus the pres- 
ence of All-American tailback Vaughn Dunbar, caused the IU staff to use 
fullback primarily for blocking. That strategy also allowed the use of at 
least four receivers by veteran Trent Green. 

But Mallory plans to run his fullback again and has former tailback 
Sean Glover and former linebacker Arnold Mickens as potential threats 
there. Glover had been expected to shine at tailback last season, but was 
slowed by injuries that seemed to cost him some speed. 

No running backs will succeed unless Indiana's line improves, and 
Mallory saw improvement in the spring. 

“It still needs to come along and guys need to surface, but it's been 
making good progress,” he said. 

Tailback Jermaine Chaney, who never unveiled his vast potential 
last season, missed spring drills to run track. But Brett Law, Michael 
Batts, Shane Thomas, Kenyetta Williams and James Olverson all had 
good moments at the position. 

Even without the ends, Mallory feels good about his defense. One 
deficiency was a lack of big plays on defense during the spring. 

“But, again,” Mallory said, “maybe we're executing a little better of- 
fensively. | hope that's the cas 

Indiana's secondary, which was experienced in 1992, nevertheless 
had some major breakdowns early in the season, most of which were 
corrected later. Still, the Hoosiers’ staff critiqued it carefully in April. 

“L was pretty pleased with the aggressiveness, ” Mallory said. 
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Beauchamp has healed and will head a 
strong defensive end corps with Bernard 
Whittington and Lamar Mills. Mills 
replaced Beauchamp the final nine games 
and became a focal point of Indiana's 
defense. McCormack and Troy Drake are 
solid tackles backed up by John 
Hammerstein and Jason Kaylor. 

“We need to take that defense to its 
next level. That's key for us to bea 


new place-kicker will be redshirt freshman 
Bill Manolopoulos. 

Indiana’s kicking game, excellent for 
several years, has disappointed Mallory the 
past few seasons. Once adept at blocking 
kicks, the Hoosiers not only have fallen off 
there but in other areas of kick protection 
and coverage. 

“Our kicking game was not good 


for granted. Every one we play is capable.” 
If the Hoosiers are going to climb 
back into the first division of the Big Ten, 
and attract their sixth bow! bid in eight sea- 
sons, they will have to remain healthy. A 
lack of depth has separated Indiana from 
league teams with richer traditions. Still, 
Mallory believes his team should have done 
a better job of playing through the injuries. 
“We just weren't good 


real good team,” Mallory said, not- 
ing that Big Ten champions tradi- 
tionally lead the conference in 
defense. 

Indiana had an inexperienced 
linebacking corps led by Al Thurman, 
who led the Hoosiers in tackling as a 
freshman. Jay Davis, switched from 
tailback to outside linebacker, 
became a stalwart there with five 
interceptions and five sacks. 

‘The loss of Miller, a natural 
leader, leaves Jamie Baisley and 
Trevor Wilmot as logical successors. 

“We've been pleased with 
Matt Surface, who's backing up Jay 
Davis,” Mallory said. “We've seen 
continual improvement from 
Derrick Terrel. We've got to have 
six-plus quality linebackers ready 
to play. We're still looking for 
another one or two to surface.” 

The Hoosiers had a veteran 
secondary in 1992 that often failed to 
live up to expectations. Indiana loses 
Mike Middleton, who blended speed 
and toughness, but keeps Mose 
Richardson, Damon Watts, Lance 
Brown and Jason Orton. Steve 
Perkins is healthy after missing most 
of the season with an injury. Dy 
converted from quarterback, is 
expected to make further progress at 
free safety. 

Dyer played well the second 
half of the season after having some trouble 
adjusting from offense. Mallory had expect- 
ed Dyer to follow a trend started in 1987 by 
Dewitz, who lost his starting quarterback 
job but became an outstanding free safety. 

Indiana should have excellent punt- 
ing with Jim DiGuilio and Shannon 
Rutledge. DiGuilio came off a disappointing 
freshman season to lead the Big Ten with 
44.3 yards a punt last year. He had an 86- 
yard punt. 

‘The Hoosiers will miss place-kicker 
Scott Bonnell, who made 12 of 19 field goal 
attempts — some from as far as 50 yards. 
Bonnell's kickoff abilities exceeded even 
those of Pete Stoyanovich, a former 
Hoosier now with the Miami Dolphins. The

Of last year’s first team All-Big Ten selections by either the 
media or the coaches, 10 are back in ’93. 

‘The returnees on offense are tailback Tyrone Wheatley and 
wide receiver Derrick Alexander of Michigan, and wide receiver Lee 
Gissendaner of Northwestern. 

On defense the returnees are Wisconsin nose guard Lamark 
Shackerford, tackles Mike Wells of Iowa and Dan Wilkenson of 
Ohio State, outside linebacker Matt Dyson and strong safety Shonte 
Peoples of Michigan, linebacker Dana Howard of Illinois and 
Indiana punter Jim DiGuilio. 

Michigan enters the '93 season with a 19-game regular sea- 
son unbeaten streak (16-0-3) and 21-game Big Ten undefeated 


streak (19-0-2).., The 92 Wolverines were the most potent offense 
in Michigan history, setting school season records for total yards 
(5,603), total offense per game (466), average gain per play (6.4) 
and touchdowns (59)... Michigan’s Sept. 11 showdown against 
Notre Dame will be the 400th game played in Michigan Stadium. 
Since it opened in 1927, the Wolverines are 291-92-15 (.750) in the 
huge bowl. 

Coach John Cooper has been on the hot seat at Ohio State, 
largely because he has never beaten Michigan or has yet to win a 
bowl game. He’s 0-4-1 ys. the archrival Wolverines and 0-5 in bowl 
games. But there’s another Big Ten team OSU has struggled 
against in recent years, Illinois has a five-game winning streak 
against the Buckeyes, and this year’s game is in Champaign- 
Urbana... New offensive coordinator at Illinois is Greg Landry, who 
held the same post the past four years under Mike Ditka with the 
Chicago Bears, 

For the record, Penn State begins Big Ten competition 
with a 16-17-3 record against league teams as an independent. 
Here are the Big Ten teams the Nittany Lions have previously 
faced and their record against them — Illinois (3-1-1), Iowa (6-3), 
Michigan State (1-8-1), Ohio State (6-2), Purdue (0-1-1) and 
Wisconsin (0-2). 

But while traditional power Penn State begins football play 
in the Big Ten this year, non-conference games against top-rated 
foes seem to be down somewhat this season, perhaps good news for 
a league that has struggled against outside competition in recent 
years. 

Top intersectional games involving Big Ten teams this sea- 
son figure to be: 

Sept. 4 — Washington State at Michigan; Northwestern at 
Notre Dame; Purdue at North Carolina State. 

Sept. 11 — Notre Dame at Michigan; Kansas at Michigan 
State; Washington at Ohio State; Southern California at Penn State. 

Sept. 18 — Arizona at Illinois; Michigan State at Notre Dame. 

Sept. 25 — Notre Dame at Purdue. 

Thanks to the reduction of scholarships to 85 and a current 
overload of underclassmen, Purdue coaches will be able to take it 
easy (make that easier) next recruiting season. 

“This might be an all-time record, but right now we only 
have six guys to recruit next year,” Boilermaker coach Jim Colletto 
said, “So our nine coaches can all take a holiday.” 

Although the Big Ten returns only four starting quarter- 
backs this season, the situation is much better at tailback and wide 
receiver. Seven of the top 10 rushers return, including leading 
ground gainer Tyrone Wheatley of Michigan. Eight of the top 10 
pass catchers return, including No. 1 Lee Gissendaner of 
Northwestern.

Jim Colletto is 
not one to sugarcoat 
things. He’s one football 

; coach who usually says 
_ what he means. 

So it should 
come as no surprise 
when he says it's time 

for Purdue to start winning again. 

“It’s time to go to the next level,” 
says Colletto, beginning his third season as 
head coach of the Boilermakers. 

“It’s one thing to be satisfied playing 
Big Ten football at Purdue, but the other is 
to play Big Ten football and win. 

“We have to really compete now. 
Now you have to take it to the next step. 
These kids have to make that commitment 
to take it to the next step.” 

The operative word there is “kids.” 
There are only nine Boilermaker seniors. 

Which is why Colletto isn’t exactly 
predicting a winning season in 1993, espe- 
cially since Purdue hasn't had one since 
1984 and has gone 4-7 in each of Colletto’s 
first two seasons. 

But he's not predicting it won't hap- 
peneither. 

“That's where I want this team to 
go, knowing it is a young group,” Colletto 
says. 

“Tt may not happen this season. But 
this whole team, basically $0 percent of it, 
will be back again. And probably 80 percent 
will be back again the next year.” 

Colletto doesn’t want to wait that 
long, but he knows a lot of things have to 
fall in place for the Boilermakers to reach 
that next level in his third year.

Senior Ryan Grigson started the first 
five games last season but is trying to come 
back from a serious kidney injury; junior 
Alfie Hill was a reserve tackle a year ago 
until a broken bone in his foot required 
surgery; junior Steve Powell is a converted 
defender; newcomer Mike Cardona is a 
junior college transfer; senior Bill Clince 
has been the backup center the past two 
seasons; sophomore Emmett Zitelli has no 


game experience. 

‘The line will be bolstered by junior 
tight ends Tony Simmons and Scott Green, 
who have finally grown into the position 
after sharing the spot since they were both 
freshmen.

Spring UPDATE 


The Purdue coaching staff made several position switches during 
spring practice designed to put more speed into the Boilermaker lineup. 

On offense, tailback Jeff Hill was moved to wide receiver. On de- 
fense, Ryan Wilson was moved from inside linebacker to outside 
linebacker, and tackle James Cole was moved to outside linebacker. 

In addition, strong safeties Ikee Dozier and Chad Buckland will be 
moved to outside linebacker at times in Purdue's nickel package in 
passing situations. 

The move of Wilson will allow Bart Conley and Aaron Hall, two im- 
pressive freshmen a year ago with their quickness and reckless aban- 
don, to get more playing time at inside linebacker. 

‘We wanted to develop a lot more team speed on defense if we 
could, and get the fastest players on the field,” Coach Colletto said. “I 
think that was accomplished to a large degree. | thought the aggressive- 
ness of our defense was so much better overall than it's been.” 

Although Conley was held out of contact work while recovering 
from off-season shoulder surgery, he made some important strides in 
the spring. 

Last year he was outstanding against the run, as his 99 tackles 
would indicate, but he needed work defending the pass. 

He got it in the spring. 

“It was really good for Bart," Colletto said. “He couldn't hit any- 
body, so we practiced him a lot on pass defense. | think it's dawned on 
him now that there's another side of the game, that they can't run it 
every down. So | think it paid off. 

“If he plays as good as he did last year, and knocks down a pass or 
two, he'll be a great player.” 


The Boilermakers were fortunate in the injury department dur- 
ing the spring. 

All-Big Ten cornerback Jimmy Young and tailback Corey Rogers 
suffered knee sprains in the final week and missed the spring game, but 
neither injury was serious. 

Several other players were recuperating from fall injuries, but all 
Boilermakers are expected to be ready for the season. 

That includes offensive tackle Ryan Grigson, who participated in 
spring practice after recovering from kidney failure last season. 

He lost more than 30 pounds but then gained it all back and more, so 
he'll follow a running program during the summer to increase his stamina. 

But he’s listed as a starter coming out of spring ball. 

“The biggest problem is his cardiovascular conditioning,” 
Colletto said. “He gained so much weight back after he lost so much, 
his stamina is a problem. 

“He needs to run all summer, and we're going to try to get him 
down from 307 to about 290. His strength is fine, but he needs to im- 
prove his stamina." 

Colletto said a half-dozen incoming freshmen will be given a good 
look in the fall, with the hope they can provide instant help. 

On offense, they are guard Mark Fischer of Cincinnati (LaSalle); wide 
receiver Brian Alford of Oak Park, Mich.; and fullback Jerome Adams of 
Detroit (King). 

On defense, they are lineman Darnell Howard of Cincinnati 
(Princeton) and linebacker Joe Hagins of Folkston (Charlton County), Ga. 

In addition, John Hoogendoorn of Zeeland, Mich., will be tried in 
the line on both sides of the ball. 
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starting lineup with a combination of pow- 
erful running, good hands as a receiver and 
a solid blocker, 

And he was back as good as ever in the 
spring, Colletto calls him as good as anyone 
around, and running back coach Bobby 
Turner says Alstott’s on his way to becoming 
the best he’s ever coached. 

‘Those are strong words for a guy 
who has three years of eligibility remaining. 

“Over the last few years, the wide 
receiver position has improved dramatically,” 
Colletto says. “We have much better depth 
and much better players overall there. 

“With Hill moving out there, it gives us 
areal good runner who can catch 
the ball. I think he'll add a lot to 
our offensive attack, 

“Conners had a real fine 
spring. He’s a better player than 
he was a year ago. Rogers is back 
after redshirting for a year. He’s a 
little rusty but he’s getting back 
to his old self. 

“Alstott picked up where he 
left off last year. I don’t know if 
there are too many fullbacks bet- 
ter than he is.” 

At quarterback, junior Matt 
Pike will finally take over as the 
starter, after two seasons in which 
Colletto had hoped to redshirt him. 

Asa promising freshmen, Colletto decid- 
ed to use Pike after junior Eric Hunter had prob- 
lems adjusting to the more structured offense 
installed by the new coaching staff. 

Last season, Colletto was forced to 
start the year with Pike, after Hunter had to 
undergo shoulder surgery at the beginning 
of the season. 

But Hunter is now gone, and the job 
is Pike's. The experience of the past two 
years could prove to be invaluable. 

“Matt’s clearly the starter, and I 
think he’s a very capable player, and we're 
comfortable with him at quarterback,” 
Colletto says. “He’s clearly the best of the 
quarterbacks.”

as many weapons as we can with which to 
attack teams.

Badgers Believe They’re Ready to Make Their Move

Nov. 25, 1989, Michigan State drubbed 
Wisconsin, 31-3, in Camp Randall 
Stadium, saddling the downtrodden 
Badgers with their fifth consecutive los- 
ing season, 

The announced attendance was 29,776, the 
smallest home crowd since 1945. And there were 
actually less than 20,000 in the 77,745-seat campus 
stadium, 

There was more than just a feeling of empti- 
ness, too. For those who still cared — and there 
weren't many in the community or the state — the 
program had finally bottomed out. 

wing this, Barry Alvarez consulted with 

iriends and confidants before seriously 


some close 
considering the Wisconsin head coaching job. 


“Thad in my mind,” he said, “that it was going 
tobea difficult job.” 

And that’s basically what everybody told him: 
don’t take it unless you think you have a chance to 
win there. 

Some were more to the point than others. 

“They said, ‘Just don’t take it’,” Alvarez 
recalled. 

Now keep in mind that the last time Wisconsin 
was in the Rose Bowl (1963), Nikita Kruschev was 
still in the Kremlin — when there still was a Kremlin. 

And, yet, shortly after Alvarez took the job, 
noted oddsmaker Danny Sheridan was predicting 
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that “the Badgers would be in the Rose Bow! with- 
in five years.” 

That might be a reach since the Badgers still are 
looking for their first winning season since 1984, 

But, in fact, they are viewed as one of the most 
improved programs in the country. A program on 
the rise. A program to watch. 

Alvarez helped restore the faith in a football 
program that has undergone many changes since 
the days when Pat Richter was running pass routes 
and not an athletic department, 

As it is, the Badgers have enjoyed little success 
since Ron VanderKelen to Richter was the bottom 
line in the early ‘60s. 

For example, they went two seasons (1967-68) 
without winning a game and 10 years in a row 
(1964-74) without winning more than they lost. 

Two head coaches (Milt Bruhn and John 
Jardine) left under pressure. Two others (John 
Coatta and Don Morton) were fired. And an inter- 
im coach (Jim Hilles) was not asked back. 

What success the Badgers had was under the 
late Dave McClain, who guided them to four con- 
secutive seven-victory seasons and two minor 
bowl appearances in 1982 and 1984. 

Asan lowa assistant, Alvarez remembered how 
difficult it was to play at Wisconsin during the 
McClain era. 

From a distance, he liked the facilities, the big 


crowds and the fact that Wisconsin was the only 
Division I school in the state. And he really liked 
the campus and the city of Madison. 

“T just felt like 1 could put together a staff that 
could come in here and recruit,” said Alvarez. 
“Things were in place to win at Wisconsin.” 

At the time, Alvarez was the defensive coordi- 
nator and assistant head coach to Lou Holtz at 

Notre Dame. He was also a candidate for several 
other coaching vacancies. 

“But | had my mind pretty much made up,” 
Alvarez said. “I visited with Lou and he felt 
the same way | did: That this could be an excel- 
lent job.” 

On Dec. 31, 1989, Alvarez took over a 
Wisconsin program that still had not recovered 
totally from the death of McClain in 1986. 

Alvarez replaced Morton, a Division II coach 
who was out of his league in the Big Ten. That was 
reflected by Morton's three-year record (6-27) and 
erratic recruiting. 

“Tf they had good players here,” Alvarez noted, 
“they would have won games and the guy 
(Morton) probably wouldn't have been fired. You 
have to recruit well or you have no chance, And | 
felt we could recruit.” 

Pat Richter, the athletic director, thought the 
same thing when he was recruiting Alvarez for 
the job. 

“He had kind of an air about him,” Richter 
said, “He was very confident, very poised, He 
already knew who his top assistants were going to 
be. And he was excited about Wisconsin. That was 
the other thing. He knew the challenge and he 
was not blind to the fact that it was going to be a 
tumaround.” 

The Badgers have not completely turned it 
around, but Alvarez has tumed some heads in just 
three seasons. 

After a nightmarish 1-10 start, he has posted 
back-to-back 5-6 records. Moreover, he came 
within a field goal attempt and a victory over 
Northwestern of getting Wisconsin into a bow! 
last season.

GENE STALLINGS 


A STRONG FAITH IS THE CORNERSTONE 
For GENE STALLINGS

On Christmas Day 1991, Coach Gene 
Stallings’ family and his Alabama football 
team were in Ft. Lauderdale, Fla., preparing 
to play Colorado in the Blockbuster Bowl. 

That evening, he arranged a 
Christmas dinner for the team and the 
Alabama party. After a festive meal away 
from home, Coach Stallings addressed his 
team and staff families present. “Every 
year my family goes Christmas caroling. 
Since we couldn't do that this year, we are 
going to sing some Christmas carols for 
you,” he said to an eager audience, 

The party of some 200 people were 
thrilled and touched as Stallings wife, 
Ruth Ann, their four daughte 
three sons-in-law, plus the coach 
gathered up front to sing carols to the 
group. The talented family gave the team 
party quite a treat. 

That was followed by Coach 
Stallings reading the Christmas story from. 
the books of Isaiah and Luke. “Men,” 
Stallings said to his team, “today is 
Christmas and I just wanted you to know 
the story of Christmas and its meaning,” 

As head football coach of the 
University of Alabama, one of Stallings’ 


strongest assets is his family, He and Ruth 
Ann have daughters who attended the 
same Christian college in Texas, and one son, 
John, who has provided the family many op- 
portunities to expand their family ministry, 

A college professor of one of the 
Stallings’ daughters approached him once 
and said, “Coach, I told my class one day 
that several out-of-town guests were com- 
ing to visit us at our home on the upcom- 
ing weekend. That Friday afternoon, the 
doorbell rang and it was your daughter. 
She had prepared lasagna and said she 
hoped this would help with all the guests.” 
Then the professor asked Stallings, “Don't 
you find this rather odd for a college stu- 
dent to do something like thi 

Stallings replied, “No, not really. 
She’s seen her mother do it a hundred 
times.” 

On another day, Stallings was flying 
in a small plane from Dallas to south 
Texas. A lady seated close by said, “Aren't 
you Coach Stallings?” He acknowledged 
that he was as he changed seats so she and 
her son could sit together. “I want to talk 
to you about your wife,” the woman con- 
tinued. “You see, when | was in the first 
grade, she taught me in Sunday School. 
I don't remember a thing she taught me, 
but it was the way she was as a person that 
made such an impression on me. She had 
such joy and exuded such love for the chil- 
dren that I have never forgotten her. Now, 
my boy here is six years old and I will be 
his Sunday School teacher. I just hope I 
can be half the teacher for him that she 
was to me.” 

While serving as assistant football 
coach for Coach Paul “Bear” Bryant from 
1958-64 at Alabama, Stallings’ son John 
was born in 1963. Born with Down's syn- 
drome, John has been an integral part of 
the Stallings family. John can be seen at 
most Alabama football practices and 
makes all the football trips with his moth- 
er and dad. Strong bonds of love exist with 
the family, especially to John. 

“If we had it to do over again, 1 


wouldn't change a thing,” relates Stallings 
about John, 

For 14 years (1972-85), Stallings 
was defensive backfield coach for Tom 
Landry and the Dallas Cowboys. One of the 
NFL's most successful United Way television 
commercials featured Coach Stallings and 
John, Rarely does a day go by that Stallings 
does not receive a handicapped child with 
parents in his office, or make a phone call 
or write a letter to a disabled youngster. 

His influence and work with organi- 
zations benefitting the disabled through 
the years is immeasurable. The Fellowship 
of Christian Athletes has been important 
to Stallings in his career. He was involved 
in the Alabama FCA group when it was or- 
ganized in September, 1964. That group 
has continued to meet on a weekly basis 
for 29 years. 

Stallings enjoys telling the story 
about a phone call he received from Coach 
Bryant shortly after he left Alabama for 
Texas AGM. Prior to a particular season, 
Coach Bryant called and said, “Bebes 
(nicknamed since his youth), you know 
what is the worst thing that has happened 
to our football team? It's the FCA. Those 
players are doing nothing but hugging on 
one another, loving on one another and 
they won't hit anybody.” 

After the season, which turned out 
“to be one of Bryant's banner years,” 
Stallings got another call from Bryant. 
“Bebes, you know what is the best thing 
that has happened to our football team? It’s 
the FCA. It has brought such a oneness and 
closeness to our team. We were unified be- 
cause of the influence it had on our squad.” 

Stallings, whose 1992 Alabama 
team went 13-0 and was a consensus na- 
tional championship pick, is the head of a 
strong unit at home and on the field. 
Every playe him as a man who cares 
deeply, projects a fatherly image and lives 
a life that honors the Lord before himself.

Coming tame 


Robinson le Back At USC 
While Mojare Keturns [0 Pitt

he nostalgia craze has hit college 
oF football. At the University of 

Southern California, it is 1978. 
Charles White is skirting the flank on a 
Student Body Right sweep, following the block 
of Pat Howell, speeding past Coach John 
Robinson on the sidelines, and leading the 
Trojans to the national title. 

At the University of Pittsburgh, it is 1976, 
and Matt Cavanaugh is under center, Tony 
Dorsett is in the backfield, and 12 opponents 
go down enroute to a national title. On the 
sidelines, Johnny Majors has his chin perched 
on the fingers of his right hand and wears a 
intense smile. 

Only it isn’t White and Harlow, it’s Dwight 


MacFadden behind Tony Boselli. It isn’t TEN YEARS REMOVED FROM THE COLISEUM, 
ead JOHN ROBINSON IS BACK IN 
Cavanaugh and Dorsett, it’s fellows named CARDINAL-AND-GOLD. 


Martin and Ryan. 
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But it is Robinson and Majors, 
two men who could argue with 
Tom Wolfe. 

A year after Bill Walsh successful- 
ly returned to Stanford, 14 years 
after his first stay, USC and Pitt also 
opted to find itself in its past. So, 
ten years removed from the 
Coliseum, John Robinson is back 
in Cardinal-and-Gold. Sixteen years 
since leaving Pitt for his alma 
mater, Tennessee, Johnny Majors 
has returned to Eastern football. 

Unlike Walsh, who inherited a 
stable program from NFL-bound 
and former Walsh aide Denny 
Green, Robinson and Majors are 
stepping backwards in time into dif- 
ficult circumstances. The programs 
they left at the highest strata of the 
game have either ebbed or col- 
lapsed, depending on your alle- 
giance to the school, 

USC hasn’t beaten Notre Dame 
since Robinson left and has stum- 
bled in big and small games. Pitt 
has been to two bowls in nine 
years and posted its worst season 
in ‘92 (3-9) in two decades, These 
two programs seek a return to 
glory, but what they need most at 
the moment is to rediscover some 
credibility. 

It existed when both men left, 
which underscores why both 
schools looked to their past when 
analyzing their future. 

You have to go back to gloomy 
Gus Henderson to find a USC 
coach who enjoyed more on-field 
success than Robinson, who was 
67-14-2 (.819) in his seven years in 
Exposition Park, He was 4-1 in five 
bowl games, 5-2 versus crosstown 
rival UCLA, and 6-1 against Notre 
Dame. He turned out NFL All-Pros, 
won a national title in ‘78, and fin- 
ished in the Top 20 every year. 

In the ten years since he 
resigned and moved on the NFL, 
USC has been a modest 70-45-4 
(.605). The 1983 team, the first of 
the post-Robinson era, suffered 
USC's first losing (4-6-1) season 
since 1961. The 1991 team lost a 
school record six straight games. 

In the last decade, the Trojans 
have gone 6-21-1 in Big Games — 4- 
5-1 versus the Bruins, 2-6 in bowl 
games, and 0-10 against the Irish. 
Larry Smith, who went the Rose

Bowl in his first three seasons, was 
dispatched after losing his final three 
games of ‘92, to a hang-dog UCLA 
team, Notre Dame, and, the ultimate 
embarrassment, to Fresno State in 
the Freedom Bowl — the kind of 
team USC wouldn’t have even con- 
sidered playing a decade ago.

Unlike Smith, Robinson under- 
stands USC, embraces its attitude, 
and doesn’t back down from the 
expectations, 

He is saying all of the things USC 
fans want to hear — expect to hear

“Our expectations have to be the 
very highest,” Robinson says. “It is 
our goal to be competitive national- 
ly every year and to challenge for 
the national title.” 

Immediately, if not sooner. 

“Alabama won a national title 
this year,” he said. “Three or four 
years ago, Alabama wasn’t even 
ranked in the Top 20. Notre Dame 
is a perennial, yet didn’t Miami 
beat them 55-10 a few years ago? 
Cycles are inevitable. 

“I guess there is more parity now 
than there was (ten years ago), but 
1 think sometimes it’s less than 
people think, We can go right back 
to the top.” 

Robinson’‘s beliefs may be sin- 
cere, but they aren’t steeped in 
reality. Virtually every team, save a 
Nebraska or a BYU, has had a los- 
ing season since 1980, and it has 
more to do with parity, scholarship 
limitations and institutional integri- 
ty than random cycles. 

He also plans to reinstate a 
power running game — old Student 
Body Right, the foundation of four 
Heisman winners in a 17-year peri- 
od — despite the lack of a star- 
quality tailback or powerful line. 
Even with All-American tackle 
Boselli, USC ranked last in the Pac- 
10 last season in yards per rushing 
attempt. 

He additionally wants a physical, 
dominating defense even though 
the Trojans have nothing but jour- 
neymen and youngsters in the 
defensive interior. 

“Somebody's going to carry the 
ball 30 times a game,” says 
Robinson, undeterred. “Let's put it 
like this: I'm going to put another 
stand out there next to all the 
Heisman Trophies and leave it 
vacant for someone to fill.” 

If nothing else, his goals are as 
clear. 

Unlike Robinson, Majors hasn‘t 
been out of the game for a decade. 
Quite the opposite. He left Pitt after 
the national title season of ’76 and 
won 116 games for his alma mater 
Tennessee in 16 years, with three 
SEC titles in the last seven years. 
He needs no tutoring about the 
state of the game. 

Like Robinson, he must revive a 


program that has been dormant, to 
say the least. Pitt is 47-50-4 in the 
last nine years, with just two bowl 
bids, a 3-6 record against Penn 
State, and a best mark of 8-3-1 in 
1989. Last season’s 5-9 debacle 
included losses to Rutgers, 
Maryland, Louisville and Hawaii, 
and wins against Temple (1-10), 
Kent and Minnesota (both 2-9).

That was only half of the misery. 
Attendance fell to an average of 
32,687 a game (only 14,065 
attended the home finale), booster 
donations remained in decline, and 
an ongoing NCAA probe over indis- 
cretions during Mike Gottfried’s 
stay strongly hints of sanctions. 

“I made it a point to follow what 
was happening at Pitt, its ups and 
downs,” and Majors. “I had friends 
here who kept in contact. I never 
got the details as why it went down- 
ward, but it was a continuous fall 
which was very sad to see. 

“This will be the most challeng- 
ing job I’ve ever had. I’ve come 
back expecting a tremendous 
amount of rebuilding. Last year’s 
team was beaten badly and not 
competitive in quite a few games. 


And the schedule is very difficult. A 
team of national title caliber could 
lose three or four games with this 
schedule. 

“It will take some time and we 
may struggle for a couple of years. 
I just want to make some improve- 
ment (soon) so we can have a 
chance to win, lose or tie in the 
fourth quarter.” 

Majors’ backers at Pitt, having 
waded through the likes of a Foge 
Fazio, Gottfried and Paul Hackett, 
promise patience. But there 
undoubtedly will be some who 
remember Majors’ undaunting 
quick success his first tour and 
expect a similar miracle. 

Majors inherited a team that had 
gone nine years without a winning 
season. Between 1964 and 1972, 
the Panthers won 22 games and 
went 1-9 four times, including the 
year (1972) before Majors’ arrival. 

Armed with Majors’ enthusiasm 
and a superlative recruiting class 
featuring Dorsett, the Panthers 
went 55-13-1 the next four years, 
topped by the ‘76 national champs 
which averaged 31.7 points a 
game and allowed just 11,1 per 
contest. 

“I'm happy for the program that 
Johnny is coming back, a man of 
his magnitude who can bring back 
quality players,” said Dorsett, 
whose son Anthony is a sophomore 
Pitt defensive back. “He’s still the 
old fiery coach.” 

With recommendations like that, 
expectations can’t be far behind, 
But Majors insists he’s never been 
one to feel pressure. 

“I've never felt it anywhere I've 
been,” he said. “I had to deal with 
the unreal expectations at 
Tennessee for two or three years, | 
can’t see how they'll be any worse 
here.” 

Some critics have other expecta- 
tions. Keeping with the times, Pitt 
and USC both strived for academic 
and institutional integrity the last 
few years. Both outgoing coaches, 
Smith and Hackett, were praised 
for their off-field efforts. Robinson 
and Majors? Neither has exactly 
been a saint. 

Robinson was coach at USC dur- 
ing two separate investigations 
(one academic, one involving extra

Robinson acknowledges the 
changes. 

“Most of the restrictions in 
force now make coaching life 
easier,” he said. “It’s more struc- 
tured in what you can do in 
recruiting, for example. 

“The emphasis on academics is 
very good and | think it’s a positive 
that entrance requirements have 
gone up. People will say we can’t 
get the same type of player we 
once did, but we can live with 
that.” 

Two of Majors’ Volunteer teams, 
meanwhile, were placed on proba- 
tion (no bowl sanctions) during his 
reign, and there are those in 
Knoxville who believe it was con- 
cern over some of Majors habits 
regarding academics and recruiting 
which contributed to his messy 
departure. 

But compared to six-game losing 
streaks and bowl losses to Fresno 
State, ten-year old probation penal- 
ties don’t seem important. 
Compared to the worst season in 
two decades and just three wins 
against fellow dregs, indiscretions 
at another school can be dis- 
missed. 

Robinson and Majors are back 
because they know the mountain 
and have climbed it before. 
Walking the USC campus the day 
his rehiring was announced, 
Robinson didn’t need a guide, even 
though there are a half-dozen new 
buildings. A difference? "Parking 
was hard.” 

Returning to Pitt, Majors immedi- 
ately felt at ease. “The skyline’s 
changed, but the streets are similar 
and | know the people. | don’t feel 
like a stranger. 

“The trust people have shown 
makes you feel good. They believe 
we can get the job done. That's 
easy to say in the off-season, of 
course. Robinson and | probably 
both have a good deal until 
September.”

Bill Walsh has some advice for John Robinson 
and anyone else returning to college football 
coaching after a sabbatical: Stay current. 

“You have to stay totally current on the rules, 
because things have changed,” said the Stanford 
coach and three-time Super Bowl winner. “Things 
have changed for the better. There's more direct 
hands-on coaching by the head coach than before, 
which is great, and less administrative work. 

“But you have to stay updated. There are a lot 
more rules and regulations to be aware of.”

| — Wolsh was the first to take a circuitous route 


back to his college football roots, returning to 
Stanford last season, 14 yeors after his first stay 
| (1977-78). 

Walsh was 17-7 in his first two seasons, taking 
the Cardinal to a winning bow! game each year, 
then left for the NFL and the challenge of rebuild- 
ing a dormant San Francisco 49ers franchise, It's 
‘on understatement to say he succeeded. 

In ten seasons as the 49ers head coach, he 
won three Super Bowls, his first in his third season 
following 2-14 and 6-10 campaigns. He won 102 
of 166 games, and his winning percentage his last 
eight years was .705. 

He retired to NBC's broadcast booth for three 
seasons before the itch to coach returned and led 
him back to Stanford. His return was a glorious 
success: his first team went 10-3 and won the 
Blockbuster Bowl. He followed that by landing one 
of the most impressive recruiting classes of 1993, 

A 14-yoar interlude from college football led 
him to several conclusions about the changing 
nature of the game: 

He is amazed at the improved quality of the 
college athlete, “The athletic ability and talent is

substantially better than it was ten years ago.” 

“The players are bigger and faster, in better | 
overall condition, and more dedicated to play- 
ing. It's a faster game than it was and the kids 
come from high school better coached and better 
prepared.” 

The headaches of recruiting have been 
decreased somewhat by the increase in regulations. 

“I's a much more sensible and appropriate 
system. You can't do as much as you once did, | 
ond the amount of contact you can make is less, | 
0 it isn’t as time-consuming,” he said. 

“It isn't a factor as much ot Stanford, because 
‘our admission standards are so much higher than | 
most other schools. But in general, everyone is 
fecruiting a better student, which also makes the | 
system easier.” | 

The game itself is much more sophisticated | 
than it was, and the best athletes don’t always 
wind up on offense. 

“I think that's a reflection of the NFL's 
impact,” he said of the game’s changes. “There is 
more strategy and tactics involved in the game 
now — isolating players, using defensive pack- 
‘ages — than there was. 

“You can really tell how much bigger and 
faster players are now on defense. The kind of 
linebackers you see on defenses now, you just 
didn’t see when | was here the first time, 

“When | was in the NFL, | was too busy to take 
time to compare the games or see how much col- 
lege ball has changed. So much of what I've seen 
in just a year has been enjoyable,” said Walsh. 
“The enthusiasm and sacrifice and naivete of the 
college players is so refreshing for a coach. 
Players learn things they can utilize in life later. It 
really is an educational processes, for the coach as 
well as the player.”

Wacker Convincep GopHers on Way Back

Jim Wacker 
smiling? 
He fin- 

ished at the bot- 
tom of the Big Ten last season (2-6, worse 
than Northwestern) for the second consec- 
utive year; the Gophers frequently made 
mistakes; and they rarely put together a 
complete game. For the second consecutive 
year, they also were 2-9 overall and lost to 
such non-league powers as San Jose State 
and Pittsburgh. 

Still, Wacker smiles, 

Then, he pauses, thinks to himself, 
and starts grinning. Finally, Wacker reveals 
the reasons for his optimism. 

“I will not make any predictions, but 
we will be much improved,” said Wacker, 
who must have the patent on enthusiasm. 
“We've got most of our starters back. Man, 
I can’t wait to get going.” 

Last season, the frowns far outnum- 
bered the smiles in Gopherland, 

They came close, but always man- 
aged to lose, A 21-20 loss to nationally- 
ranked Colorado in week two was the 
toughest to take. 

The Gophers blew a 17-0 lead and 
with two seconds left, place-kicker Aaron 
Piepkorn’s 55-yard field goal attempt sailed 
wide right by inches, 

“Last year, we found ways to lose 
instead of winning,” Wacker said. 

‘The reason for frequent smiles 
around the Nagurski-Gibson football com- 
plex this year is simple: 15 returning 
starters, eight on defense, including the 
Gophers’ entire front four. They also have 
their best athlete back from a knee injury, 
the coach’s nephew at quarterback, and two 
versatile receivers, 
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But wait a minute. 

Take a look at the schedule: The 
Gophers travel to San Diego State and will 
get a glimpse of Heisman Trophy candidate, 
running back Marshall Faulk. 

No matter. 

Wacker is thinking positively about 
the Gophers’ history-making trip to Happy 
Valley to face Penn State. 

“There are two good things about 
Penn State,” he said. “If you're fortunate 
enough to win, the confidence from that 
can put you on a roll. Even if you lose, 
Penn State will expose our weaknesses and 
we'll make the adjustments. But remember, 
it’s their first game, too.” 

And playing against Faulk? 

“Wherever he goes, he brings cam- 
eras with him,” Wacker said. “It'll be a great 
test for our defense and national exposure 
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for our program. Heck, we've got a good 
chance to play on national television twice.” 

The Penn State game will likely be 
the Gopher debut for quarterback Tim 
Schade, Wacker's nephew. 

A transfer from Texas Christian, 
Schade followed Wacker to Minnesota and 
it’s a good thing: He has four years experi- 
ence running the one-back offense. It’s like- 
ly that he'll inherit the spot vacated by 
Marquel Fleetwood. 

Will the Gophers miss Fleetwood? 

You bet. He accounted for 2,483 all- 
purpose yards, which was one-third of the 
Gophers’ offensive output. 

After six games, Fleetwood was the 
nation’s leader in total offense and was the 
Gophers’ touchdown leader. He also fin- 
ished his career ranked second in total 
offense on Minnesota's all-time list. 

Wacker said he'll miss Fleetwood’s 
versatility. 

“Lwould have loved to have had him 
in this offense one more year,” he said. “We 
didn’t have time to put in an option offense, 
but with him, it would have been lights out. 
‘That's what he was suited for.” 

Fleetwood’s departure will force oth- 
ers to look within during crunch time. 

Despite throwing for 2,168 yards and 
seven touchdowns, Fleetwood also had 18 
interceptions. Most of his miscues were the 
result of trying to make things happen. 

“Last year, when the games were 
close, we looked to Marquel to make some- 
thing happen,” said Omar Douglas, a senior 
slotback. “This year, we'll look more to our- 
selves when we're in that type of situation.” 

Although he possesses great athleti- 
cism, Schade isn’t as mobile as Fleetwood. 

Last year, Schade ran the scout team 
in practice and vows he’s ready. Yes, he’s 
Wacker's nephew, but prefers to downplay 
that fact.

That was only the start for Bevell,

The equivalent of strike three, how- 
ever, was a turnover (a lost fumble) with 47 
seconds left in a two-point loss at 
Northwestern. That left the Badgers with a 5-6

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close they came and what could have been. 

Freedom Bowl director Don 
Andersen acknowledged that he was pre- 
pared to invite the Badgers, had they won 
the regular season finale Nov. 2] in 
Evanston. 

There was also an offer on the table 
from the Independence Bowl. But, like the 
rug under their feet, it was summarily 
pulled as darkness fell over the Badgers and 
Dyche Stadium. 

“We have to try not to win all our 
games at the end,” said Bevell, reflecting on 
his introduction to the Big Ten.

say that the honeymoon is over for the | 
Badgers, who must now be considered as 
serious challengers for a first division berth 
in the Big Ten. 

“T think we have the right ingredi- 
ents to be a good football team,” said head 
coach Barry Alvarez, who's beginning his 
fourth season in Madison. 

“The difference now is that we have 
some quality Big Ten players returning and 
they're all still young.” 

You can excuse Alvarez and his 
coaches for growing old together last sea- 
son as seven of Wisconsin’s last nine games 
were decided by a touchdown or less, 

The Badgers lost three Big Ten 
games by a combined four points. In seven 
games, the outcome was not determined 
until the last two minutes or final drive. 

On the plus side, the Badgers beat 
Northern Illinois (on Bevell’s conversion), 
Ohio State (on a late defensive stand) and 
Purdue (on Rich Thompson's 49-yard field 
goal with 38 seconds left). 

But the Badgers lost to lowa (on Jim 
Hartlieb’s two-point conversion pass with 
55 seconds left) and Indiana (when Bevell 
misfired on a fourth down pass from the 4- 
yard line with 2:01 left). 

They also lost to Illinois (on Jason 
Verduzco's touchdown pass with 1:25 left) 
and Northwestern (when tailback Jason 
Burns fumbled with 47 seconds left). 

“T've never been through anything 
close to this, emotionally,” said Alvarez. 
“Every week, you're either elated or drained 
because you've either won or you've lost in 
the closing minutes, Hopefully, they 
learned a heckuva lesson.” 

The Badgers are still learning how to 
win on the road, Since 1986, they've done it 
only twice (2-31), During the past three 
seasons, they were 1-12. 

By contrast, the Badgers were 5-1 in 
Camp Randall Stadium last season, repre- 
senting the most home victories since 1981 
and the best home winning percentage 
since the 1962 Rose Bowl team went 6-0. |

The snickers and wise 
cracks were heard through- 
out Big Ten land when 
Northwestern rookie foot- 
ball coach Gary Barnett first 
delivered his “Purple in 

~ Pasadena” speech after 
being hired in December, 1991. 

Those people at Purdue, Illinois and 
Wisconsin weren't doing much laughing 
after the 92 season. Barnett’s Wildcats 
stunned all three schools as they chalked 
up a3-5 record in Big Ten play. It was the 
first time since 1973 that Northwestern, 3-8 
overall, had won three conference games. 

Although few people outside 
Evanston had taken Barnett’s preseason 
speeches seriously, his players had clearly 
accepted the challenge. They found three 
victories in the second-toughest schedule 
in the nation and they're coming back even 
hungrier in '93. 

“Lwant to be playing in December or 
January this year,” says fifth-year senior quar- 
terback Len Williams. “If I’m not playing, then 
I want it to be because we were outplayed, not 
because we made some stupid mistakes.” 

Barnett introduced a new wide-open 
offense, sometimes featuring a no-back look, 
to Williams and his teammates last spring and 
he has plenty of reason to believe that the 
offense will be even more explosive this year. 
Actually he has 10 reasons to think that way, 
as in 10 returning starters, 

“In eight years at Colorado, I never 
had this many starters back on offense,” 
said the former offensive coordinator for 
the Buffaloes. “With one year under their 
belts, there was a night and day difference 
between the two spring camps. 

“Now we're working on the intrica- 
cies of it and experimenting. Now we can 
coach through a lot of things that can hap- 
pen to you and we're better able to adjust to 
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the defensive problems handed to us. But 
more than anything else, we're more familiar 
with each other and have a better knowledge 
of what our strengths and limitations are. We 
can build on one and secure the others.” 

Two of the biggest strengths offen- 
sively have to be Williams and senior 
receiver Lee Gissendaner. These two should 
form one of the deadliest passing combina- 
tions in the nation this fall. Williams led 
Big Ten quarterbacks in total offense (227.8 
yards per game) last fall, while all the 5-9 
Gissendaner did was earn the Silver 
Football as the Big Ten’s Most Valuable 
Player, the first conference MVP for the 
Wildcats since 1970. 

“If you start a team and had a choice, 
the first guy you would take is an experi- 
enced and mobile quarterback, and that’s 
exactly what Lenny is,” said Barnett. “I

Although only 6-feet, Williams, who 
has started all 33 games at Northwestern, is 
not short on confidence. “I was better than 
both Elvis (Grbac of Michigan) and Jason 
(Verduzco of Illinois) last year and } believe 
Tm the No. 1 quarterback in the Big Ten 
again this year,” he said. 

Williams received second team All- 
Big Ten accolades after completing 63 per- 
cent of his passes for 2,110 yards with 11 
touchdowns and nine interceptions. His 
131.7 passing efficiency ranked 20th 
nationally, 1.1 points behind Heisman 
Trophy winner Gino Torretta. 

As strange as it may seem, there is an 
outside chance the Heisman Trophy could 
be headed to Evanston this year. The 
biggest surprise of the Big Ten last fall, 
Gissendaner is shooting to become only the 
fourth player in conference history to win 
back-to-back MVP titles. 

“I wanted to get noticed during my 
junior year and have an impact,” said 
Gissendaner, who led the Big Ten with 846 
yards on 68 pass receptions. “But winning 
the Heisman, that’s just not something I sit 
back and daydream about. It takes a team to 
win the Heisman and the objective for this 
year is for all of us to play to a certain level 
and get to a bowl game.” 

Gissendaner's greatest impact last year 
came in punt returns, where his 21.8-yard 
average was tops in the nation. His 142.2 all- 
purpose yards per game ranked 13th national- 
lyas he also scored once each via the run, 
punt return and kickoff return to go along 
with his six touchdown receptions. 

“Lee waited patiently two years for 
his chance and he certainly proved himself,” 
said Williams, who will have his No. 1 receiver 
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returning for the first ti 
the Cats’ quarterback. “|

The Sweet Sioux Tomahawk, the 
symbol of victory from the Northwestern- 
Illinois series, rests in a trophy case outside 
Barnett's office as a constant reminder of 
how the Cats overcame the odds last sea- 
son. Trailing 26-6 in Champaign with 14 
minutes to play, Williams directed the 
Wildcats to three straight touchdown drives 
and a 27-26 victory. 

“That comeback and the performance 
against Wisconsin (a 27-25 victory) in the 
final game tells you a lot about the character 

these players,” says Barnett. “We had noth- 
ing at stake but pride, and Wisconsin came in 
here hoping to get a bowl bid. 

“I'm not bragging about three victo- 
ries, but I will brag about the three we had. 
I want three wins to be the low point of my 
coaching career here. We just can’t settle 
for three wins because if we take that atti- 
tude, we'll never get any better.”

For 106 years, Penn State has been a football indepen- 
dent, accustomed to playing whom it wanted, when it 
wanted, and where it wanted. 

It answered to no one, kept all of the money it general- 
ed and spent it as it wished. 

Life was good. 

But now, not unlike the confirmed bachelor who is 
about to get married, the Nittany Lions anxiously await 
entrance into the Big Ten. And even though it means the 
end of life as they have known it, they're eager to meet 
their new in-laws, 

Good-bye independence, hello Indiana. And Michigan. 
And Ohio State, 

“| think this whole Big Ten thing is exciting,” decided 
head coach Joe Paterno. “Some of our people had some 
doubts that this would be the best thing for us, But now 
that they've seen what it has meant to our basketball 
team, our wrestling team, all of the excitement that has 
been around here this winter, it’s greater than they had 
imagined. 

“And the same should hold true for football. Anytime 
you can take your program into the greatest conference in 
the country, all-around, with the kind of tradition it has, the 
stadiums and the arenas, all of them on campus, it brings 
a tremendous level of excitement and anticipation.”

And a bit of fear of the unknown. 

For years, Penn State fans could set their calendars by the 
football schedule. If it was mid-October, it meant that the 
Syracuse game was upcoming, The last weekend in October 
meant West Virginia. And when the winds of late November 
blew through Happy Valley, it was Pitt weather, 

No more. None of those longtime neighborhood rivals are 
on the schedule any longer. Pitt will return in 1997 and West 
Virginia comes back later this decade. Syracuse may be 
gone forever, 

Since the announcement in December of 1989 that the 
Lions were abandoning their independence for the security 
of the Big Ten, the fans have been apprehensive about what 
the future might hold. 

And while the lure of a trip to Pasedena is attractive, it's 
not like the Nittany Lions have exactly been shortchanged in 
the bowl department. 

There have been Cotton Bowls and Orange Bowls and 
Sugar Bowls and Fiesta Bowls. As an independent, Penn 
Stale bowled strikes. 

Those bowls served as stepping stones to national champi- 
onships in 1982 and 1986. In ‘82, Penn State whipped Geor- 
gia 27-25 in the Sugar Bowl and won the national title on the 
same field where, four years earlier, they came up just inches 
short of another national title in a 14-7 loss to Alabama.

In 1986, the Nittany Lions used the 
Fiesta Bowl to springboard to a second 
national championship with a 14-10 win 
over Miami in a game many believe is the 
best in the long tradition of Penn State 
football. That was the game the good guys, 
those neat jacket-and-tie gentlemen from 
Happy Valley, whipped the bad quys, that 
fatique-wearing, trash-talking, arrogant 
bunch from Miami, It was the classic tri- 
umph of good over evil. 

So while a trip to the Rose Bowl is a 
nice plum, it’s not like Penn State has 
been wandering around in a vast bowl 
wasteland as an independent. 

Oh, they knew about the opportunity to 
play in the Rose Bowl, which had hereto- 
fore been denied the Lions. And they knew 
about the deal with the Holiday and Citrus 
Bowls, which aren't bad consolation prizes 
if you don’t get to Pasadena. 

But they didn’t really know what it’s like 
to play in a conference where every week- 
end is a war and every game is important in 
the standings. As an independent, they 
relied on the caprices of the pollsters to 
establish their standing, They may have 
railed against the polls or totally agreed with 
them, but at least they were on familiar turf. 

As last season unfolded, Paterno 
thought he detected a subtle change in the 
95,000 who filled Beaver Stadium each 
home game during a 7-5 season. 

“Part of our problem last year was the 
attitude our fans had,” he said. “We were 
in limbo, They were wondering what was 
going to happen to us. They were nervous. 
They weren't sure what all this Joining the 
conference) means to us. 

“They were like kids who were wonder- 
ing where their mother was when she 
wasn’t home at 3 o'clock. They were ner- 
vous, unsure of what was going to happen.” 

The uncertainty carried into the recruit. 
ing season, Some believed that joining the 
Big Ten would cause the Lions to lose blue 
chip prospects, especially from the East, to 
other Eastern teams. 

It didn’t turn out that way. Penn State 
lost two prime fullback prospects in 
Pennsylvania (Rob Swett and Jon Ritchie) 
to Michigan, It lost a Detroit lineman 
(Donnie Walker) to Michigan State. But it 
went into Ohio and picked up an All- 
American wide receiver (Joe Jurevicius) 
and an all-state running back (Kim Herring). 
It also raided Indiana for fullback Corey 
Carlson, who had given a verbal commit- 
ment to the Hoosiers, 
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So it was a wash on the recruiting front, 
as it figures to be most of the time when 
schools of this stature go head-to-head for 
prospects. No school gets everyone it wants. 
But in a lot of instances they will wind up 
playing against the ones who got away. 

That’s an area where the Lions have a 
lot of catching up to do. 

Under Paterno they've played Illinois 
once, lowa eight times, Michigan State 
once, Ohio State four times and Wisconsin 
once, The Hawkeyes were Penn State’s last 
Big Ten opponent and that was in 1984. 

Virtually everything has changed since 
then. The coaching staff has had to famil- 
iarize itself with eight new opponents as it 
prepares for the 1993 season. 

“I haven't had a chance to look at them 
(Big Ten opponents) as much as | want,” 
Paterno admitted. “I did look at a lot of 
film last year, but I haven't had a chance 
to look at their present personnel. The 
staff has done more of that than | have.” 

What they've 
seen has been eye- 
opening, 

“As a whole it 
appears that week 
in and week out 
the teams are 
more physical and 
less finesse-orient- 
ed than the teams 
we've been play- 
ing,” said offen- 
sive coordinator 
Fran Ganter. “They 
have bigger, stronger people. I've been 
impressed with their size and strength. 

“I've looked at all of them and | don’t 
see anyone who is not real good defensive- 
ly. There are a lot of great comers. They all 
seem to have two good corners, which is 
one of the first things we look at. And they 
are physically tough. There doesn’t appear 
to be a sure thing on any Saturday. 

“It is a real solid conference, Even when 
you look at the lower tier teams, you don’t 
get the feeling that they are lower tier teams. 

“When I look at Minnesota (Penn State's 
first conference opponent), that’s a good 
football team. We will have to show up. 
They are a big-league team.” 

One aspect of conference play that 
already made an impression on Ganter and 
the other assistants is the weight each con- 
ference game carries. As an independent, 
each game was important to Penn State in 
the polls because it influenced its ranking 
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and which bowl game it might attend, 

But now there are conference standings to 
consider in addition to the national rankings. 

“The biggest adjustment for us will be 
the importance of the conference, of how 
important winning the Big Ten is,” Ganter 
said. “We've never lost the thought that we 
practice every day, get up every morning, 
with the idea of winning a national champi- 
onship. But we've never had winning a 
conference as a goal, 

“In most circles I've been in, I've heard 
about the fierce competition within the 
conference, and that will be a little differ- 
ent for us, We all have to start gearing 
toward that, We've got to make it a priority. 
We've got to start thinking about winning 
the Big Ten,” 

In moving into the Big Ten, Penn State 
joins an established conference, one with 
great tradition. 

Conferences are expanding as indepen- 
dents look to get a toe into the lucrative 


conference waters. In Penn State's case, 
the money generated and shared from 
football revenues will not be significantly 
different from what can be earned as an 
independent. The biggest difference will be 
in the conference affiliation in sports other 
than football. 

Finances aside, for the coaches, it comes 
down to the chance to win the Big Ten 
championship and play in the Rose Bowl. 

Paterno started thinking along those lines 
right after it was announced that the Lions 
had been invited to join the conference. 

For years Penn State had played with a 
leaner, quicker offensive line than most 
other Division 1-A schools. Paterno preferred 
quickness over bulk. But knowing that the 
Big Ten was a conference of huge offensive 
linemen, he told his assistants to begin pur- 
suing the high school heavyweights. 

“A couple of years ago Joe said he want- 
ed to try to go out and recruit the bigger 
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kids,” Ganter said, “Right now on our two- 
deep (depth chart) we are probably bigger 
than we've ever been, | can’t remember us 
being this big. We're talking about kids 
who go between 280 and 300 pounds. 

“We're kind of geared that way now. | 
don’t know if it was the fact that 
we were starting into the Big Ten or 
if it's because the game has | 
changed, Everyone is playing with | 
bigger people now. So we will be | 
all right there.” | 

The man responsible for setting | 
defenses against those human walls | 
is Jerry Sandusky, Penn State's vet- 
eran defensive coordinator, 

When he can see past the mon- 
sters up front, a variety of forma- 
tions are revealed. The day of the 
fullback blast is over, 

“There are a wide variety of 
offenses in the conference,” he 
said, “I haven't seen anyone play-

ing that way (three yards and a cloud of 
dust). Ohio State probably came the clos- 
est, but they had an outstanding tailback. 
“Michigan is predominantly a one-back 
offense. Minnesota is a multi-formational 
team. lowa is very similar to us in that they 


like to have a balance between running 
and throwing. Ohio State and Indiana are 
probably the more traditional offenses, 
running out of the | formation, And 
Michigan State is probably closer to the 
Ohio State-Indiana mold.” 

It’s the people running those for- 
mations that Sandusky has to con- 
cern himself with rather than the 
strategies. 

“Each of the teams in the confer- 
ence only has to prepare for one 
new opponent (Penn State) and we 
have to prepare for eight,” he said. 
“That's a big challenge in and of 
itself, getting a feel for the people. 

“Over time you learn that 
through trial and error, but every- 
thing is going to be trial and error 
for us the first year. You can look at 
film, but you just don’t know the 
people until you get the game 
experience, It takes two or three 
years to get a good feel for what 
they will do in certain situations, 

“We're going in pretty cold." 

But it’s too late to get cold feet. 4

5 Miami's pride took a 
hit in the Sugar Bowl loss to 


b | Alabama and head coach 
vos Dennis Erickson is not quite 
ready to dismiss it as ancient 


history. 

The Hurricanes had 
navigated their way through 1] regular season 
games without a loss. They had won 29 
straight games dating back to the 1990 sea- 
son. A win over Alabama on New Year's Day 
would have given them back-to-back national 
championships. Alas, the final score: Alabama 
34, Miami 13. 

“It will probably bother me until I die,” 
Erickson says of the pounding by the Crimson 
Tide, sidetracking, at least temporarily, 
Miami's run as a college football dynasty. 

Erickson is not ready to hit the panic 
button, however. 

“We have the best program in the 
country and we're going to continue to do the 
same things that got us there,” he says. 

‘Well, almost. Miami traditionally has 
employed a one-back offensive formation, but it 
worked on a two-back alignment in spring 
drills and is likely to run the ball more this fall. 

Miami was able to camouflage an inef- 
fective rushing game all the way up to the 
‘Sugar Bowl last year, but that weakness was 
exposed and exploited by Alabama. The 
Hurricanes attempted just 18 rushing plays 
against the Crimson Tide, netting a mere 48 
yards, Alabama's defense was doing that to 
‘opponents all season long. And even though 
Miami’s ground attack was a perceived weak- 
ness going in, few thought it would be so easi- 
ly dismantled. 

In fact, Miami’s running game came up 
short most of the season against quality com- 
petition. Twenty-two rushing attempts against 
Arizona netted two yards. Florida State yielded 
65 rushing yards and Syracuse just 58.

Erickson had a Heisman Trophy-winning 
quarterback in Gino Torretta and the best 
group of receivers in college football. The 
Hurricanes attempted more passes than run- 
ning plays in eight of their 12 games. 

Another key factor in the ground short- 
age was that Stephen McGuire, who finished 
his college career as the school's second-lead- 
ing all-time rusher, never regained the form he 
had before suffering a major knee injury late in 
the "91 season. And none of the younger backs 
were ready to step into his shoes. 

Erickson believes that this year's 
offense, which returns just two offensive 
starters, may benefit from a two-back set. 

“We have four or five pretty good 
backs and I want to get them into the 
game,” says Erickson. 

Juniors Donnell Bennett and Larry 
Jones were the top ground gainers in 1992, 
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collecting 437 and 360 yards, respectively, and 
each scored six touchdowns. 

Danyell Ferguson, a true freshman 
last year, finished third on the team with 71 
attempts for 226 yards, but was not used 
much in major games. Erickson wanted to 
break Ferguson in slowly. Look for that to 
change this year as Miami tries to take 
advantage of his breakaway speed and pass- 
catching ability. 

One wild card in the Miami running 
mix is third-year sophomore James Stewart, 
who was redshirted two years ago and then 
forced to sit out last season due to a pinched 
nerve in his shoulder. Having spent two years 
in the program without seeing any live action, 
Stewart may prove to be well worth the wait. 

“James Stewart was probably our best 
back last fall and he’s going to be back,” says 
Erickson. “He's close to 100 percent.” 

Stewart was recruited by a host of 
schools after scoring 21 touchdowns and run- 
ning for 1,921 yards for Vero Beach High 
School. He chose Miami over, among others, 
Florida State, Nebraska and Auburn, 

During one high school game, Stewart 
broke several tackles on an 85-yard touch- 
down run, including one by current 
Hurricane teammate Rohan Marley. On the 
next possession, he ran 95 yards for a score 
and broke a tackle by Marley by pushing him 
into the referee. 

The 6-3, 225-pound Stewart was 
the leading Hurricane rusher in 1992 
spring drills and started out strong last 
fall before the shoulder injury put him on 
the shelf. 

The 1992 season was torture for 
Stewart. 

“I remember watching the bus pull 
out on Friday afternoon for road games,” 
he recalls. “Then I'd sit home on Saturday, 
knowing I should be there showing what 
I could do.”

Rebuilding the running game is just 
one task for Erickson, who is 44-4 in four 
years at Miami. 

He will have a relatively inexperi- 
enced quarterback. The entire receiving 
and linebacking corps must be replaced and 
some of his assistant coaches have left or 
assumed new roles. 

To make matters worse, Erickson must 
have his team ready early. Two of the first 
three games are road contests at Boston 
College and Colorado,

Costa could be part of another 
Hurricane tradition, Miami’s four national 
titles came in odd years and each was guided 
by a first-year starter at quarterback (Bernie 
Kosar in 1983; Steve Walsh in '87; Craig 
Erickson in '89; and Torretta in "91). 

If Costa falters, the job would fall to 


redshirt freshman Chris Walsh (Steve's broth-

Marley, has the most experience of the 
returnees and should take over at the weak- 
side spot. As a redshirt freshman last season, 
Marley made several big plays, including a 
game-saving interception against Syracuse. 
Conwin Francis and Twan Russell will com- 
pete for the spot at strong linebacker. 

‘True freshman James Burgess, who 
came from the same high school as Barrow 
(Homestead), will be part of the mix as well. 

“He's everything you're looking for ina 
Tuberville says of Burgess. “It 
may take him a while to challenge for a start- 
ing spot, but he will play this year, you can be 
sure of that.” 

There is depth on the defensive line 
even though ends Rusty Meadearis and Kevin 
Patrick and tackle Patrick Riley missed spring 
drills due to injury. Medearis, a preseason All- 
American choice last season, continues his 
rehabilitation from a devastating knee injury 
suffered against Arizona. He is expected back 
this fall, though nobody knows if he can 
return to the form that made him such a 


feared pass rusher before the injury. 
had 10 sacks in both his freshman and sopho- 
more seasons. 

Patrick, who sat out the spring due toa 
shoulder injury, took over at right end for 
Medearis and had an outstanding season. 

The incumbent at left end is All- 
American candidate Darren Krein, who led all 
Miami linemen with 63 tackles and made one 
of the key plays of the year for the Hurricanes 
when he returned an interception for a touch- 
down against Penn State. Patrick and Krein 
each had eight sacks. 

The right tackle is Warren Sapp, a 
290-pound monster with mammoth potential. 
Sapp started his Miami career at tight end and 
played scout team running back before set- 
tling in on the defensive line. The whispers 
say that he can become another Jerome 
Brown or Cortez Kennedy before his college 
days are through. Riley, who started all but 
one game at left tackle, missed spring drills 
with a shoulder ailment. 

Free safety Terris Harris, another All- 


American candidate and one of five returning 
starters on defense, is the new leader of the sec- 
ondary, replacing the departed Ryan McNeil. 
Harris is the top returning tackler from last 
season. Malcolm Pearson and C.J. Richardson 
are battling for the strong safety post. 

Cornerbacks Dexter Seigler and Paul 
White return after sharing the team lead in 
interceptions with four. 

Miami needs a better season from 
sophomore Dane Prewitt, who made just 13 of 
21 field goal attempts. Prewitt also punted in 
high school and will compete for that job with 
Ohio State transfer Mike Crissy. 

In addition to Boston College and 
Colorado, the Hurricanes play Florida State 
— in Tallahassee — and Syracuse before 
Halloween. The Oct. 23 game against 
Syracuse in the Orange Bowl is the only real 
threat to Miami’s incredible home winning 
streak, currently sitting at 51. If the 
Hurricanes get past Syracuse and their other 
five home opponents, they will tie Alabama's 
NCAA record of 57 straight home victories.

“Everyone says football is a game of 
inches,” says quarterback Marvin Graves, “I 
think a lot about situations that happened 
in the game where we needed an inch here 
or an inch there and it wouldn't have come 
down to that last play. I don’t think the 
hurt will ever go away. It will always be in 
my memory banks. As far as I'm concerned, 
football is a game of three yards.” 

Do you remember the play? The 
Orangemen will never forget it. 

They were trailing Miami, the top- 
ranked team in the nation, 16-10. They had 
the ball at the Hurricane 32-yard line with 
time running down and no time outs 
remaining. The greatest win in Syracuse 
football history, the Big East championship, 
an opportunity to snap Miami’s 27-game 
winning streak, was 32 yards away. 

The Orangemen came up three yards 
short. 

Graves fired a pass deep down the 
middle to tight end Chris Gedney. But as 
soon as Gedney caught the ball on the 
Miami 3, Hurricane defensive back Casey 
Greer drilled him to the Carrier Dome’s 
artificial turf. That was all she wrote. Time 
ran out. Miami players hugged each other

in jubilation, their drive to another unde- 
feated season and national championship 
still intact, for now. Syracuse players were 
left to pick their jaws back up off the floor, 
slowly coming to grips with the so-close- 
yet-so-far reality of the game which had 
just ended. 

The Orangemen are obsessed with 
the loss. They have a chance to exorcise the 
demons on Oct. 23, when they meet the 
Hurricanes in Miami’s Orange Bowl. 
Syracuse doesn’t intend to come up short 
again. In fact, the Orangemen not only 
intend to avenge last season’s bitter loss, 
they also plan to drive a stake through the 
hearts of the Hurricanes. A win this season 
would certainly dethrone Miami as Big East 
champion. It also would put an end to that 
school’s monumental home winning 
streak, which could reach 53 by the time

Syracuse has a right to be confident. 
Few programs in the country have been as 
successful over the past six years. During 
that span, the Orangemen have posted a 54- 
14-3 record and are unbeaten in six straight 
bowl games.

Overall, the Orangemen finished 10- 
2 last season, losing only to Miami and 
Ohio State. Syracuse ranked 14th in the 
nation in total offense (433.6 yards per 
game) and fifth in rushing defense (91.5 
yards per game). Head coach Paul 
Pesnualont is now 20-4 in two years at the 

elm. 

The expectations for 1993 are high. 
Factor in the recent success of the pro- 
gram, a slew of returning talent led by 
Graves, and the team’s easiest schedule in 
years, and you can see why the Orangemen 
are poised to make a run at Miami for the 
Big East title. Actually, why stop there? 
After a Top 10 finish last season, it’s not out 
of the realm of possibility for Syracuse to 
make a run at the national championship. 

“[ think we've paid our dues,” says 
Graves.

‘The linebacking corps is where some 
new impact players will have to emerge. 
Gone are Jo Jo Wooden, Garland Hawkins 
and last year’s co-captain, Glen Young, a 
stellar inside linebacker. Conley might be 
the best inside linebacker in the East since 
Penn State’s Shane Conlan. To fulfill that 
potential, he must remain injury-free all 
season after missing most of 1991 and parts 
of ‘92 with injuries. Joining Conley inside is 
Chip Todd, who proved himself as a backup 
last season and can play outside linebacker 
if necessary. 

Both outside linebacker spots are up 
for grabs, and because of the talent level, 
the competition should be outstanding.

Hill, mean- 
while, is among the Big East’s most danger- 
ous punt returners, and Dar Dar should fill 
in nicely for Ismail, who graduated as the 
school’s all-time leading kick returner. It 
was Dar Dar who took the reverse from 
Ismail and scored the game-winning touch- 


down on a 100-yard kickoff return in the 
Fiesta Bowl win. 

As for the schedule, well, you can say 
it is accommodating. With this being the 
first year of a complete Big East schedule, 
Syracuse gets to play conference bowl con- 
tenders Boston College and West Virginia at 
home. The toughest non-conference game 
is a road contest against Texas on Sept. 18. 
Barring upsets, the Miami game could be 
all that stands between the Orangemen and 
an undefeated regular season. 

The greatest attribute this Syracuse 
team has is confidence. Ironically, it took 
the loss to Miami to acquire that belief. 

“The week before the Miami game, 

I walked around and asked my teammates, 
‘Do you think we can beat these guys?’ ” 
recalls Conley. “A lot of guys kind of jerked 
around with their answer. They weren't 
sure. At halftime, when we were still in the 
game, you could see it on everyone's face. 
We knew we could beat these guys. If we 
can beat Miami, we can beat anyone.”

Three years into the fledgling football circuit, we finally get to enjoy a full con- 
ference schedule. And, after two years in which Miami lost a total of just one game 
—to Alabama in last season‘s Sugar Bowl — the 1993 season promises a bit more 
suspense near the top, 

Okay, okay, Syracuse really thought it had a chance to knock off the Hurricanes 
last season, Okay, okay, the Orangemen only came three yards away from pulling 
off that upset. But let's face it: Miami’s identity last year went beyond conference 
affiliation, Big East champions? What was the big deal? 

Is a big deal now, because Miami is in danger of being caught in transition. 
Syracuse will mount another serious challenge to Miami's conference reign, while 
Boston College chases a second straight bowl bid and the rest of the leaque con- 
tinues to improve, With the possible exception of Boston College’s rise in the rank- 
ings, the 1992 Big East season did not provide many surprises. In ‘93, you can ex- 
pect more of the unexpected, 

Miami gets our nod to repeat, mainly because the Hurricanes get to play 
Syracuse at home, where they've won 51 straight games, In fact, if Miami wins all 
six of its home games this year, it ties the NCAA record held by Alabama. Miami's 
Success is not a given, however. Not when so many key players must be replaced. 
‘The five leading receivers, the three best linebackers and a Heisman Trophy-win- 
ning quarterback are among the many Hurricanes who must be replaced. Are the 
Canes still loaded with talent? Well, they've still got enough talent to win the Big 
East, but you wouldn't call them “loaded,” so an upset here or there is not out of 
the question, 

‘The new Hurricane quarterback fs Frank Costa who looks a lot like former 
Miami Heisman Trophy-winner Vinny Testaverde, And if you overestimate Costa's 
inexperience — he’s never started a college football game — then remember this: 
Bernie Kosar, Steve Walsh, Craig Erickson and Gino Torretta each led Miami to a 
national championship in his first year as the starter.

A Proven Winwer Innerirs AN UnPROVEN TEAM

Twenty years ago, 
when its program had just 
endured a ninth consecu- 


tive non-winning season, 
the University of Pittsburgh decided 
enough was enough. So the Panthers got 
rid of Carl DePasqua and went for one of 
the country’s hot, young coaches — 
Johnny Majors. 

Then a youthful 38 years of age, 
Majors had just revived a failing lowa State 
program to the point of making the Cyclones 
competitive in the Big Eight Conference. He 
came east to Pittsburgh, and had another 
rebuilding job on his hands. 

And it didn’t take him long to do it. 

Four years after he took over, the 
Panthers — led by Heisman Trophy-winner 
Tony Dorsett — were the national champi- 
ons for 1976, beating Georgia 27-3 in the 
Sugar Bowl and finishing at 12-0. 

Which brings us to the 1993 season, 
and guess what? 

Heeere’s Johnny! 

Yes, Majors is back at Pitt and the 
Panther faithful already have visions of 
national championships dancing in their 
heads. It’s deja vu all over again. 

Pittsburgh fans and alumni would be 
well advised not to get too excited too soon, 
however. It’s going to be a long road back. 
Very long. Just listen to quarterbacks coach 
Ken Karcher, who grew up 10 miles from 
the Pitt campus: 

“Our expectations are to see this place 
start to build to where it used to be,” says 
Karcher. “I'm not going to say we want to be 
11-0 this year. We're realistic. Let's just say 
we're not where we need to be. | followed Pitt 
in the 1970s and '80s when it was a national 
power. There's a great tradition here.” 

‘That tradition hasn't exactly been 
upheld the past few seasons, which is why 
Majors is returning in the first place. The 
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Panthers finished 3-9 last year, losing to the 
likes of Maryland and Louisville. You could 
say it was a far cry from the glory days. 

“Now,” says Karcher, “many people 
are putting us in the same group as lower 
Division I-A schools. That is not what Pitt is 
all about.” 

After the past three seasons under 
Paul Hackett, though, is it any wonder the 
Panthers were referred to as “Quitsburgh”? 
‘They dropped their last five games of '92 by 
acombined margin of 202-93. The nine 
losses represented the most for a Pitt team 
since 1972, the year before Majors took 
over the first time. 

Turning the tide will be much more 
difficult this go-round. For starters, the 
new Majors era begins just as the Alex Van 
Pelt era ends. Van Pelt broke virtually every 
school passing record during his collegiate

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career, In four years as the starting quarter- 
back, Van Pelt threw for 11,267 yards and 66 
touchdowns. Now, however, Majors inherits a 
team without an experienced quarterback. 

Also hindering Pitt's return to the 
Top 10 — it hasn't finished there since 
1982 — is recruiting. In Majors’ first tour 
of duty at Pitt, there were no NCAA scholar- 
ship restrictions and letters of intent 
weren't due until March, allowing him to 
bring in more than 70 players. He also had 
the advantage of bringing most of his staff 
from Iowa State with him — a formidable 
staff that included heavy-hitters Jimmy 
Johnson and Jackie Sherrill. 

This time — due in part to the late 
start after Majors’ hiring and also to the dis- 
appointing '92 record — the Panthers 
brought in just 21 players, with only line- 
backer Jason Soboleski, a 6-4, 232-pounder 
from Berwick, Pa., given any chance of 
extended playing time in ’93. The Panthers 
nearly pulled off the upset of the recruiting 
season when quarterback Ron Powlus, USA 
Today's Player-of-the-Year, narrowed his 
choices to Pitt and Notre Dame. Of course, 
“almost” doesn’t count. Powlus ended up 
signing a letter of intent with the Fighting 
rish, 

There was talk that Powlus — a local 
hero who, like Soboleski, hails from 
Berwick — might have chosen Pitt if not 
for the uncertainty surrounding the pro- 
gram. Hanging over the Panthers is an 
NCAA investigation. The Panthers have 
admitted to 12 violations and are still wait- 
ing to hear if penalties are forthcoming. 

Majors also had to spend time hiring 
a staff after he was named coach in 
December. Of his nine assistants, only two 
— running backs coach Charlie Coe and 
special teams coach Steve Bird — came 
with him from Tennessee. 

As Majors has said, the 1993 recruit- 
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ing class was a “salvage job.” From the 
looks of it, he'll probably end up saying the 
same thing about the season. 

“This is going to be a learning 
process for all of us,” Karcher says. “We're 
making progress, but we've all got a lot of 
new things we've got to grasp. And it takes 
time. It may not be this year, or next y 
but the Pitt program will be

Coucutin Has UnrinisHep Business At Boston CoLLeGe

Tom Coughlin 
faced a Giant problem 
after directing Boston 
College to its first win- 
ning season in six years. 

The 46-year-old 
Eagle coach and former 

New York Giant assistant became the focal 
point of reports concerning the Giants’ 
head-coaching vacancy created by the firing 
of Ray Handley. 

Rumors began before Boston 
College's appearance in the Jan. ] Hall of 
Fame Bowl, but intensified when Coughlin 
spoke to the Giants’ brass after his team 
was bowled over by Tennessee, 38-23, on 
New Year's Day. Actually, the rumors began 
before the 1992 season ever began. 
Handley's shaky rookie season as coach of 
the Giants, coupled with Coughlin’s 
impressive debut with the Eagles (they fin- 
ished 4-7, but the improvement was evi- 
dent) set the process in motion. 

When the Giants got off to a poor start 
in ‘92, while Coughlin’s crew won its first four 
games by a combined score of 128-20, the 
handwriting was on the wall. Beat writers who 
cover the Giants, along with NFL reporters 
throughout the nation, were reporting mat- 
ter-of-factly that Coughlin would be the next 
Giants head coach, 

“One day we'd hear he was going, 
then the next day we'd hear he was stay- 
ing,” receiver Keith Miller recalls, “The 
players started calling one another wonder- 
ing what was going on.” 

Word spread that Coughlin could 
have the Giant job if he wanted it. But did 
he want it? 

Speculation increased until 
Coughlin, saying he had removed his ego 
from the equation and looked at the situa- 
tion objectively, held a press conference to 
announce he was staying at Chestnut Hill. 
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Newspaper columnists and radio talk 
show hosts in New York jumped all over 
Coughlin. How could he pass up the New 
York Giants’ head coaching job to stay at 
puny little Boston College? Who does he 
think he is? Must be that he was too intimi- 
dated by the bright lights of the big city, 
they speculated. Rough crowd. They never 
even considered the idea that Coughlin just 
might have had a bit of loyalty to the school 
that offered him his first head coaching job. 

“twas the right thing for me to do,” 
Coughlin said more than two months after 
making his decision. “I came here for a rea- 
son, and the job isn’t done yet. I hadn't ful- 
filled the commitment and goals I had set for 
myself and the program at Boston College.” 

The players’ reaction? 

“We were very pleased,” Miller said. 
“Coach has worked us very hard, and we

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paid the price, but we liked the results.” 

Having replaced Jack Bicknell in 
December, 1991, Coughlin arrived in 
Beantown determined to quickly rebuild 
the Eagle program. Known for his disci- 
pline and dedication, the former Syracuse 
star suffered through BC’s fifth-straight los- 
ing season before being rewarded last year, 
an 8-2-] regular season and the school’s 
first bowl appearance since ’86. 

With 36 lettermen — including 
eight offensive starters and five defensive 
starters — the third-year coach expects 
even better things in the future. 

“Last year is done, we started a new 
season the day we signed national letters,” 
Coughlin said. “It's always humbling 
because in college, each year there are so 
many changes.” 

One change that should benefit 
Coughlin & Co., however, is most of the 
Eagles now know how to win. Boston 
College hadn’t enjoyed a winning season 
since 1986, when the roster was dotted with 
future NFL players such as Kelvin Martin, 
John Bosa and Steve Trapilo. The Eagles 
went 9-2 in the regular season that year 
and earned a trip to the Hall of Fame Bowl. 

Coughlin’s 1992 Eagles enjoyed a 
Cinderella season that brought them back 
to the Hall of Fame Bowl. A 7-0-1 start that 
included an opening-day win over Big East 
rival Rutgers, three consecutive shutouts 
and an improbable upset win over Penn 
State had Eagle fans yearning for the glory 
days of Doug Flutie. Even back-to-back 
losses to Notre Dame (a 54-7 drubbing) and 
Syracuse, along with the loss to Tennessee 
‘on bowl day, couldn't put a damper on the 
breakthrough campaign, 

“For the first time in five years, 
Boston College has players who have been 
ata successful program in terms of winning 
and playing in a bowl game,” Coughlin said.

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Rusty MEpEAris Fients BACK 
THE ‘CANES REGAIN THEIR LEADER

t was late, about 8:30 p.m. one 
March evening, when Miami 
defensive line coach Ed Orgeron 
staggered out of his office, heading 
home after a day of meetings, strategy 
and rehashing that Sugar Bow! night- 
mare. Spring practice loomed in a few 
weeks, and Orgeron was struggling with 
the early pieces of the rebuilt 
Hurricane defensive puzzle. That is 
how it is down in Titletown. “We just 
reload,” and all that, 

As Orgeron headed out, he encoun- 
tered this giant, shouting, Ozark Mountain 
Toughneck waving a stopwatch. Orgeron 
tried to focus on the figure. A stress-relat- 
ed apparition, perhaps? No, just the hard- 
est-working man in rehab. It was Rusty 
Medearis, The same Rusty Medearis 
whose left knee was tumed into fettuccine alfre- 
do by an Arizona offensive lineman last 
September 26, Less than six months later, the All- 
American defensive end was back competing, but 
instead of taking on blockers and backs, 
Medearis was challenging the clock. 

And he was winning, 

“I'm just about ready to go for the night, and | 
hear Rusty calling me,” Orgeron says. “He said, 
‘Coach, coach, look at this.’ He shows me his 
watch, and it says 15:27. He had just run two 
miles in that time and was all excited. 

“He's relentless in his positive mental attitude. 
To me, it’s as if he’s never been injured, or he just 
sprained an ankle. There's no doubt in my mind 
he'll be back.” 


Medearis had another watch to show off a few 
weeks later. He completed a local four-mile ‘fun

run’ in 33:01—just over 8:15 a mile. Next stop, 
the Boston Marathon, 

Chances are, if a doctor or physical therapist 
told Medearis that slogging 26 miles through 
Boston’s streets would return him to the 
Hurricane lineup this September, the defensive 
end would be on the next flight to Beantown, Or 
better yet, he'd hop on his bike and ride north. 
Medearis has approached his rehabilitation with 
a remarkable enthusiasm, bypassing much of the 
depression and self-pity that can haunt those 
Who suffer such a debilitating injury. 

While nothing is certain, few around the Miami 
football program — particularly Rusty Medearis — 
doubt that number 98 will line up at right defen- 
sive end in the Hurricane opener at Boston 
College on Sept. 4. That would be good news for 
‘Cane fans everywhere, since Medearis is a unique 


player. Though some would consider him 
undersized at 6-5 tall and 245 pounds, 
Medearis is deceptively strong and light- 
ning-fast. He registered 24 sacks in just 
17 starts during his first two years at 
Miami — including four in the 1992 
Orange Bowl win over Nebraska — and 
was expected to collect a slew of national 
honors last year. 

“He's one of the last of the old, tough 
football players,” Miami head athletic train- 
er Andy Clary marvels. “He's a country boy 
Who just wants to play hard, You have to 
appreciate and admire his fortitude, 

“He's the kind of a guy you have to 
put a saddle on and hold back.” 

Media reports are filled with similar 
rehab stories. They make great copy: 
“Young athlete overcomes the potential 
loss of his sporting identity and returns to experi- 
ence greater glories’, Across the country this 
year, college football teams will be filled with 
players trying to overcome one setback after 
another. Medearis' story is no different. 

But few will have done so with the zeal and 
optimism of Medearis. From the moment he tried 
to walk off the Orange Bow! field after the injury 
—'I didn't want to leave in a wheelchair,” he says 
— Medearis has maintained an inspirational level 
of confidence and spirit. Instead of wallowing in 
self-pity, he chose to be an inspiration to his 
teammates and others nationwide, 

“There are no doubts whatsoever that I'll be 
back,” Medearis says. “Everything's been moving 
ahead by leaps and bounds, | haven't gotten 
down from the start, and my recovery has been 
exponential.” 
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Medearis has been running 2-3 miles twice a 
week since February and has been spotted jog- 
ging around the Miami campus at midnight. He 
takes a pair of 40-mile bike rides every seven 
days, and plays beach volleyball, works on his 
agility in the pool, and attacks the weight room, 
In fact, Clary believes Medearis will be even 
Stronger when two-a-days begin in August. 

“He's had a year to put his body back into 
good physical condition,” Clary says. “Some guys 
come back from knee injuries and actually play 
better.” 

Part of Medearis’ inspiration and hope comes 
from the string of successful comebacks other 
Hurricane players have made from knee injuries. 
Linebacker Jessie Armstead and running back 
Stephen McGuire, a pair of senior stalwarts on last 
year’s 11-1 team, both returned to the starting 
lineup after tearing up their knees. A few years 
earlier, running back Melvin Bratton damaged his 
knee and recovered enough to play in the NFL. If 
they could do it, certainly Medearis could. 

But before any of the encouragement and 
commitment to retum began, there was reality. 
When the first diagnoses of Medearis’ injured 
knee were reported, many thought his football 
career was over. Some thought he’d never walk 
again, Medearis suffered a dislocated knee, along 
with arterial, ligament and cartilage damage, 
when he became entangled with Arizona center 
Hichem El-Mashtoub while trying to fight off a 
double-team during a Wildcat sweep. 

“I was pushing on their tight end and had the 
tackle with me, when I felt something roll up my 
leg,” Medearis recalls. “It felt like my leg was a 
tubber band, because it had been stretched. 
Nothing popped, 

“| was just sitting on the ground, when (for- 
mer ‘Cane linebacker) Micheal Barrow came 
over, and he had the fear of God in his eyes, 
He talked me through it, while | felt the trainers 
push my leg back into place.” 

When Medearis arrived at Doctors Hospital in 
Miami, team orthopedic surgeon John Uribe 
examined him. His first concem was the artery, 
which had been damaged, but not severed — a 
good sign. Though the rest of the knee had been 
traumatized, Uribe did not have to perform a 
complete reconstruction, Had that been neces- 
sary, Medearis would not be considering a retum, 
to the lineup this season. The repairs were con- 
siderable, however, and nothing was guaranteed 
before the nine-hour surgery began. 

“Dr. Uribe talked to me before the surgery and 
told me that | had blown out the knee, but that 
he could fix it,” Medearis says. “He spoke with 
confidence, and | felt | had the best surgeon in 
the country working on me.” 

Medearis may have been secure in his doc- 
tor's talents, but his complete rehabilitation was 
hot a given. Some thought he would miss a year, 
Others believed two. A few thought he'd never 
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play again. “It’s remarkable he's able to even 
walk now,” Clary says. 

Medearis didn’t listen to the negative predic- 
tions. He decided immediately to maintain a 
positive outlook and was heartened by an out- 
pouring of cards and letters from well-wishers 
around the country. He even made a trip to the 
Orange Bowl a week after the surgery to deliver 
a pep talk to his teammates before their game 
against Florida State. 

“The only time | felt down was when I was 
watching the team, and | couldn’t help them,” 
Medearis says. “We were so close as a team, and 
we had so many things happen to us — the huni- 
cane (Andrew), the death of (former Miami stars) 
Jerome Brown and Shane Curry. We came togeth- 
er and were like a family.” 

Kevin Patrick stepped into Medearis’ spot and 
performed well last season, but Orgeron is 
adamant that right end belongs to Medearis. “He's 
the heart and soul of our defense,” Orgeron says. 
Now all Medearis has to do is reclaim his old posi- 
tion. Despite his physical progress, Medearis real- 
izes there are other, tougher hurdles. 

“Getting back on the field will take some 
time,” he says. “I have to be strong with it. I don’t 
think I'll have any trouble, because I've always 
played at 110 percent.” 

Clary agrees that a retum to contact will have 
to be gradual. “He has to get his confidence 
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back,” Clary says. “We want to get him involved, 
but we don't want to overwhelm him. He has to 
be in good shape, with good strength and lateral 
mobility in the knee, We don’t want him to worry 
about his speed and agility.” 

Medearis isn’t the type to worry. His determi- 
nation and optimism have helped push him past 
the boredom that can sabotage rehabilitation, 
Clary predicts that the knee will be fine in the 
Jong run — save a little weather-related soreness 
— and Medearis does not think that his chances 
at a professional career will be diminished, The 
NFL may have to wait an extra year, however, 
because Medearis and Miami have petitioned the 
NCAA for another season of eligibility due to lost 
classroom time due to the injury, A decision is 
pending, 

“Anybody who looks at me after | come back 
and play well after the injury, they’re going to 
say, ‘This kid’s a tough nut. He went through 
everything, and it didn’t break him’,” Medearis 
says. “After what I went through, there’s nothing 
on this earth | can’t handle. Things can turn 
around very quickly.

Why ask why? Jay Fiedler, the Big Green's out- 
standing signal-caller, has a basketball pedigree, His 
father, Ken, has established Garden City High School 
as one of New York's public school basketball pow- 
ers, His brother, Scott, played college basketball for 
Washington University in St. Louis and now coaches 
at the State University of New York at Farmingdale.

Passing on Basketball 


DARTMOUTH’S FIELDER DIDN'T 
FOLLOW IN FAMILY’S FOOTSTEPS

Ten, 15 years from now, Fiedler might still be play- 
ing football. The NFL has discovered the 6-3, 215- 
pounder, A member of the league's scouting staff was 
recently in Hanover, New Hampshire, working out 
Fiedler and having him take some written exams, 
Surely, the latter part was a piece of cake. How tough 
can an NFL test be compared to some of the 
Dartmouth engineering courses Fiedler has taken 
while accumulating a 5.15 grade point average? 
Picture this exchange: 

NFL; Mr. Fiedler, do you know what audible to call 
ifthe defense is in a blitz? 

Fiedler: Sir, do you know the fundamentals of 
ceramic engineering? 

Jokes aside, Fiedler has the size, strength, smarts 
and leadership to make it in the NFL — something he 
has dreamed about since he started taking football 
Seriously as a junior in high school. 

In addition to his football skills, Fiedler is a stand- 
out track-and-field athlete, He has placed in the pen: 
tathlon and would excel more in that competition if 
not for his commitment to football. 

The extracurricular portion of his resume is also 
impressive. Fiedler is president of Dartmouth's 
branch of Beta Theta Pi, His grandfather's cousin was 
Arthur Fiedler, who knew a thing or two about leader- 
ship —he was conductor of the Boston Pops. 

“It really went over big in Boston,” says Fiedler. 
“| saw a story in a Boston paper and I didn’t know 
Whether it was about me or him,” 

The Ivy League certainly isn’t the most traveled 
path to the NFL, But Fiedler has no doubt he will get 
his chance, 

“I've been working very hard this off-season,” says 
Fiedler, “But I've got another season to look forward 
to and that’s what I’m focusing on, Whatever hap- 
pens, we'll go from there, 

“It's come up so quickly, Just being here at 
Dartmouth the last three years and now in five or six 
months the season starts. It seems as if it's all hap- 
pened in the snap of a finger. Soon I'll able to look to 
the future. | know the Ivy League isn’t the first league 
that comes to mind when people think of pro foot- 
ball. But if you're good enough, the NFL will find you.” 
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There is little question that Fiedler is good 
enough. Even with the NFL cutting down on the num- 
ber of rounds in the draft, quarterbacks are a prized 
commodity, 

Fiedler had the kind of junior season that leaves 
pro scouts drooling, After being named the Ivy League 
Sophomore-of-the-Year two seasons ago, he opened 
his junior year by tying an Ivy League record with five 
touchdown passes against Penn. He finished the sea- 
son having completed 64 percent of his passes for 
2,748 yards. 

Scouts like to see a two-to-one ratio in touch- 
downs to interceptions. Fiedler threw 25 touchdown 
passes and 15 interceptions. He didn’t complete less 
than 55.6 percent of his passes in any game and put 
together a fourgame stretch where he threw just one 
interception. 

“I think for the most part, the mental part of the 
game is my strength,” says Fiedler. “I know the game 
well. | prepare very hard each week, watching films, 
talking to the coaches, | ask them why they do certain 
things at certain times so | can understand the game 
better. I'm a big quarterback and I have a strong arm 
which can compensate for some situations, but my 
biggest asset is knowing what's going on on the field.” 

Pick virtually any Dartmouth passing record and 
Fiedler already owns it. He broke Johnny Clayton's 
42-year-old record for career touchdown passes in 
just the 15th game of his career. Even Fiedler has to 
hesitate when asked what he can do for an encore. 

“Win the Ivy League title again,” he suggests. 
Dartmouth has won or shared the league crown three 
years in a row, “Maybe we could go undefeated. From 
personal standpoint, it would be a real honor to win 
another Bushnell Cup, But first comes the team. If we 
win, that will take care of everything else.” 

Chances are, Dartmouth or Princeton will take the 
Ivy League title this season, which sets up an interest- 
ing subplot. Most future NFL stars will come from the 
Division LA ranks. But the two players who will proba- 
bly decide the Ivy League title could also have a shot 
at a pro career. Fiedler will lead Dartmouth’s passing 
attack against Keith Elias and Princeton's punishing 
ground game. Elias, who chose Princeton over Rutgers 
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and Virginia, rushed for 1,641 yards last season. 

The past two years, Princeton went into the final 
game of the season with a chance to win its first 
Outright Ivy Leaque crown since 1964, Twice Fiedler 
led Dartmouth to victory. Last season, his 15 of 24 
passing for 272 yards helped the Green Wave put 
up 34 points. 

When you consider the progress of his football 
career was seriously retarded by his family’s passion 
for basketball, Fiedler's accomplishments at 
Dartmouth are even more impressive, The talk at the 
family dinner table was about rebounding, not read- 
ing defenses. 

“My brother was such a role model for me when | 
was younger,” says Fiedler. “I used to follow him 
around like a puppy dog. 

“I give my dad a lot of credit when it comes to 
basketball. As for football, he understands the basics 
of the game very well. But as far as reading defenses 
and the intricacies of playing quarterback, he really 
knows squat. When I first started playing quarterback, 
I was the same way.” 

Fiedler played for Oceanside High School, on a 
team that gave him excellent preparation in the art of 
avoiding sacks and coming up on the short end of the 
scoreboard. Oceanside plays in the same league with 
schools such as Hempstead, which has become a 
pipeline for Syracuse, 

After being a human tackling dummy in high 
school, going to Dartmouth — which had emerged as 
the best program in the Ivy League under coach Buddy 
Teevens, now at Tulane — was enough of a thrill for 
Fiedler as a freshman. But as a sophomore, he wanted 
his chance to play. The only problem was Dartmouth’s 
retuming quarterback, Matt Brzica, had been named 
Sophomore-of-the-Year the previous season. 

Fiedler and Brzica battled for the starting job in 
the spring of 1991. Brzica started the opening game 
of the season. But after a shaky performance in the 
first quarter of the second game, Teevens tumed to 
Fiedler. His first play from scrimmage was a huge suc- 
cess, although all Fiedler did was put the ball in 
Rosier's hands and watch his running back go 60 
yards for a touchdown. Fiedler was Dartmouth’s new 
starting quarterback. 

It was in the third game of Fiedler’s sophomore 
season that he emerged as a future star. The Big 
Green was trailing Yale 24-21 late in the game and 
had no time-outs remaining, Fiedler drove them 69 
yards on eight passes for the winning score with 25 
seconds left. In basketball terms, it was as dramatic 
as a winning three-point shot at the buzzer. 

“L like basketball because it’s always been a part 
of my life and it's been such a big part of my family’s 
life,” says Fielder, “But | love playing football. | love 
getting down and dirty. | love the contact. I know my 
coaches and my mom and dad might cringe, but | like 
to deliver a blow when I get the chance, 

“The thing about football is, it's a team game. It's 
almost like being part of a family. | know that sounds 
cliche, but you have to count on one another. Every 
play depends on every player doing his job. There’s a 
sense of togethemess. Because of that, there's no 
more competitive sport.” 

So says the son of a basketball coach.

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Kwicguts Know THey Must Earn Respect

—" The first time 
Lt most people fly into 
[if LAY Newark Airport and 
take their first drive on 
the New Jersey 
Turnpike, they find themselves asking the 
same question: How in the world did New 
Jersey come to be called “The Garden State?” 

One New York area columnist 
recently described the view as looking at 
the guts of an old transistor radio. As far as 
the eye can see, there is industry. 
Smokestacks and train tracks abound. 

Welcome to New Jersey: the Blue 
Collar State. 

“T guess I was like a lot of other people 
until I came here,” says Rutgers coach Doug 
Graber, a born and raised Midwesterner. “I'd 
heard all those New Jersey jokes. I'll never for- 
get the first time I really drove around the 
state. I mean it is a beautiful, beautiful state. 
Thave deer in my backyard.” 

There is, as Graber indicates, much 
more to the state than first meets the eye. 
Head west on Route 80 and you'll find your- 
self in the scenic Delaware River Gap. Go 
north on the Palisades Parkway and you'll 
find homes straight out of “Lifestyles of the 
Rich and Famous.” Travel south on the 
Garden State Parkway and you can find 
miles of beaches along the Jersey Shore. 

“T'll talk to friends who have never 
been here and they'll say, ‘Why in the world 
did you take a job in New Jersey?’ ” says 
Graber. “I by to tell them what the real deal 
is. This state is not deserving of its reputa- 
tion. I can understand why people in the 
state are fed up with all those New Jersey 
jokes. But it’s all about perception and 
that’s hard to change. 

“It’s the same thing with our pro- 
gram. We're fed up with that ‘What's a 
Rutger?’ stuff. This team has a chip on its 
shoulder. They think they have something 
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to prove, and they do.” 

‘There are 28 seniors on this Rutgers 
team - 28 of whom came to Piscataway believ- 
ing they could be the ones to transform 
Rutgers from the Division I-A joke of the East 
toa force to be reckoned with. 

Many of these players were not highly 
recruited. They are blue-collar types, hard 
workers who aren't afraid to get their hands 
dirty. They have heard all the jokes and 
endured the insults. They have a chip on their 
shoulder the size of Mount Rushmore. 

They were 3-8 as freshmen; 6-5 as 
sophomores; and 7-4 last season as juniors. 
One of the losses was to Boston College on 
the first weekend of the season. After that 
game, Eagles quarterback Glenn Foley — a 
New Jersey native no less — said the only 
bowl the Scarlet Knights would be going to 
was the Toilet Bowl. He was right.

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The Scarlet Knights went 7-4 last 
season, but no bow! extended an invite. 
Their basic rationale: What's a Rutger? 

“After last year, I'm definitely going 
into this season with a chip on my shoulder 
and so are the rest of the seniors,” said 
strong safety Malik Jackson. “Coach Graber 
Says seniors are strange creatures. They 
either play their best ball or their worst ball 
as seniors. We're going to play our best ball 
because we've got one last chance to get it 
done and prove people wrong.” 

On the one hand, three of the four loss- 
es for Rutgers came at the hands of Top 25- 
ranked teams — Boston College, Penn State 
and Syracuse. Perhaps the final straw was the 
fourth loss — a surprising 26-24 decision to 
Cincinnati in November. Win that game and 
there would have been no denying Rutgers a 
postseason invitation somewhere. 

The facts are such that Rutgers this 
season has a chance to garner its first bow] 
bid since 1978. The offense, which averaged 
31.3 points last season, should once again 
be explosive. Graber's first task will be to 
determine how to best use his two talented 
quarterbacks — senior Bryan Fortay and 
redshirt sophomore Ray Lucas. 

Fortay transferred from Miami. His 
arrival at Rutgers was hailed as part of the 
new hope that Graber will keep the state’s 
talented high school football players home 
for football season. 

Fortay was expected to nail down the 
starting job last season. But he was plagued by 
inconsistency, throwing 16 interceptions and 
16 touchdowns, which opened the door for 
Lucas. Lucas started four games; Fortay seven. 
In most games, both of them saw action. 

Graber says he may very well play 
both quarterbacks this season and make the 
offense even more diverse to take advantage 
of both players’ talents, Lucas can put 
tremendous pressure on a defense by get- 
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ting to the corner and having the run/pass 
option. Fortay has great poise. He threw for 
1,608 yards, and would have had well over 
2,000 if he had started a full season. 

Both quarterbacks will have plenty 
to work with. Bruce Presley split time last 
season with Craig Mitter at halfback. Mitter 
has completed his eligibility, but Presley 
will be pushed by redshirt 


for 219 yards and one touchdown. 

Graber had to do some patchwork on 
the offensive line, but returning tackles 
Scott Vaughn and Ken Dammann are quali- 
ty players. Mike Spitzer moves from nose 
tackle to starting right guard and Kareem 
Williams, a very athletic 6-1, 280-pounder, 
switches from defensive tackle to center.

offense didn’t help matters by converting 
on just 34 percent of its third-down plays. 
The Knights allowed at least 37 points in a 
game four times. 

“T think last year, we tried to live off 
the previous year’s success. We were too 
confident,” says Jackson. “This year, we 
have nothing to live off.” 

Opposing offenses will 


freshman Terrell Willis, 
Presley, who averaged 5.5 
yards per carry, rushed for 
817 yards, amassed 1,532 
yards of total offense and 
was named the Big East 
Rookie-of-the-Year. He and 
Willis should form as good a 
halfback combo as there is 
in the Big East and Rutgers 
will probably use more one- 
back offense this season. 
The key loss on 
offense is wide receiver Jim 
Guarantano, the school’s 
career reception leader who 
led the Big East in that cate- 
gory last season. He also was 
the holder on field goals and 
extra points. Graber, who 
spent many years as an NFL 
assistant coach, says 
Guarantano was the best 
holder he ever saw — col- 
lege or pro, Finding a 
replacement is a priority. 
Despite the loss of 
Guarantano, Fortay and 
Lucas will have some 
weapons with which to 
work. For the first time in 
years, Rutgers will have 
some big-time speed at the 
wide receiver spots. Chris 
Brantley, Mario Henry and 
Eddie Walker can get down- 
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live it up if Rutgers can’t 
find two outside linebackers. 
For the last two seasons, the 
Scarlet Knights have had an 
impact player at that posi- 
tion. Elnardo Webster was 
drafted by the Pittsburgh 
Steelers two years ago and 
Shawn Williams could get 
his shot in the NFL after 
recording 16 tackles for loss 
and six sacks last season. 

Bob Sneathen could 
follow in those players’ foot- 
steps, but first his feet have 
to carry him to class.

KELCHNER Hopes To SqueLcH QUARTERBACK CONTROVERSY 


West Virginia quar- 
terback Jake Kelchner 
spends very little time

looking back. 
In the spring of 


1990, Kelchner was bat- 


tling Rick Mirer for the starter’s job at 
Notre Dame. The competition was close 
until he broke his collarbone in the spring 
game. With Kelchner relegated to the back- 
up role, Mirer led the Irish to a 9-3 record 
and a memorable 10-9 loss to Colorado in 
the Orange Bowl on New Year’s night. 

Things had only grown worse for the 
6-3, 210-pound quarterback from Berwick, 
Pa., who came out of high school as a Super 
Prep All-American in 1988. Later in 1990, he 
was suspended from the team for drinking. It 
was obvious things weren't going to work out 
for Kelchner at Notre Dame. 

With the help of head coach Lou 
Holtz, Kelchner was able to resurrect his 
collegiate career by transferring to West 
Virginia. To Kelchner, Morgantown, W.V., 
and South Bend, Ind,, are further apart 
than just the 375 miles between campuses. 

“T really haven't thought about it. If 
I was there, it would be my last year and I'd 
be starting, probably. | really don’t think, 
‘Well, Mirer’s gone so now I'd be starting.’ 

T never took that approach at it,” Kelchner 
says. “Every year I came in there looking to 
start, never sat back to accept the backup 
position. That’s just the way I am and that 
will never change.” 

Last year afforded Kelchner the 
opportunity for which he had waited. Even 
though his numbers were not overwhelm- 
ing, he believes that the real payoff will 
come this season, when the coaching staff 
will be able to turn him loose. 

“It’s not that they're putting any- 
thing new in,” says Kelchner. “I just think 
that (the coaches) are willing to call a lot 
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harder plays. They have more confidence in 
a lot of the plays that we're running now. 
Last year, on third-and-five they would run 
the ball. This year they are not afraid to 
drop back and throw the ball.” 

Ina season when he was bothered by 
an elbow injury, Kelchner completed 66 of 
119 passes for 901 yards, with six touch- 
downs and six interceptions. But, Kelchner 
once again is facing tough competition for 
the starter’s job, this time from '92 co- 
starter Darren Studstill. The incumbent 
before Kelchner arrived, Studstill is coming 
off a comparable season in which he was 
the Big East's fifth-rated passer by complet- 
ing 89 of 159 passes for 1,065 yards, nine 
touchdowns and five interceptions. 

West Virginia head coach Don Nehlen 
is reluctant to name his opening day starter 
— just as he was last year — and squelch the

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budding quarterback controversy. 

“Well, he’s going to be right in the 
thick of it,” says Nehlen, stating the obvious. 
“1 just can't give him the job. I've got two 
seniors and I'm hoping one of them is going 
to make a move and make the decision for 
me. I don’t even worry about that now.” 

Kelchner is personally tired of the 
Morgantown quarterback controversy, 
which is now a sequel. “(Last year) it was 
quite a hindrance,” he says. “I wanted to 
learn the system and get in there with the 
first team. 

“People say when you're competing 
it ‘brings out the best in you.’ Yeah, fora 
while, but then after doing it every single 
week it gets frustrating. Not that you're 
playing bad, it’s just that you would like to 
take a chance doing other things and here 
you've got to be careful that you don’t 
screw up. You can't go through practice 
trying to experiment with new things, 
because you're afraid something might 
happen and the coach might change his 
mind on who he wants to start.” 

Out of respect for his teammate, 
Kelchner will not come right out and say it, 
but he can read between the lines and he 
feels that it is his job to lose. 

“This year, there isn’t going to be 
any (controversy). Coach is making his 
decision. So far I've been running the first 
team, and I think that is the way it is going 
to stand. I don’t know what it’s going to 
take, but there is no way I’m going to sit 
back this year.” 

As for the upcoming season, 
Kelchner is concise and never out of char- 
acter: “I can’t wait to get going.” 

While Kelchner looks ahead, Nehlen 
is not as quick to forget last season. 

“I think without question the West 
Virginia football team, in the past two 
years, has been the unluckiest team I ever 
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coached,” says Nehlen. “That's not an 
excuse, that’s a fact. We were 5-4-2 and you 
give us one or two official calls that we 
didn't get, or one or two bounces, and we 
are a 9-2 or 10-1 team.” 

There is some validity to that state- 
ment. For example, the Mountaineers were 
3-0-1 when Syracuse came to Morgantown 
on Oct. 17. With WVU lead- 


ment for Adrian Murrell, one of the nation’s 
top runners in 1992, who accumulated 
1,145 rushing yards, 244 receiving yards 
and nine touchdowns. 

Nehlen expects running back Jon 
Jones to fit nicely into the starter's role. 
Jones, who is listed at 6-3, 220-pounds, 
rushed for 429 yards on 65 carries as a 


Even with the departure of former 
starter John Cappa, the tight end position 
will not suffer dramatically. Replacing 
Cappa is Al Johnson, who finished last sea- 
son with only 10 less receiving yards than 
the starter (103 to 113).

Of more immediate 
concern is an offensive line 
that has been decimated by 
graduation and injuries. 
Center Mike Compton, a first- 
team All-Big East player, has 
moved on to the next level.

Hokies Hope To MAKE A SpPLaAsH In THe Big East 


By Charlie McCarthy 


In this first sea- 
son of full league com- 
petition, Virginia Tech 
strives to become 

another Big East beast. 

“I think we can use the Big East like 
Seton Hall did in basketball,” Hokie coach 
Frank Beamer says. “A few years back, 
Seton Hall was not a nationally-known, 
powerful program, but look at it now. 

“Virginia Tech has great potential — 
with a nice campus, good students. I think 
the Big East can help us reach new 
heights.” 

Seton Hall’s basketball teams, like 
many teams ina conference containing 
heavyweight opponents, experienced grow- 
ing pains. The Pirates suffered eight 
straight losing seasons, playing second fid- 
dle to the likes of Georgetown, Syracuse 
and St. John’s, before becoming a national 
powerhouse. 

Beamer, naturally, hopes his grid- 
sters don’t have to wait quite that long 


before they can become regular members of 


the national Top 20 fraternity. 


Through the initial two Big East sea- 


sons, which did not include complete Big 
East schedules, the Hokies went a total of 
2-4 against league rivals, Where they may 
not have been up to snuff on the field, the 
Hokies gave notice they can compete off of 


it. 

“Being in the Big East has helped us 
with a lot of kids,” Beamer says. “We've 
done some recruiting in places like New 


Jersey and Florida, and we hope to do more 


and more.” 

Beamer, a Tech alum who played 
defensive back and co-captained the team 
in 1968, seemingly had the Hokies on the 
right track with winning seasons in both 
1989 (6-4-1) and ’90 (6-5), Even a 5-6 sea- 
son in ’9] included a good effort while los- 
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ing 27-17 at Oklahoma, plus a 20-14 tri- 
umph against West Virginia, courtesy of an 
impressive goal-line stand. 

Graduation, however, prevented 
Virginia Tech from continuing the success. 
Twelve players from that 91 team moved 
on to professional training camps. 

The result last season was a struggle 
to rebuild. 

The Hokies went 2-8-1 in '92 despite, 
remarkably, having held fourth-quarter 
leads in seven games. Heartbreakers includ- 
ed losing on the game’s last play at Rutgers, 
and being tied on the game's final play by 
North Carolina State. 

“We did some real good things to 
build those leads, but then we did some ter- 
rible things to lose them,” says Beamer, 
who is beginning his seventh season as the 
Virginia Tech skipper. 
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“One thing we hope to do this season 
is play enough guys so that we're fresh in 
the fourth quarter.” 

In all, Virginia Tech lost five games 
last season to competitive football teams — 
East Carolina, Louisville, Rutgers, 
Southern Miss and Virginia — by a total of 
12 points. Including the tie, that means one 
could argue that the Hokies were 13 points 
away from finishing at 8-3 instead of 2-8-1. 
Unfortunately, it doesn’t quite work that 
way. It does, however, suggest the team 
doesn’t have all that far to go to reach 
respectability. 

Virginia Tech returns eight starters 
from an offense that averaged 24.5 points 
last season. The unit is centered around All- 
American contender Jim Pyne. 

The senior snapper, expected to con- 
tend for the Outland Trophy, enters the 
season having played 1,879 downs at Tech 
without allowing a single quarterback sack. 
Pyne (6-2, 280), anchors an offensive line 
that could be the key to success in 1993. He 
is one of five starters returning on the line. 

“[ like my role,” Pyne says. “This 
year, not only will I be leader of the line, 
but as captain I'll be a leader of the team.” 

Veteran linemen include sophomore 
guards Jared Hamlin and Chris Malone, 
junior tackle Mike Smith, and senior tight 
end John Burke.

sy, and tight end Bryan Jennings. The 6-4, 
220-pound Jennings is the first Parade All- 
American to sign a letter of intent at 
Virginia Tech since 1973. 

Virginia Tech opens the 1993 season 
at home against Bowling Green on Sept. 4, 
then plays all seven Big East foes, Maryland, 
East Carolina and the tradition season 
finale against archrival Virginia. 

Of course, the first season in which 
each Big East team will play a full schedule of 
seven conference opponents won't be easy. 

“There is no question we have some 
quality players,” Beamer says.’We will, 
however, have young inexperienced players 
at a number of positions and only time will 
tell how they will react. 

“lam optimistic that we can be 
improved in every phase of the game. But 
the Big East is tough from top to bottom, 
so we have our work cut out for us.”

‘The difference, of course, is that Rohan’s hits are bone-crushing 
tackles, not songs. And now that Miami's all-world trio of 1992 starting 
linebackers — Micheal Barrow, Darrin Smith and Jessie Armstead — have 
moved on to the NFL, the 5-8, 205-pound Marley is expected to be a leader 
of this year’s Hurricane defense. “He's one of the best tacklers on our 
team,” says Miami defensive coordinator Tommy Tuberville.

An excellent soccer player in his day, Bob Marley 
would have been proud to see Rohan succeed as an athlete. Musically, how- 
ever, Rohan is not exactly a chip off the old block. 

“Music didn’t turn me on too much,” says Rohan. “I like listening 
to it, [just can't play.”

WINNING WAYS 

Now that Johnny Majors has made the move back to Pittsburgh, where he 
won national championship in 1976, the Big East now boasts three of the Top 21 
winningest active coaches in Div. I-A (minimum five years). Miami's Dennis 
Erickson has the seventh-best record, 94-35-1 (.727), Majors checks in at number 20 
with a 173-105-10 (.618) record, while West Virginia head coach Don Nehlen is one 
spot behind Majors at 145-90-8 (.613). 

Paul Pasqualoni is on his way toward making the list as well. In just two 
seasons as the head coach at Syracuse, he has a sparkling record of 20-4 (.833). 


DRAFT WINDS 

The Big East wasn’t as popular in the NFL draft this year as it was 
in 1992. Last year, NFL teams tabbed 21 Big East players from seven 
teams. Only Temple went unrepresented, while Pitt led the way with six 
players taken, 

In this year’s draft, however, only 15 Big East players were taken 
from five teams. No players from Temple, Virginia Tech or Rutgers were 
selected, and no Big East players went in round one. 

A staggering nine players were drafted off the Miami Hurricanes, 
though there were two surprises: None of them were taken in the first 
round — and that hasn't happened since 1986. In addition, quarterback 
Gino Torretta — the 1992 Heisman Trophy winner — didn't hear his 
name called until the seventh round, 

Of note among the Big East draftees: Miami receivers Lamar 
‘Thomas and Horace Copeland will remain teammates, as both were taken 
by Tampa Bay... Former Hurricanes Kevin Williams and Darrin Smith both 
join former Miami coach Jimmy Johnson in Dallas. . Quarterback Alex 
Van Pelt, the only player drafted from Pitt, won't have far to go — he was 
taken by the Steelers.

Rookie Coacu, VETERAN PLAYER OPEN New ERA AT TEMPLE

Tre Johnson endured 
I 1 three up-and-down years 
under former Temple head 
coach Jerry Berndt. Actually, 
one up and two down. Very 
Ona CRS? aie th 
ree years ago, the 
Owls put together an impres- 
sive 7-4 record. Temple followed up its sur- 
prising 1990 campaign by posting a 2-9 
record in '91 and going 1-10 last season. 

Johnson, therefore, wasn't surprised 
when Temple made a coaching change. 

When Johnson heard Temple had 
hired Ron Dickerson as head coach — mak- 
ing him the school’s first black head coach 
— the All-Big East offensive tackle was very 
excited. Although the Owls’ 6-3, 299-pound 
senior will be playing for his second coach 
in four years, he doesn’t envision any prob- 
lems making the adjustment. 

“I can’t wait for the season to start,” 
Johnson says. “I've met with Coach 
Dickerson and the rest of the coaching staff 
during the winter. Coach Dickerson is like 
[Temple basketball] Coach [John] Chaney 
in terms of winning. He wants everybody to 
have a winning attitude. The past two years, 
the attitude hasn’t been very positive.” 

And who could find fault with that? 
In the two years the Big East Conference 
has been in existence, there have been two 
constants: Miami in first place and Temple 
in last. The Owls played six conference 
games last season — Virginia Tech, Pitt, 
Syracuse, Boston College, Miami and 
Rutgers — losing those games by an aver- 
age score of 37-8. It doesn’t get more lop- 
sided than that. 

“We were losing a lot of football 
games,” Johnson understates. “Some guys 
were giving up. It was a very frustrating 
experience, In order to turn things around, 
I knew some changes had to be made. 
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I don't know how much is going to be 
accomplished in Coach Dickerson’s first 
season, but this is my last year and I'm 
going to be battling every game.” 

Johnson, an All-American candidate 
this season, has battled every game of his 
college career. In spite of the Owls’ lack of 
success, Johnson's magnificent play has 
caught the eye of many pro scouts — who 
were probably on hand in the first place to 
see players from the opposition. 

“T heard the scouts were looking at 
me my sophomore year,” Johnson says. 
“But I think they noticed my blocking abili- 
ty as a freshman. You see, that year we fin- 
ished with a 7-4 record and everybody was 
talking about Temple football. I would cer- 
tainly like to play professionally. It's just 
that the more you win, the better it’s going 
to be for everybody. We need to keep

Johnson realizes that Temple won't 
become a bow! contender overnight. It will 
take an arduous rebuilding process that will 
continue after Johnson has taken his act to 
the NFL. The Peekskill, N.Y., native may go 
down as little more than a footnote in the 
program's development, but he will be an 
important footnote. 

Dickerson, meanwhile, could be 
around for a while. When he accepted the 
‘Owls job he made headlines nationwide and 
his face was on every major television net- 
work — not because of the school colors he 
was adopting, but rather because of the 
color of his skin. Johnson believes a lot of 
people will continue to keep a close eye on 
his new coach, Not because of the color of 
his skin, but rather because of the success 
of his program. 

“Everybody is going to be looking at 
him closely,” says Johnson. “Obviously, he's 
one of only three black head coaches at a 
major Division I football program. I know a 
lot of people in Philly don’t believe Temple 
can play good football on a consistent basis. 
But I feel Coach Dickerson has the know!- 
edge and experience to get the job done.” 

Dickerson, 44, came to Temple after 
serving as defensive coordinator at 
Clemson. Since joining the Clemson staff 
from Penn State, where he was defensive 
backfield coach from 1985-90, Dickerson 
‘was among the most highly-regarded assis- 
tant coaches in college football. The Nittany 
Lions ranked in the top 10 nationally in 
scoring defense four of his six seasons 
there. In 1990, Penn State ranked 10th in 
the nation in pass defense, seventh in 
turnover margin, ninth in scoring defense 
and seventh in rushing defense. 

In his first year at Clemson, the 
Tigers fielded the number one rushing 
defense in the nation and finished fourth in 
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total defense. 

Dickerson’s resume also includes: 
assistant head coach and secondary coach 
at Colorado (1982-84); defensive secondary 
coach at Pittsburgh (1979-80); wide receiv- 
er and secondary coach at Louisville (1975- 
77); and defensive secondary coach at 


on the signing of junior college recruits. 

“The coaches went out and did a fab- 
ulous job in the limited time that we had,” 
Dickerson says. “They busted their backs 
and came away with some outstanding ath- 
letes. We stayed at home to recruit and we 
wanted all freshmen.” 

Dickerson believes this recruiting 


some people who think Temple should just 
drop the program altogether. But 
Dickerson believes Temple can have a good 
football program. 

“I know a lot of people don't believe 
Temple football can work in Philadelphia,” 
Dickerson says. “I've heard all the reasons 
from, ‘There's not enough support,’ to

who is a member and former 
president of the Black 
Coaches Association. “I'm 
certainly ready to be a head 
coach. I don't feel any pres- 
sure because I'ma black 
coach. I think some of the 
colleges around the country 
should hire more blacks as 
head coaches. There are a lot 
of candidates out there, so 
you can't say black coaches 
don’t exist. All you have to 
do is look at guys like myself 
and Jim Caldwell.” 

Caldwell, another for- 
mer Penn State assistant, is 
the new head coach at Wake 
Forest, taking over for the 
retired Bill Dooley. The third | 
black head coach on the Div. 
1-A level is Ron Cooper, who 
replaces Jim Harkema this 
season ern Michigan. 
“This is a great oppor- 
tunity for me,” Dickerson con- 
tinues. “I know Temple has | 
really struggled over the years. 
Nevertheless, I feel they have 5 
the potential to be a good foot- 
ball team. We just have to 
establish a good foundation. 

Dickerson, a 
Pittsburgh native, has g 
recruited players all over the 
East during his coaching 
days at Pitt and Penn State. 
He knows his priority must be 
to keep the top Philadelphia 
high school players at home. 

“We have to do a better job of 
recruiting in the city,” he says. “We can’t 
afford to lose local kids who can help our 
program. We also have to stay concentrated 
on getting the best players in the East.” 

Dickerson signed a total of 25 players 
in his first recruiting class. Signing seven 
players from New Jersey represents a suc- 
cessful foray into a state considered rich in 
prep talent. The class as a whole also signi- 
fies a departure from the previous coaching 
regime's philosophy. Berndt leaned heavily

class will help form a solid foundation in 
rebuilding the Owls football program. 
During the last 10 years — four under

Tre Johnson may not 
be around when Dickerson’s 
Temple revolution comes full 
circle, but at least he can say 
he was there when it started, 

Offensively, Dickerson 
will have his work cut out for 
him. Temple scored only 132 
points last year. The Owls 
return a number of key play- 
ers however. Up front, 
Johnson will be joined by 
senior tackle Glenn Tinner, 
junior guard Chris Ryan and 
sophomore center John 
Summerday. 

“We're pretty good run 
and pass blockers,” Johnson 
assesses. “We should be able 
to give the quarterback time 
to hit the open receiver. The 
backs shouldn't have too 
much trouble finding the 
holes. We have to be the 
movers and the shakers. Our 
goal is to control the line of 
scrimmage.” 

The Owls’ biggest ques- 
- —tion on offense appears to be 
at quarterback. Temple returns junior 
Chris Paliscak, who started last season, red- 
shirt freshman Greg Moylan and junior 
newcomer Phil Lang, a transfer from 
Nassau (N.Y.) Community College. Last 
season for the Owls, Paliscak completed 65 
of 137 passes for 691 yards, two touch- 
downs and 12 interceptions. 

In the backfield, Temple will lose its 
top two rushers — Sam Jenkins and Efrain 
Cabrera. Jenkins rushed for 524 yards and 
six touchdowns on 146 carries last year, 
while Cabrera ran the ball 82 times for 308

len Miami (Fla.) joined the Big East before 
the start of the 1991 season, predictions of 
dominance emanated from everywhere. The 
Miami Herald stated that the Hurricanes assured 
themselves of an annual New Year's Day bow! invita- 
tion when they joined the Big East. 

It hasn't been all peaches and cream for 
Miami the past two seasons in the Big East. Boston 
College gave the Hurricanes a scare in 1991 and 
Syracuse played Miami to the last second in its 
game at the Carrier Dome last year. 

Miami will have to replace 13 starters this 
fall, but that doesn't mean the Hurricanes domi- 
nance of the Big East is over. In fact, Dennis 
Erickson called his recruiting class on signing date 
(Feb. 3) the best he's ever had at Miami, 

The Hurricanes class was ranked sixth in the 
country by the G&W Recruiting Report and Erickson 
signed the best wide receiver class in the country. 

The only Big East school that came close to 
Miami's haul was Syracuse. The Orangemen had 
the 12th-best class in the country. Just like its previ- 
ous class, linebackers were the highlight of 
Syracuse's class of 1996. The Orangemen inked 
four All-American linebackers or defensive ends. 

Speed also is a very important part of the 
Orangemen’s class. It's essential if Syracuse 
expects to be able to seriously contend with Miami 
for the Big East title. 

Syracuse signed some superior speed when 
it landed running backs Tebucky Jones from New 
Britain, Conn., and Zach McCall from Fitchburg, 
Mass., but the real speed in the Orangemen’s class 
comes from their secondary recruits. Both Rod 
Gadson and Jim Turner, who hail from the Sunshine 
State, have run sub-4.4 40-yard times. Turner is the 
feigning Florida AA 200-meter champ with a time of 
21.26 seconds. In all, Syracuse signed eight players 
who have 4.5 or better 40-yard speed. 

Except for Miami and Syracuse, Big East 
schools fell short of recruiting expectations. Boston 
College may have been the only other Big East 
school to avoid that fate. The Eagles landed the 
26th-best class in the country.

Taj Johnson from Ardmore, 
Okla., was rated among the top three wide receivers in the country, Besides 
recruiting quality receivers, Miami also filled its other two needs at linebacker 
and on the offensive line as six All-Americans who played one of those posi- 
tions signed with the Hurricanes. Erickson recruited perfectly for need. 

Impact Signees: All six of Miami's wide receiver recruits are impact 
players, Besides German and Johnson, Trent Jones, Yatil Green, Nakia Jenkins 
and Chris Jones all have future NFL potential. Linebacker James Burgess from 
Homestead, Fla., could replace Darrin Smith his freshman year, All-American 
OL Kerlain Blaise from Orlando, Fla., could play this fall. Speed is also present 
in the secondary which is led by Louisiana all-stater Eugene Ridgeley. 

The Jewel: DB Earl Little signed with Michigan following the 1991 sea- 
son, but failed to qualify. He was rated the top safety in Florida in 1991. 

The Sleeper: DT Jay Johnson from Severna Park, Md., ran a 4.8 40- 
yards at Miami's summer football camp. 


2. SYRACUSE: eee ececeeeceeee 

With this class, Syracuse secured its position as the No. 1 challenger 
to Miami in the Big East. The strength of this Syracuse class is its linebackers, 
oie linemen and athletes capable of playing quarterback or defensive 
back, 

Impact Signees: Linebackers Jason Walters from Memphis, Tenn., 
Antwaune Ponds from Jacksonville, Fla., Dulayne Morgan from Elizabeth, N.J., 
and Roland Williams from Rochester, N.Y., were prep All-Americans who 
could play as freshmen this fall. Quarterbacks Phil Nash from Clearwater, Fla., 
Larry Tyger from Athol Springs, N.Y., and Keith Downing from Rochester, 
N.Y., are all good enough athletes to play in the secondary. Wide receiver 
Scott Mitchem from Walpole, Mass., and defensive back Jim Turner from 
Jacksonville, Fla., are also capable of playing this fall 

The Jewel: RB Tebucky Jones from New Britain, Conn., finished the 
1992 season as that state's top offensive performer. 

The Sleeper: Defensive back Ron Gadson from Fort Myers, Fla., has 
4.4 40-speed, but he got lost in his teammate’s (Jammi German) hype. 


3. BOSTON COLLEGE:¢ 0 0 eecccce 


The success Boston College experienced this winter came because of 
the Eagles’ ability to recruit in places like Florida, Texas, Missouri and Georgia. 
The Eagles signed three Texas Top 50 players, beat Notre Dame for Florida all- 
state defensive back Daryl Porter from Fort Lauderdale, and shocked everyone 
when they signed All-St. Louis DB Mario Tillman. 

Impact Signees: The Eagles signed just two players from 
Massachusetts, but in all-state QB Matt Hasselback and all-state RB Omari 
Walker, the Eagles landed two prospects capable of helping them this fall, All- 
American linebacker Brian Maye from Montvale, NJ., picked Boston College 
over Notre Dame and North Carolina. Offensive lineman John Hostetler from 
Altoona, Pa., and wide receiver Roger Beckwith from Scotland, Pa., are 
Pennsylvania Big 33 selections, 

The Jewel: juco All-American RB Anthony Comer from Nassau 
Community College in New York is Boston College's projected starter at tail- 
back this fall. 

The Sleeper: Defensive lineman John Coleman from Columbus, N.J., 
was an All-South Jersey pick

The Scarlet Knights didn’t have the type of recruiting season they 
expected, but it was far from being a disaster because Doug Graber was able 
to sign eight of New Jersey's top 25 prospects. Rutgers signed three offensive 
linemen they believe have future All-Big East potential, 

Impact Signees: All-American OT Michael Craig from Trenton, N.u., 
was rated by some as New Jersey's top offensive line prospect. juco A-A 
offensive lineman Robert Barr from Nassau Community College, N.Y., is 
expected to start this fall. Wide receiver Steve Harper from Atlantic City, N.J., 
has 4.4 40-yard speed. 

The Jewel: Fullback-linebacker Brian Sheridan from Union, N.J., 
rushed for over 1,200 yards and had more than 100 tackles. 
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The Sleeper: Offensive lineman Quincey Holloway from Camden 
Woodrow Wilson, He was a preseason New Jersey Top 25 player, but missed 
the entire season with a knee injury. 


5. VIRGINIA TECH:* ee ee ee ee eee 

At first glance this seems like at best an average recruiting class, but 
careful analysis shows Virginia Tech's class came close to beating out Rutgers 
for the fourth spot in the Big East. The Hokies signed nine of Virginia's top 30 
players and went all the way to Nevada to sign a player. 

Impact Signees: All-American linebacker Cornell Brown from 
Lynchburg, Va., changed his mind and switched from Maryland to Virginia 
Tech on signing date. He's the Hokies’ No. 1 signee, Defensive back Korey Irby 
from Hyattsville, Md., was a Top 10 Maryland performer and wide receiver 
Larry Green from Port St. Lucie, Fla., has 4.4 40-yard speed. 

The Jewel: All-American TE Bryan Jennings from Forest, Va., could 
start as a freshman. 

The Sleeper: Quarterback Willie Wilkins from Delray Beach, Fla., is an 
athlete also capable of playing wide receiver, defensive back or running back. 


6. WEST VIRGINIA:¢ ee oe oo eee oe 
The Mountaineers program has struggled for the past three years. Don 
Nehlen hasn't been able to lead the Mountaineers to a bowl game and the 
team's record has hovered right around the .500 mark, This year’s recruiting 
class finished sixth in the Big East because Nehlen, except for three running 
backs, was unable to recruit any skill players. Sixteen of West Virginia's 19 
recruits were offensive or defensive linemen, linebackers or defensive ends. 

Impact Signees: West Virginia believes it got four future starters on the 
Offensive line in Ed Green (6-3, 300) from Milford Prep, Conn., Frank Birts 
from Okeechobee, Fla., Sam Austin from Seffner, Fla., and Bill McElroy from 
Butler, Pa. Pennsylvania all-state RB Jeff Nixon from State College, Pa., 
rushed for more than 1,600 yards in 1992. 

The Jewel: Defensive tackle Keith Drayton from Fort Myers, Fia., is one 
of Florida's top five defensive linemen. All Drayton has to do to play this fall is 
qualify academically. 

The Sleeper: Running back Khari Mott from Strath Haven, Pa., was 
Pennsylvania's PIAA AA 100-meter champ. 


7. TEMPLE: e esccececeeceeceooece 

Even though Temple's class ranks just seventh in the Big East, Ron 
Dickerson’s first effort as Temple's head coach was the best recruiting suc- 
cess the Owls have experienced in more than a decade. 

Impact Signees: All of Temple's 24 signees were high school players. 
Dickerson did not recruit one junior college player. Linebacker Alshermond 
Singleton from Irvington, N.J., finished the season as New Jersey’s third-best 
linebacker. Quarterback Henry Burris from Spiro, Okla., picked Temple over 
Texas Tech and Oklahoma State. Running back Corey Green from Medford, 
NuJ., linebackers Jerome Randall from Camden, N.J., and Steve Simpkins 
from Trenton, N.J., were New Jersey Top 25 selections. 

The Jewel: Running back Juan Gaddy from Easton, Pa., was 
Pennsylvania's top tailback, He has 4.35 40-speed and rushed for over 4,000 
career yards. He'll start this fall if he can qualify academically. 

The Sleeper; Linebacker Jon Swift from Elizabethtown, Pa., picked 
Temple over Clemson, He's a two-time All-Central Pennsylvania pick. 


8. PITT: 


When Johnny Majors’ effort to sign All-American QB Ron Powlus 
failed, Pitt's recruiting effort collapsed, The Panthers signed just 15 players 
and just six of those players won all-state recognition. Majors had his staff 
assembled just three weeks before the signing date (Feb. 3), It was next to an 
impossible task, Next year’s class will give everyone an indication if Majors 
can restore Pitt's program to its heights of the 1970s. 

Impact Signees: Teammates Shon Hart (WR) and Jessie Clark (LB) 
from Elizabeth, N.J., can play anywhere in the Big East. Offensive lineman 
John Marzoch from McKeesport, Pa., and wide receiver Chris Orlando from 
Berwick, Pa., were named to Pennsylvania's Big 33 team. 

The Jewel: All-state linebacker Jason Soboleski from Berwick, Pa,. will 
be a four-year starter at Pitt. 

The Sleeper: Quarterback Pedro Gonzalez from Fort Lauderdale, Fla., 
finished the 1992 season as Florida's second-best quarterback.
